“Russia also desired,” says M. De 
Blowitz, “to save France from the hard 
necessity of placing her troops under 
Count Von Waldersee. The United 
States were also much dissatisfied with 
the prospect of their troops acting under 
German orders. 

“If you compare the Russian evacua- 
tion proposal with the American plan for 
beginning negoitations before Count Von 
Waldersee’s arrival, and if you add ta 
this the prompt adherence of France, ad- 
dressed to the United States, you have 
e key to the Russo-American

Another dispatch from Pekin, dated 
Aug. 21, says Yu Hsien, governor of 
Shanghai (”), has sent a memorial to the 
throne asking for a reward for having 
invited 52 gners under his protec- 
tlon and for having afterwards killed 
them. 

There Is a possibility of the Pekin dis- 
patch being somewhat in error as to the 
identity of the Chinese official who is 
asking for a reward for murdering 52 
foreigners. <A dispatch tothe Associated 
Press from Chefoo, dated Aug. 29, said 
Yu, the governor of the province of Shen 
Si, was reported to have invited the 
forelgners in that province to come under 
his protection It ed that, about 
Aug. 21, 50 foreign ccepted the invita- 
tion and all were Probably 
Yu, the gove is identical 
with the Yu Hsien whois rred to in 
the Pekin dispatch as “governor of 
Shanghai.” 

A dispatch from Pekin, dated Aug. 27, 
fays Chung Li, amembers of the tsung 
li yamentand pre », Visited the 
Austrian representative yester¢ , who 
arrested him because of the Chinese offi- 
cial’s complicity in the attacks on the 
legations. 

Sir Robert Hart, the director of the 
Chinese imperial maritime customs, has 
resumed charge of the customs and has 
reopened the imperial posts 

The Hong Kong correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says that the Canton officials 
have been ordered to transmitall possible 
revenue to the north for war expenses; 
that all pay from the viceroys down has 
been stopped during hostilities. 

The Daily Express publishes an inter- 
view with a New York Chinaman, Liu 
Chu Ah, now staying in London, who 
admits Li Hung Chang's “duplicity and 
rooted antagonism to western ideas,” 
but thinks that the allies have no choice 
but to negotiate with him, or to retire 
from China all together. 

Three members of the tsung i yamen, 
says a dispatch from Tientsin of Aug. 
28, Nan Tung, Ching Hsin and Chung 
Li, are seeking to negotiate with the 
allies through Sir Robert Hart, the di- 
rector of the Chinese maritime customs. 

Most of the German papers are of 
opinion that it is very doubtful if Ger- 
many can adopt Russia’s suggestions, 
and they deplore the evidence of athreat- 
ened split in the European concert. One 
leading Berlin journal asserts that Em- 
peror William, while conv ersing witha 
group of officers last Saturday evening, 
said: “Under no conditions shall we 
give up Pekin, not even if every army 
corps has to be mobilized.”

WEEK OF SUNSHINE AND HEAT 


Has Caused Crops In the Larger Part of New 
England to Ripen Prematurely, 

Boston, Sept. 4.—Following is a state- 
ment of the weather and crop conditions 
in New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of correspondents of the weather 
bureau throughout the section, for the 
week ending Sept. 3: 

The weather of the past week has been 
favorable for the harvesting and thresh- 
ing of grain, but too dry for growing 
crops. Very little rain has fallen and 
much sunshine has prevailed. 

The condition of growing crops is now 
less satisfactory than at the clése of the 
preceding week. The prevalence of high 
temperature and the absence of rainfall 
for the past six days has caused crops to 
ripen prematurely, The corncrop being 
late has been affected, though not s0 
seriously as have rowen, buckwheat and 
late vegetables. The peach crop Is, per- 
haps, suffering more than any other 
fruit. Peaches are small and of poor 
quality. The week has been favorable 
for the housing of tobacco and for the 
threshing of wheat, oats and barley. It 
{fs too dry for plowing. Grasshoppers 
continue to do much damage in Maine, 
beans, turnips and pastures being de- 
stroyed. 

Mown fields generally are making little 
growth. Some rowen has been cut, but 
it is very light. New seeded fields are 
not doing well, and pastures, with few 
exceptions, remain poor, 

Fodder cutting is now progressing 
rapidly in Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts. Buckwheat in the northern por- 
tion of the section is in splendid condi- 
tion, but the southern states is less 
promising 

Apples in southern New England ara 
falling slightly more than usual, but the 
prospects remain favorable. Black- 
berries, plums and grapes are abundant. 
One correspondent states that pears are 
rotting the trees. Fall peaches are 
of a poor quality. 

Rust has damaged many fields of po- 
tatoes and cantaloupe vines have blight- 
ed badly. Late potatoes, however, 
promise a larger yield than the early

Action of a Resident of Bar Harbor Aroused 
the Ire of His Neighbors. 

Bar Harbor, Me., Sept. 5.—Tuesday 
Was a great day for BarHarbor. Seven 
American and five British warships lie 
at anchor sheltered by its great moun- 


The 4000 officers and men of the

two squadrons were generously ent 
tained by the thousands on shore. Vice 
Admiral Bedford is at the head of the

Just after the British ships dropped in 
the harbor an incident of more than 
ordinary interest occurred near the shore 
path, where the crowds had gathered to 
witness the arrival of the fleet.

A dozen volunteered to cut the 
pole down without further ceremony. 
Admiral Farquhar was particularly 


vehement in his denunciation of the man 
and his action. 

Charles H. Wood, chairman of the 
board of selectmen, called on Mr. Van 
Ness and requested that the flag be taken 
down, as it was considered an insult to 
the British. Mr. Van Ness refused to 
grant the request, whereupon Mr. Wood 
returned to the Gentlemen's club and 
held a council of war. It was unani- 
mous'y decided that the flag must come 
down at once 

Chairman Wood, tog¢ther with J. M. 
Taylor, representing the board of trade, 
and two police officers, returned to the 
Van Ness cottage and renewed the re- 
quest to have the flag removed. Again 
the owner of the flag refused and defied 
the officers to remove it. Quite a crowd 
had gathered to listen to his address 
against the British and their methods 
When he had finished Mr. Wood applied 
a knife to the halyards and the Boer 
standard floated to earth amid the cheers 
of those ass-mbled. The flag was taken 
to the police station, where it is now held.

Every- 
one, of course, knew that the Boxers 
were mustering, and though the disturb- 
ance might mean the overthrow of 
the present dynasty.

Dr. Clarke spoke in the highest terms 
of Major Conger, the American minister, 
as aman of great abtlity, courtesy and 
common sense. He impressed one as a 
thorough, typical American of the best 
type, and was very popular among the 
Chinese and for He also 
spoke in the highest terms of praise of 
the heroism and devotion of the mis- 
sionaries who, instead of being “trouble 
breeders,’ as some aver, are really the 
peacemakers of the situation.

Death of Arthur Sewal!, One of the Pine Tree 
State’s Foremost Citizens. 

Bath, Me., Sept.6.—Arthur Sewall, who 
was stricken with apoplexy at his sum- 
mer home, Smal! Point, last Sunday, died 
Wednesday. Mr. Sewall had not been 
in good health for some time, although 
he was not considered to be serious'y ill.

Mr. Sewall became 
unconscious from the stroke and re- 
mained in that condition until death 
came.

Mr. Sewall had several times studied 
the methods of foreign shipbuilders, vis-

{ting all the leading yards, and was a 
believer in the ability of Americans to 


furnish the material and build the ships 
as cheaply as any nation doing equally 
good work. 

Mr. Sewall had been one of the prom- 
Inent business men of New England, at 


one time being largely interested in 
railroads. For many years he was 
Maine's representative on the Demo- 


cratic national committee, had served in 
the city government and held many po- 
sitions of trust. He was the choice of 
his party for vice president in the cam- 
paign of 1896 

Mr. Sewall had been recognized as an 
authority on financial matters, and his 
sound judgment appears in the success 
which attended his efforts. His strong- 
est effort was toward the upbuilding of 
the American merchant marine, of de- 
veloping the sentiment that American 
commerce should be carried in American 
bottoms. 

Mr. Sewall was deeply interested in the 
welfare of the city of Bath, and was the 
mainstay of the Democratic party in the 
state of Maine. 

He leaves two sons, Harold M. Sewall, 
who was stationed by the governmentat 
Hawali, and William D. Sewall, one of 
Bath's most energetic young business 
men. ,and who was recently elected presi- 
dent of the Bath Savings institution. 


To Examine American Mines.

BOUGHT 500.000 PIECES OF COTTON. 


M. D. C. Borden’s Coup Likely to Defer Wage 
Reduction Pian at Fall River. 

Fall River Mass., Sept. 6.—When cot- 
ton mill officials went to their offices 
Wednesday they were informed that a 
remarkable and altogether unexpected 
had been executed in the 
print cloth market here. The news was 
to the effect that M. C. D. Borden of 
New York, owner of the Fall River Iron 
Works mills, the largest cotton manu- 
facturing plant in the city, and of the 
American Print Cloth works, had pur- 
chased 500,000 pieces of cotton goods at 
27-8 cents. The deal was the principal! 
topic of discission here and was the 
most interesting development in the local 
situation since Mr. Borden compelled the 
other manufacturers here to grant a 
10-percent advance in wages last year. 

The purcahse of 500,000 pieces was made 
through Mr. Borden's brokers here, and 
according to the terms of the sale, 20,- 
000 pieces are to be shipped weekly for 
25 weeks It is the general opinion here 
that Mr. Borden considers the outlook 
for cotton not as unfavorable as most 
of the local mill owners do, and it is in- 
ferred that he has found a market for 
prints which could not be supplied by 
the product of the Iron Works mills. 
The Iron Works mills have not been able 
to furnish sufficient goods for the Amer- 
ican Vrint Works, and it is supposed 
that the New York man found his supply 
running short. 

Everyone connected with the industry 
believes now that the wage paper will ba 
quietly withdrawn. In a few days. 
when the effect of the large purchase 
is seen in the general market, if there is 
to be no large amount of trading, a fur- 
ther attempt will be made to agree on 
some form of curtailment to extend over 
a period of three months. 

The latest development was pleasing 
news to the union officials here as they 
have steadily maintained that the out- 
look was not as bad as the manufac- 
turers’ selling committee had painted.

which Denver was selected for the next 
encampment of the G. A. R., Cleveland 
has made a bid forthe encampment. The 
G. A. R. posts in this city, working in 
connection with the Business Men’s 
Convention league, have started the 
movement, 


Freight and Passenger Trains Collided. 

Saco, Me., Sept. 7.—As the result ofa 
head-on collision between a freight and 
a passenger train on the Boston and 
Maine railroad, at Saco station, both 
engines were disabled and several cars 
damaged. Engineer Tibbets wasslight- 
ly injured and a score of passengers were 
shaken up, but escapedinjury. A mis- 
placed switch was the cause of the ac- 
cident. 


Wrestling Contest at Brockton. 

Brockton, Mass., Sept. 7.—In a wrest- 
ling match at the Belvidere rink Thurs- 
day, catch-as-catch-can, for a purse of 
$100 and gate receipts, John Kelly of 
Waterbury, Conn., defeated William 
Watson of this city. It took one hour 
and four minutes for the Connecticut 
man to get the first fall. Kelly got the 
second round in 5% minutes.

FRANCE AND GERMANY 


Express Their Opinions as to the 
Pekin, 


Proposed Evacuation of 


Former Favors Russia’s Plan, 
to Which Latter Is Opposed. 


Chaffee Proceeding Upon Understanding That 
Troops Will Winter In China. 


Washington, Sept. 7.—The United 
States ambassador at Paris, Horace 
Porter, has advised the authorities here 
that the attitude of the French govern- 
ment is favorable to the position taken 
by Russia. Almost simultaneously with 
this dispatch from Mr. Porter came an- 
other from Mr. Jackson, the American 
charge of affairs at Berlin, giving the at- 
titude of Germany on Russia's proposal. 
This in substance states that Germany, 
while anxious to avoid friction between 
the powers, regards the conditions at 
Pekin such as to require the continued 
presenceof German forces there. Neith- 
er Mr. Porter nor Mr. Jackson gave 
the text of the answer, but only the sub- 
stance of the positions taken by the two 
governments. 

These two highly {mportant communi- 
cations bring the Chinese negotiations 
to a very advanced stage, though they 
fre not yet concluded, as all of the an- 
swers are not yet in. The German and 
French answers, however, clearly indi- 
cate the alignment of the powers. It is 
generally accepted that Germany's at- 
titude in favor of remaining at Pekin 
will be concurred in by Italy and Aus- 
tria, as these two countries act with 
Germany on political questions of a gen- 
eral nature. Moreover, definite word 
has been received here which clearly 
foreshadows Austria's position in favor 
of remaining at Pekin. 

As to the purposes of Great Britain 
there is an absolute lack of official in- 
formation, though Httle doubt is enter- 
tained that since Germany has taken the 
initiative, Great Britain will follow suit 
in favor of remaining at Pekin. The 
postion of Japan likewise fs lacking in 
¢efiniteness, although it Is believed that 
if other nations remain at Pekin, Japan 
will deem it expedient to remain there 
also. 

It would seem from this that France 
is the only government to give concur- 
rence to the Russian proposition, al- 
though the United States has expressed 
a purpose of following Russia's cours2 
unless the other powers brought abouta 
modification of Russia's position. 

Thus far Russia hasnot expressed any 
purpose of modifying her original pos!- 
tion. It is stated authoritatively that 
Russia has not ordered the departure of 
her minister or troops from Pekin up to 
this time, so far as the United States 
government is advised. It fs stated also 
that no new proposition has been pre- 
Fented, but that the question is prac- 
tically the same as when first presented, 
namely, as to whether the troops will re- 
main or be withdrawn from Pekin. 

The receipt of the communications 
from Berlin and Paris brought about 
numerous conferences. It was gathered 
from these meetings that another note 
was being prepared by the United States, 
but the authorities did not feel disposed 
to give any inkling as to its nature, and 
it is quite probable that its final form 
will await the consideration of the cab- 
inet. 

Aside from the general question the 
French government is again considering 
the status of Li Hung Chang. His ac- 
ceptability as a peace commissioner con- 
tinues to be a subject of discussion, 
there being a strong desire in certain 
quarters not to include him on the Chi- 
nese commission. 

The milftary situation at Pekin re- 
mains unchanged, apparently. General 
Chaffee's messages make it clear that 
he is proceeding upon the understand- 
ing that the American troops are to win- 
ter in China, and he and General Barry 
epeak of the comfortable arrangements 
that have been made for the soldiers. 

The American contingent in the pa- 
rade through the !mperial palace was 
emall, probably in conformity with an 
arrangement between the varlous com- 
manders in Pekin that the force selected 
to make the demonstration should be 
limited in numbers in order to reduce 
the chance of loOting. It is supposed 
here that this demonstration was made 
to impress the Chinese people asa whole 
end not from any present military neces- 
sity. Some action of this kind appears 
to have been necessary in order to offset 
the stories which were afloat in the 
southern Chinese ports to the effect that 
the allies had been completely over- 
thrown by the imperial troops and the 
Boxers, which stories were calculated to 
cause further uprisings. Besides, the 
demonstration at the palace may reduce 
the ill effects of any withdrawals of 
troops from Pekin as a result of the pres- 
ent negotiations. 

Mr. Goodnow has cabled from Shang- 
hai that all of the marines were with- 
érawn from Amoy last Friday, a matter 
of news that has been anticipated in the 
press dispatches, but which is recorded 
officially here for the first time. It ap- 
pears that the commander of the Castine 
was instructed not to land marines, so 
the United States was not represented in 
the landing parties.

NEW QUEEN OF THE NAVY, 


Dimensions and Armament of the 
American Warship Alabama, 
The battleship Alabama, authorized 
by congress June 10, 1896, and which 
in her recent speed trial made an aver- 
age of 17 knets an hour for four hours 
over the 33 knot measured course off 
Cape Ann, was launched on May 18, 
1898, at Cramps’ shipyard, in Philadel- 
phia, says the New York Tribune. 
The dimensions of the Alabama are 
as follows: Length on load water 
line, 368 feet; beam, extreme, 72 feet 
2 inches; draft on normal displace- 
ment of 11,525 tons, 23 feet 6 inches; 
maximum displacement, all ammuni- 
tion and stores on board, 12,325 tons; 
maximum indicated horsepower (esti- 
mated), 10,000; probable speed, 16% 
knots; normal coal supply, 800 tons; 
full bunker capacity, 1,400 to 1,500 
tons; complement of officers, 40; sea- 

men and marines, 449. 

The main battery consists of four 13 
inch breechloading rifles in Hichborn 
balanced turrets, oval in shape and 
placed on the center line of the vessel; 
fourteen 6 inch rapid fire guns. The 
secondary battery consists of sixteen 
6 pounder, four 1 pounder rapid fire 
guns, two Colt guns and two field 
guns. There are four torpedo tubes. 
The 183 inch guns have an are of fire 
of 135 degrees on each side of the cen-| 
ter line and the 6 Inch guns an arc of 
90 degrees on the broadside, with the| 


advantage to those on the upper deck 
of a direct fire ahead or astern. Any 
injury to or near either of these 6 inch 
guns will be contined to its own com- 
partment, as a 1', inch steel splinter 
bulkhead separates each gun from its 
neighbor. 

The armor belt, which extends from 
the stern to abaft the after turret, is 
1614 inches thick at the top and 8%4 
inches thick at the bottom except at 
the forward end, where it tapers to 
four inches at the stern. This belt 
armor extends from four feet below 
the normal load line to 314 feet above 
it and maintains the full thickness 
amidships between the turrets and for 
the distance occupied by the engines 
and boilers.

Mr. Mowers re- 
planted his corn, and now throws a 
handful of bread crumbs to the spar- 
rows each morning.

Advantages of Cottonseed as Com- 
pared With Wheat. 

Time was when the cottonseed was 
the least of all seeds In the public esti- 
mation, but it bids fair to become in 
the future by its merit the greatest of 
all, says The Forum for September. 
Let us compare this so called byprod- 
uct with one of the cereals:

A Queer Alaskan Fish. 

In Alaska there is a queer fish that 
can be used as a candle when dried. 
The tail of the fish is stuck in a crack 
of a wooden table and its nose lighted. 
A good sized flame will burn about 
three hours. It gives a good, steady 
light of three candle power and con- 
siderable heat. 

The reason that fish are slimy is to 
protect them from a certain fungus, & 
form of plant life that is found in all 
waters. Should a fish be so injured 
that a spot is no longer covered with 
| slime the fungus lodges there and 
grows until it eventually kills the fish. 
Slime also increases the speed of fish 
through the water. 

The whale is the only fish that has a 
brain larger than a man’s. We think 
the machinery of the human body is 


tonseed has a greater Intrinsic value 
than wheat. Neither is the bulk of the 
cottonseed crop by any means insignifi- 
cant as compared with wheat. There 
are raised in the southern states alone 
five-sevenths as many bushels of cot- 
tonseed as there are raised bushels of 
wheat in the whole of the United 
States. 

Although the cottonseed has been al- 
most obscured by the far more showy 
cotton crop, it has nevertheless been 
proved by recent investigations to have 
an intrinsic value ialf that of the cot- 
ton crop when fully and properly put 
to such uses as are already known for 
it. There is a known latent value in 
the cottonseed crop of $200,000,000, 
equal to 4 cents per pound on the en- 
tire cotton crop, which is still annually 
lost. 


Novel Features on New Yacht. 

The steam yacht Lxsistrata, design- 
ed by G. L. Watson, was recently 
launched at Denny’s shipyard in Dum- 
barton, Scotland. Several novel fea- 
tures, both in size and design, have 
been introduced, the chief of which is 
a straight stem, a departure which, it 
is promised, will render her the finest 
ship of her class afloat, says the New 
York Sun. The Lysistrata is 310 feet 
long. Her beam is 40 feet and her 
depth 45 feet. She has a displacement 
of 2,000 tons and is designed to steam 
18 knots.

Whole Plant Will Soon be in 
Full Operation. 


Although the keel of the cruiser Des 
Moines was partially laid last week, 
but little more has been done upon it 
up to the present. The keel is laid 
some fifty feet north of where it was 
first intended the cruiser should be 
built. The foundation upon which the 
keel rests must necessarily be solid and 
this has been accomplished by first 
building a narrow strip of granite an@ 
cement. Upon this the keel rests, 
and there is not much danger of its 
getting out of true. 

From present indications it will not 
be long before the whole plant is in 
full operation. The large steel build- 
ing and the machine shop are practi- 
cally completed, and much of the heavy 
and costly machinery has arrived and 
is being set up. Further along toward 
Howard street is the power house, 
where the electric current which is the 
motive power to be used, will be gen- 
erated. The boilers are in place and 
one of the engines that is to drive the 
generator has been set upand is being 
connected. 

Still further along toward Howard 
street, is the blacksmith shop, the 
frame of which has been raised this 
week. 

The several parts of the massive trip 
hammer are on the ground, and work- 
men are busy setting themup. Some 
idea of the power of this trip hammer 
may be had, when it is known that the 
hammer part of the machinery weighs 
98,000 pounds. This is supposed to 
strike an eighteen-ton blow. Theré 
will also be other trip hammers of less 
power. 

To the south of the blacksmith shop 
was a large gravel bank. This is fast 
disappearing, as the city are 
using it for surfacing the street 
known as Des Moines , Which 
runs from Howard street to South 
street. This street is practically com- 
pleted. It is a good wide street 
one that will be used considerable. 

The extreme easterly end of the ship 
yard, where the wharf has been built. 
is a busy part of the plant. Here there 
are vessels constantly unloading ma- 
terial for the plant, which is transport- 
ed from the water’s edge by the freight 
train to any part of the plant desired. 

Many new lines of track have been 
laid so that now there is no part 
of the vast plant which it does not 
reach. The tracks are also laid into 
the buildings already erected, so that 
the heavy machinery is taken from the 
wharf and landed where it is to be set 
up. . 

On the water’s edge there just 
been completed a massive steel scow, 
which will be used by the company in 
transporting material from its plant at 
East Braintree to the Quincey Neck 
plant. 

A large number of mechanics are a 
work upon the plant, but the tho:ough- 
ness with which the work is 
done, makes it seem some weeks as ‘@ 
slow progress was being made. This

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Favoreb!e Developments This Week With Fur- 
ther Improvements Considered Probable. 
New York, Sept. 8.—Bradstreet’s says: 

Trade developments this week have been 
mainty favorable, and the improvement 
in general distributive business noted in 
the latter part of August has gathered 
force in the first week of September. 
Leading features have been the wide- 
ening fall trade reported at nearly all 
points, west, south and on the Pacific 
coast, some improvement in the jobbing 
demand at the east, with southern buy- 
ing a marked feature, rather better re- 
ports from the two great staple crops of 
the west and south, corn and cotton, im- 
proved export demand for American 
products, notably wheat, iron and steel 
and cotton, a growth in cheerfulness, 
albeit with some irregularity in prices 
of iron and steel, and unvarying good re- 
turns by the transportation interests of 
the country 

It is a question whether the admittedly 
backward demand for some lines of 
goods has not been due toa prolongation 
of the vacation season, and certainly the 
expectation is that further improvement 
is still probable when the business in- 
terests are again actively engaged. 

The corner appears to have been turned 
in bank clearings because the aggregate 
for the first week in September, though 
broken by holidays, is larger than the 
total for the preceding week. 

The industrial outlook has been im- 
proved by settlement of the tin plate 
scale, the general resumption of opera- 
tions in the glass industry, the predicted 
settlement satisfactorily of the remain- 
ing iron and steel wage scales, and the 
possibility that recent large sales of 
print cloths will avert a resort to wage 
reductions in the New England cotton 
millindustry. The anthracite coal trade 
outlook however, clouded by the 
prediction that 140,900 men will strike this 
week.

When the firm of Haywood, Stone & 
Co. of London established an agency at 
Cairo, Egypt, I was placed in charge. 
My business was the buying of rugs, 
vases, arms, cloths and whatever else 
might find sale in England. That was 
what I may call my general and legit- 
imate business. As a side line I was 
to pick up bargains in mummies. Up 
to the founding of that agency in Cairo 
only a few museums in Europe or 
America bad been able to secure speci- 
mens. To get hold of a mummy with 
a history required a couple of years’ 
diplomatic correspondence between 
governments, and the cost would run 
up as high as $30,000. Under the laws 
of Egypt it was death to disturb the 
dead without official permission, and 
death to any foreigner discovered try- 
ing to ship a mummy out of the coun- 
try without special license.

I was ready to begin business, we bad 
orders for 30 mummies. 

Let me tell you that I had a crafty 
part to play. In a way the branch 
was under the supervision of the 
Egyptian government. At the end of 
each week I had to submit a list of 
my purchases. All my shipments had 
to pass the customs ofticials. My ware- 
rooms must always be open to official 
inspection. I was not told in so many 
words that all this watchfulness was 
to prevent me from dealing in mum- 
mies, but of course I knew that it was.

They 
wanted kings. queens, generals or 
poets who had been dead from 3,000 
to 5.000 years. It is perhaps unneces- 
sary to inform the reader that | always 
filled these After getting a 
mummy into my warehouse | had a 
way of making it fill the bill and give 
general satisfaction. My assistant, 
who was a native antiquary, a native 
doctor and a villain, was handy at un- 
wrapping and rewrapping and carving 
hieroglyphics and manufacturing rel- 
ics. If there was fraud in it, I do not 
seek to defend myself. 1 simply say 
that if there is a public demand for 
the mummy of Pharaoh it is the duty 
of some agent to supply it as near as 
possible and keep people good natured. 

In the course of two years | shipped 
56 mummies safely out of Cairo and 
landed them in London. and | am 
frank to say that my dividends were 
considerably larger than paid 
last year by the Standard Oil compa- 
ny or the Carnegie Iron works. The

THE PARABLE, 

The parable of the plowing serv- 
ant is not a very familiar one. In 
some books on the parables of Christ 
it is not to be found at all. Yet it 
teaches Christians a very important 
lesson and warns them against a very 
grave danger, peculiar to Christians 
only. If you have a servant, says 
Christ, who has been plowing or feed- 
ing cattle, doing his work faithfully, 
when he comes in from the field you 
do not say, “Sit down to meat,” but 
“Make ready wherewith I may sup, 
and afterward thou shalt eat and 
drink.” So likewise Christ adds when 
we have done all that we have been 
commanded, we shall be unprofitable 
servants, having done simply our duty. 

THE INTERPRETATION. 

What does this 
plowing servant mean? It must be 
studied in the light of its surround- 
ings, and the one lesson that it is in- 
tended to teach must not be lost signt 
of, nor must it be taken to teach too 
much. Christ’s disciples have asked 
for an increase of faith. Christ re- 
plies that a little real faith would ac- 
complish what seemed to them impos- 
sible, that faith as a grain of mustard 
seed would remove trees and plaut 
them in the sea. Then follows this 
parable, and what for but to warn the 
disciples against the danger of being 
unduly proud of what they could do us 
a result of their faith and of thinking 
that in what they did there was per- 
sonal credit and merit.

KANSAS CITY FIREMEN. 


Chief Hale Writes of Their Great 
Achievements In Paris. 


WON THE OHAMPIONSHIP OUP. 


Foreigners Shouted “Vive l'Ameri- 
caines!” as the Fire Laddies Work- 
ed Amid Tremendous Applause. 
Grand Reception at Boulogne. 
Horses Shared In the Praise. 


All Kansas City knows by this time 
that the representatives of its fire de- 
partment at the Paris exposition prov- 
ed themselves the premiers of the 
world. In fact, it was a foregone con- 
clusion that they would do so even be- 
fore they started on their journey, but 
nobody knew just how it was done un- 
til the other day when Assistant Chief 
Edward Trickett received from Chief 
Hale the letter given below, says the 
Kansas City Times. The letter was 
written in the flush of victory, but with 
the modesty characteristic of a brave 
man. It is the clearest and at the 
same time the most succinct account 
yet given of the work of the fire lad- 
dies and will be read with interest by 
all of the admirers of Chief Hale and 
his men—which means by all of Kan- 
sas City. The letter, which is dated 
Paris, Aug. 19, follows: 

“Dear Friend—The great internation- 
al tournament 
evening and I will endeavor to give 


you an outline of our trip up to date. H 
We | 


We sailed from New York July 28. 
were ten days crossing the Atlantic, 
when we arrived at Greenock, Scot- 
land, where we were met by Chief 
Patterson of Glasgow and a committee 
to receive us. We were royally enter- 
tained by the officials and firemen of 
Glasgow during our two days’ stay in 
that cify. We then traveled by rail 
from Glasgow to London. On our ar- 
rival at King’s Cross station, London, 
we were met by Chief Gambell of the 
London fire brigade, Major Fox, chief 


of the salvage corps of the city of | 


London; Horace Folkner, the honor- 
able secretary of the Fire Brigades’ 
union of Great Britain, and a large 
delegation of firemen. 


“Our horses were immediately taken | 


charge of by the London fire brigade 
and were given the very best stable 
rooms in the fire department headquar- 
ters. We remained in London until 2 
o'clock, Aug. 13, when we departed 
from London in company with 140 Brit- 
ish firemen. 
“We arrived France, 


in Boulogne, 


across the English channel, at 4:30 p. | 


m. and there were given 2 grand re- 
ception by the mayor and city officials 
of that city. We then took 
Paris, arriving at 12:30 Sunday morn- 
ing, where we were met by a large 
staff of officers and 
Paris fire brigade. Vans were in wait- 
ing for the whole party. 
soon cleared through the custom house 
and the entire party driven away to 
quarters. Monday and Tuesday were 
spent in getting apparatus on the 
grounds and getting ready for action. 

“Wednesday the test was made of 
the steam fire engines from all parts of 


the world, and I will just mention here | 


that the American engine which we 
brought with us threw two streams of 


water farther than any other engine in 


the contest could throw one single 
stream. Bear In mind, two streams 
from our engine at the same time beat- 
ing all other engines which were play- 
ing but a single stream. We threw a 
single stream a distance of 310 feet. 
The performance of this engine brought 
forth tremendous applause from the 
thousands of people who witnessed 
the grand display of American skill 
and workmanship. The superiority of 
the American fire engine over the for- 
eign makes was as marked as an elec- 
tric car is superior to the old mule car. 
There are 5,000 firemen here at present, 
and our engine, horses and apparatus 
were reviewed by the president of 
France, the minister of war and his 
entire staff. We made a dashfng run 
before the president and were cheered 
to the echo. Horses were hitched be- 
fore the great multitude of people, and 
everything worked as smooth as we 
could expect. Our performance arous- 
ed great admiration among the foreign- 
ers, and we spent the afternoon in re- 
ceiving handshakings and congratula- 
tions upon our prompt work and won- 
derfully trained horses. 

“The French papers say that the 
Kansas City firemen work with a dash 
and promptness which much resemble 
the action of the French military. The 
Kansas City firemen gave numerous 
exhibitions — hitching, climbing and 
throwing water with the steamer— 
which added very much to the interest 
and amusement of the foreigners, who 


formed in great groups around the 
Kansas Clty boys, shouting ‘Vive 
'Americaines? and then jabbered

“On Saturday afternoon the interna- 
tional contest took place. There was

several nations claiming that we were 
professional firemen, but the matter 
was finally adjusted by allowing all

The engine dropped suction 
within 300 feet of the supposed.burn- 
ing building, hose laid on the dead run 
“and a stream of water playing in less 
; than one minute. Our engine carried 
| 130 pounds of steam, and when the 

throttle valves were opened it shot a 

stream of water at least 100 feet high- 

er than the seven story structure which 
the pompier men were now scaling. 

“The rules required them to rescue 
three people from the top story, time 
taken from the engine leaving quarters 
until the men were rescued, the last 
man on the ground and all life lines, 
ladders, etc., cleared from the building. 
This feat was performed in the remark- 
ably short space of 3m. 40s. This work 
was performed under one continuous 
cheer from the immense grand stand 
and thousands of people on the 
grounds. Among the spectators were 
hundreds of Americans, among them 
United States Commissioner General 
Fernando Peck and his entire staff, 
Commissioner W. W. Foote of Califor- 
nia and many other state commission- 
ers. 

“Now came the Italians. The official 
time required by them to perform the 
same work done by the Americans was 
12m. 10s. 

“So ended the great international 
contest. Today at 4 o'clock we were 
called before the minister of war and 
were presented with the championship 
cup; also S00 francs in money, and we 

| were notified that we would receive a 
prize for our engines and horses and 
medals to be presented tomorrow or 
next day. 

“The United States fair commission 
under Mr. Peck has rendered us very 
valuable assistance. Our party Is all 
very well; our borses are like 2-year- 
olds.

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GALVESTON WRECKED. 


Loss of Life In the Texas City Will 
Reach Up Into the Thousands, 


Torn by a Cyclone and Sub- 
merged by Waters of Gulf. 


The the Terrible Disaster 


Yet Remains to Be Told. 


Magnitude of 


New York, Sept. 10.—The World prints 
the following: 

Austin, Tex., Sept. 9.—Information has 
Just reached me that about 3000 lives 
have been lost at Galveston, with enor- 
mous destruction of property. Noinfor- 
mation from other points.

Advices regarding the awful effects of 
the storm which has been raging along 
the guif coast of Texas are just begin- 
ning to arrive, and the story they tell 
is fraught with horror. 

First in importance is the news that 
Galveston was struck by a tidal wave, 
and that the loss of life there was be- 
tween 2500 and 3000. The water is 15 
feet over Virginia point. 

Every effort is being made out of New 
Orleans to get telegraphic or cable 
communication with the wrecked city, 
but to little avail. One message was 
received, fixing the loss of life at 2600. 
It came by cable from Vera Cruz, and 
was later confirmed in a general way. 

Great damage and considerable loss 
cf life is reported along the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas railroad. There is 
much anxiety about Sabine Pass, and 
Port Arthur. The last news received 
from Sabine Pass was Saturday at noon, 
and at that hour the town was entirely 
surrounded by water. The storm hai 
not then reached its height, nor had the 
tidal wave come which is reported to 
have swept over Galveston. 

However, at the time the last report 
was sent out the people were fleeing tc 
the high lands for safety, and it is hoped 
that they may ha\v2 found refuge in 
time. 

Port Arthur Is not so exposed to the 
waves as Sabine, but the damage there 
is beHeved to have been great. 

Telegraph wires are down to Port 
Lavac, Rockpori, Aransas Pass, Corpus 
Christi and Brownsville, on the lower 
coast, and grave fears are entertained 
regarding the safety of the inhabitants 
of these towns 

James C. Timmins, who resides fn 
Houston, and who is the general] super- 
intendent of the National Compress 
company, arrived at Houston at 8 o'clock 
Sunday night from Galveston. He was 
one of the first to reach there with tidings 
of the great disaster which has befallen 
that city, and the magnitude of the dis- 
aster remains to be told because of his 
endeavorstoreachhome. After remain- 
ing through the hurricane of Saturday 
he departed from Galveston on a schoon- 
er and came across the bay to Morgan's 
Point, where he caught a train for House 
ton. The hurricane, Mr. Timmins said, 
Was the worst ever known 

The estimate made by citizens of Gal- 
veston was that 4000 houses, most of them 
residences, had been destroyed, and that 
at least 1000 people had been drowned, 
killed or are missing. 

The city, Mr. Timmins avers, is a com- 
plete wreck, as far as he could see from 
the front and from the Tremont hotel. 
Water was blown over the island by the 
hurricane, the wind blowing at the rate 
of 80 miles an hour straight from the 
gulf, and forcing the sea water before it 
in big waves. The gale wasa steady one, 
the heart of it striking the city about § 
o'clock Saturday evening and continuing 
without intermission until midnight last 
night, when it abated somewhat, al- 
though it continued to blow all night. 

The scenes during the storm, Mr. Tim- 
mins said, could not be described. 
Women and children were rowed into the 
Tremont hotel, where he was seeking 
shelter, and al] night these unfortunateg 
were bemoaning their losses of kindred 
and fortune. They were grouped about 
the stairways and in the galleries and 
rooms of the hotel. What was occurring 
in other parts of the city he could only 
conjecture. 

The city of Galveston, he says, is now 
entirely submerged and cut off from 
communication. The boats are gone; 
the railroads cannot be operated, and 
the water is so high people cannot walk 
out by way of the bridge across the bay, 
even should that bridge be standing. 

Provisions will be badly needed, as a 
great majority of the people lost all they 
had. The water works power house was 
wrecked and a water famine is threat- 
ened, as the cisterns were all ruined by 
the overfiow of salt water. This Mr. 
Timmins regards as the most serious 
problem to be faced now. The city is in 
darkness, the electric plant having been 
ruined. There is no way of estimating 
the property damage at present. So far 
as he could see or hear, Mr. Timmins 
gays the east end portion of the city, 
which is the residence district, has been 
practically wiped out of existence. On 
the west end, which faces the gulf and 
another portion of the island, much 
havoc was done. The beach has been 
swept cl-an and many of the residences 
are total wrecks.

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Gaselee Directs That No More British 
Fighters be Sent to Chinese Capital, 


Nothing Definite as to the 
Actual Position of Affairs. 


Americans Ouiwitted In Apportionment ot 
Pekin to Control of Different Nations. 


London, Sept. 10.—The Hong Kong 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph, 
wiring Saturday, says: Sir Alfred 
Gaselee (British commander in Pekin) 
has wired to Hang Kong directing that 
no more troops be sent forward. In 
north China the Japanese and Russians 
have arrived at an understanding ,and 
are working together more cordially. 

The deadlock in Pekin apparently con- 
tinues. It begins to look as if no solu- 
tion would be attained, at any rate before 
the arrival of Count Von Waldersee at 
Tientsin. Germany geems to have in- 
troduced a new complication by endeav- 
oring to organize some kind of off-side 
movement in the province of Chi Li. 

From the plentiful crop of conflicting 
rumors, both as regards the actual posi- 
tion of affairs in China and the diplo- 
matic aspect in Europe, it is next to im- 
Possible to extract any definite fact. A 
Washington special talks of a movement 
among the powers to appoint Sir Robert 
Hart as the European representative in

Belated dispatches to The Times from 
Pekin say that the court fled on the 
morning of Aug. 14 by the west gate, 
while the Japanese were shelling the 
east gate. The intention of the court 
was not to proceed to Sian Fu, in the 
province of Shen Si, but to turn north to 
Jehol and to remain there awaiting 
events. No high officials accompanied 
the court except Prince Ching. 

In the apportionment of the city to the 
control of the different nations, the 
Americans, in ignorance of what was 
being done, permitted a rectification of 
the French quarter, adjoining the Ameri- 
can, which transferred from American 
to French possession Prince Li's palace, 
the richest in Pekin, stocked with trease 
ures worth millions of dollars. 

Li Hung Chang intends to go north 
next Tuesday (Sept. 11). He will be 
accompanied by Chang Wi, director of 
mines for the province of Chi Li, and 
Tseng, manager of the Northern rail- 
way.

Washinaton Has Heard Nothing New. 

Washington, Sept. 10.—Acting Secre- 
tary Hill of the state department said 
last night there were nodevelopments in 
the Cninese situation. Dr. Hill was at 
the state department for a time dur- 
ing the morning, but no telegrams of im- 
portance had come during the night, 
and there was nothing to make public, 
The naval officials were also without any 
information from the east during tha 
day. 


Negotiations Still Pending. 

Indianapolis, Sept, 10.—The national 
executive board of the United Mine 
Workers of America adjourned sine die 
Sunday, without promulgating a formal 
endorsement of the application of the 
miners of the anthracite districts for 
permission to strike. At the close of 
the session, President Mitchell said: 
“There is practically no change in the 
situation. If the operators do not meet 
our demands within a given time, the 
strike will be ordered, upon the endorse- 
ment of Secretary Wilson and myself. 
Whether the time allowed is five days or 
longer, I decline to say. Influences are 
at work to bring about a settlement with- 
out ordering the men to lay down their 
tools.”’ 


Case For Medical Examiner. 

Fitchburg, Mass., Sept. 10.+-The body 
of Mrs. Mary Leathers was taken from 
Vinton pond, Townsend, Sunday, after a 
search of 24 hours. On the right temple 
was a severe bruise, from which blood 
flowed when the body was taken from the 
water. Circumstances made an autopsy 
necessary, and a medical examiner will 
try to ascertain the causeofdeath. Ac- 
cording to an interview which Frank 
Bennett says he had with Mrs. Leathers 
Friday night in a clubhouse, the woman 
appeared despondent, and upbraided her- 
self for unfaithfulness to her husband. 


Serious Fires In Maine Woods. 

Ellsworth, Me., Sept. 10.—The woods 
in the territory surrounding this city are 
afire in half a dozen localities, and in 
several instances the fires are raging 
with such fierceness and over so great 
areas that property of much value is 
threatened. The largest of the group of 
fires is that five miles northeast of Elis- 
worth and is about 10 miles long. This 

re joins with another half as long, and 
both are burning rapidly.

marines Wnouave In ever Mime or con- 
flict fought their country’s battles and 
defended its honor. The survivors and 
the widows and orphans of those who 
have fallen are justly entitled to receive 
the generous and considerate care of the 
nation. Few are now left of those who 
fought in the Mexican war, and while 
many of the veterans of the Civil war 
are still spared to us their numbers are 
rapidly diminishing and age and in- 
firmity are increasing their dependence. 
These, with the soldiers of the Spanish 
war, will not be neglected by their grate- 
fulcountrymen. The pension laws haye 
been liberal. They should be justly ad- 
ministered and will be. Preference 
should be given to the soldiers, sailors 
and marines, their widows and orphans, 
with respect to employment in the pub- 
lic service. 

As to Cuba. 

We have been in possession of Cuba 
since Jan, 1, 1899. We have restored or- 
der and eStablished domestic tran- 
quility. We have fed the starving, 
clothed the naked, and ministered to the 
sick. We have improved the sanitary 
condition of theisland. Wehavestimu- 
lated industry, introduced public edu- 
cation, and taken a full and comprehen- 
sive enumeration of the inhabitants. 
The qualification of electors has been 
settled and under it officers have been 
chosen for all the municipalities of Cuba 
These local governments are now in 
cperation, administered by the people 
Our military establishment has been 1re- 
duced from $42,000 to less than $6000. An 
election has been ordered to be held on 
Sept. 15 under a fair election law already 
tried in the municipal elections, to choose 
members of a constitutional convention, 
and the convention by the same order is 
to assemble on the first Monday of No- 
vember to frame a constitution upon 
which an independent government for 
the island will rest. All this is a long 
step in the fulfillment of our sacred 
guarantees to the people of Cuba. 

Concerning Parto R co. 

We hold Porto Rico by the same title 
as the Philippines. The treaty of peace 
which ceded us the one conveyed to us 
the other. Congress has given to this 
island a government in which the inhab- 
itants partieipate, elect their own legis- 
lature, enact their own local laws, pro- 
vide their own system of taxation, and in 
these respects have the seme power and 
privileges enjoyed by other territories 
mach to the United States, and a 


much larger measure of self-govern- 
ment than was given to the inhabitants 


| of Louisiana under Jefferson. A district 


court of the United States for Porto 
tico has been established and local 
fourts have been inaugurated, all of 


which are in operation. The generous 
treatment of the Porto Ricans accords 
with the most liberal thought of our 
own country, and cncourages the best 
aspirations of the people of the Island. 

Under the new law and the inaugura- 
tion of civil government there has been 
a gratifying revival of business. The 
manufactures of Porto Rico. are de- 
veloping; her imports are increasing; 
her tariff is yielding increased returns; 
her fields are being cultivated; free 
schools are being established. Notwith- 
} standing the many embarrassments in- 
cident to a change of national condi- 
tions she is rapidly showing the good 
jeffects of her new relations to this na- 
| tion. 

The Philippine Question. 

For the sake of full and intelligent 
understanding of the Philippine ques- 
j tion, and to give to the people authentic 
jinformation of the acts and aims of the 
j administration, I present at some length 
the events of importance leading up to 
the present situation. The purposes of 
the executive are best revealed and can 
best be judged by what he has done and 
|is doing. It will be seen that the power 
of the government has been used for the 
liberty, the peace and the prosperity of 
the Philippine peoples, and that force 
has been employed only against force 
which stood in the way of the realization 
| of these ends. 
| On April 25, 1898, congress declared that 
| &@ state of war existed between Spain and 
|} the United States. On May 1, 1898, Ad- 
| miral Dew ey destroyed the Spanish fleet 
in Manila bay. On May 19, 1898, Major 
General Merritt, U. S. A., was placed in 
command of the military expedition to 
Manila, and directed among other things 
to immediately ‘publish a proclamation 
declaring that we come not to make war 
upon the people of the Philippines, nor 
upon any part or fraction among them, 
|} but to protect them in their homes, in 
their employments, and in their personal 
and religious rights. All persons who, 
either by active aid or by honest sub- 
mission, co-operate with the United 
States in its efforts to give effect to this 
beneficent purpose, will receive the re- 
ward of its support and protection.” 

On July 3, 1898, the Spanish fleet, in at- 
tempting to escape from Santiago har- 
bor, was destroyed by the American 
fleet, and on July 17, 184 $he Spanish 
garrison in the city of Sanuago surren- 
dered to the commander of the American 
forces.

Satisfied that nothing further could be 
accomplished in pursuance of their mis- 
sion until the rebellion was suppressed, 
and desiring to place befor the congress 
the result of their observations, I re- 
quested the commission to return to the 
United States. Their most intelligent 
and comprehensive report was submitted| 
to congress. In March, 1900, believing | 
that the insurrection was Reachiceisi 
ended and earnestly desiring to promote 
the establishment of a stable govern-| 
ment in the archipelago, I appointed the 
following civil commission:

And was it not our duty to protect the 


lives and property of those who came 
within our control by the fortunes of 
war? Could we have come away at 


any time between May 1, 1898, and the 
conclusion of peace, without a stain upon 
our good name? Could we have come 
away without dishonor at any time af- 
ter the ratification of the peace treaty 
by the senate of the United States? 

There has been no time since the de- 
struction of the enemy’s fleet when we 
could or should have left the Philippine 
archipelago After the treaty of peace 
was ratified no power but congress could 
surrender our sovereignty or alienate a 
foot of the territory thus acquired. The 
congress has not seen fit to do the oneor 
the other, and the president had no au- 
thority to do either, if he had been soin- 
clined, which he was not. 

It has been asserted that there would 
have been no fighting in the Philippines 
if congress had declared its purpose to 
give independence to the Tagal insur- 
gents. The insurgents did not wait for 
the action of congress. They assumed 
the offensive, they opened fire upon our 
army. Their unprovoked assault upon 
our soldiers at a time when the senate 
was deliberating upon the treaty shows 
that no action on our part, except sur- 
render and abandonment, would have 
prevented the fighting, and leaves no 
doubt in any fair mind of where the re- 
Sponsibility rests for the shedding of 
American blood. 

The Real Contention. 

With all the exaggerated phrase mak- 
ing of this electoral contest, we are in 
danger of being diverted from the real 
contention. We are in agreement with 
all of those who supported the war with 
Spain, and also with those who counselled 
the ratification of the treaty of peace, 
Upon these two great essential steps 
there can be no issue, and out of these 
came all of our responsibilities. It is 
our purpose to establish in the Philip- 
pines a government suitable to the 
wants and conditions of the inhabitants 
and to prepare them for self-govern- 
ment, and to give them self-government 
when they are ready for it, and as rapidly 
as they are ready for it. That Iam 
aiming to do under my constitutional 
authority, and will continue to do until 
congress shall determine the political 
Status of the inhabitants of the archi- 


pelago. 


Are our opponents against the treaty? 
If so, they must be reminded that it could 
not have been ratified in the senate but 
for their assistance. The senate, which 

“Upon all officers and employes of the 
ratified the treaty, and the congress 
which alded its sanction by a large ap- 


propriation, comprised senators and rep- 
resentatives of the people of all parties. 

Would our opponents surrender 2 a 

rgents, abandon our sovereignty 
pape it to them? If that be not their 
purpose, then it should be promptly dis- 
claimed, for only evil can result from 
the hopes raised by our opponents tn the 
minds of the Filipinos, that with their 
success at the polls in November there 
will be a withdrawal of our army and of 
American sovereignty over the archi- 
pelago; the complete independence of the 
Tagalog people recognized and the 
powers of government over all the other 
peoples of the archipelago conferred 
upon the Tagalog leaders. 

The effect of a belief in the minds of the 
insurgents that this will be done has al- 
ready prolonged the rebellion and in- 
creases the necessity for the continuance 
of a large army. It is now delaying 
full peace in the archipelago and the es- 
tablishment of civil governments, and 
has influenced many of the insurgents 
against accepting the liberal terms of 
amnesty offered by General MacArthur 
under my direction. But for these false 
hopes, a considerable reduction could 
have been made in our military estab- 
lishment in the Philippines, and the real- 
ization of a stable government would be 
already at hand. 

No government ean so certainly pre- 
serve the peace, restore public order, e3- 
tablish law, justice and stable condi- 
tions as ours.- Neither congress nor the 
executive can establish a stable gov- 
ernment in these islands except under 
our right of sovereignty, our authority, 
and our flag. And this we are doing. 

Our rights in the Philippines are now 
free from outside interference and will 
continue so in our present relation. They 
would not be thus free in any other re- 
lation. We will not give up our own to 
guarantee another sovereignty. 

‘Our title is good. If any who favored 
its ratification believed it gave us a bad 
title, they were not sincere. Our title is 
practically identical with that under 
which we hold our territory acquired 
since the beginning of the government, 
and under which we have exercised full 
sovereignty and established government 
for the inhabitants. 

Those who profess to distrus® the lib- 
eral ard honorable purposes of the ad- 
ministration in its treatment of the 
Philippines are not justified. Imperial- 
ism has no place in its creed or conduct. 
Freedom is a rock upon which the Re- 
publican party was builded and now 
rests. Liberty is the great Republican 
doctrine for which the people went to 
war and for which a million lives were 
offered and billions of dollars expended 
to make it a lawful legacy of all without 
the consent of masterorslave. Thereis 
a strain of ill-concealed hypocrisy in the 
anxiety to extend the constitutional 
guarantees to the people of the Philip- 
pines, while their nullification is openly 
advocated athome. Our opponents may 
distrust themselves, but they have no 
right to discredit the good faith and 
patriotism of the majority of the people, 
who are opposed to them; they may fear 
the worst form of impe:talism with the 
helpless Filipinos in their hands; but if 
they do, it is because they have parted 
with the spirit and faith of the fathers 
and have |: t the virility of the founders 
of the party which they profess to rep- 
resent. 

The Republican party doesn’t have to 
assert its devotion to the Declaration of 
Independence. That immortal instru- 
ment of the fathers remained unexe- 
cuted until the people under the lead of 
the Republican party in the awful clash 
of battle turned its promises into ful- 
fillment. It wrote into the constitution 
the amendments guaranteeing political 
€quality to American citizenship and it 
has never Lroken them or counselled 
others in breaking them. It will not 
be guided in its conduct by one set of 
principles at home and another set in the 
new territory belonging to the United 
States. 

Empire has been expelled from Porto 
Rico and the Philippines by American 
freemen. The flag of the republic now 
floats over these islands as an emblem of 
rightful sovereignty. Will the republic 
stay and dispense to their inhabitants 
the blessings of liberty, education and 
free institutions, or steal away, leaving 
them to anarchy or imperialism? 

The American question is between duty 
and desertion—the American verdict will 
be for duty, and aguinst desertion, for the 
republic against both anarchy and im- 
perialism. 

The Chinese Question. 

The country has been fully advised 
of the purposes of the United States in 
China, and they will be faithfully ad- 
hered to as already defined. The na- 
tion is filled with gratitude that the little 
band, among them many of our own 
blood, who for two months have been 
subjected to privations and peril by the 
attacks of pitiless hordes at the Chinese 
capital, exhibiting supreme courage in 
the face of despair, have been enabled 
by God's favor to greet their rescuers 
and find shelter under their own flag. 

The people not alone of this land, but 
of all lands, have watched and prayed 
through the terrible stress and pro- 
tracted agony of the helpless sufferers in 
Pekin, and while at times the dark tid- 
ings seemed to make all hope vain, the 
rescuers never faltered in the heroic 
fulfillment of their noble task. 

We are grateful to our own soldiers 
and sailors and marines, and, ta all the 
brave men who, though assembled under 
many standards representing peoples 
and races strangers in country and 
speech, were yet united In the sacred 
mission of carrying succor to the be- 
sieged, with a success that is now the 
cause of a world’s rejoicing. 

Not only have be reason for thanks- 
giving for our material blessings, but we 
should rejoice in the complete unification 
of the people of all sections of our cor-s- 
try, that has so happily developed in the 
last few years and made for us a more 
perfect union, - 

The obliteration of old differences, the 
common devotion to the flag and the com- 
mon sacrifices for its honor, so con- 
spicuously shown by the men of the 
north and south in the Spanish war, have 
so strengthened the ties of. friendship 
and mutual respect that nothing can 
ever again divide us. The nation faces 
the new century gratefully and hope- 
fully, with inereasing love of country, 
with firm faith in its free institutions, 
and with high resolve that they “shall 
uot perish from the earth.”

Correct Modes For the Fall and 
Winter Seasons. 


THE SHIRT WAIST MAN RULED OUT 


Gay Colored Shirt Now Frowned 


Upon by Authorities—White or 
Plain Design Alone Admissible, 
Simplicity the Rule In Selection 


and Planning of Clothing. 


The dictates of fashion for the fall 
and winter seasons are unusually ar- 
bitrary. The latest modes in almost 
every article of dress for men are radi- 
cal, almost revolutionary, in character. 
The London fashions will obtain this 
year more than ever before, says the 
New York World. Many of our most 
fashionable tailors and haberdashers 
have arranged to have their London 
representatives keep them informed of 
all changes WY cable. This custom is a 
hew one and will serve to keep Amert- 
cans in closer touch with the actual 
leaders of fashion than ever before. 

The simplicity of the coming win- 
ter’s styles will apply particularly to 
shirts. The privilege granted by fash- 
ion for expressing one’s taste in the col- 
ors of shirtings has been sadly abused. 
The present riot of colors in shirts has 
never had the sanction of any regular 
authority in fashions. There will be 
little or no color in the new shirtings. 
The correct shirt will be plain white, 
with collars and cuffs attached. The 
only allowable design in colors will be 
plain vertical stripes on a background 
of white. All designs in color and in 
horizontal stripes will be quite impossi- 
ble. For evening dress the plain white 
bosom with two studs is prescribed. It 
may be remarked here that the best 
shirt makers frown upon the so called 
shirt waist man. Several of these hab- 
erdashers when seen recently said that 
the innovation never for a moment re- 
ceived any authoritative recognition. 

There will be fewer designs in collars 
for this season than for many years 
previous. Whereas a dozen different 
styles or variations of styles have pre- 
vailed, choice will hereafter be restrict- 
ed to one of two forms. These are 
the high standing collar and the high 
band turn down. All collars will be 
white and must be worn very high. 
The only liberty of choice will He be- 
tween square and rounded corners, 
though the best authorities favor the 
square corners. In the choice of cuffs 
either the round or square corners will 
be allowable. 

A great deal of attention has beer 
given to ties. The strict ruling cover- 
ing the choice of colors in shirtings 
will also apply to tles. Gay colors in 
ties will hereafter be considered quite 
out of the question. Ties of solid col- 
ors and only quiet designs are to be 
worn. In place of the Bagdad and oth- 
er obtrusive designs the only decora- 
tions will be the simplest unit designs 
In geometric forms. The white polka 
dot will probably be the commonest. 
There will be no new forms of ties, 
while all the old, tried forms will con- 
tinue. The string and butterfly bow 
tiles, the four-in-hand, the ascot, the 
derby and culross will all survive. It 
will be very bad form, however, to 
wear a ready made tie. The color of 
the tle must harmonize exactly with 
the shirt. The same tone of simplicity 
will govern the choice of scarfpin. It 
will no longer be allowable to wear any 
of the conspicuous designs mounted on 
safety pins. The correct thing will be 
a sylitaire stone on a simple design, 
preferably in gold. Simplicity in ali 
jewelry is the rule, 

Gloves this fall should be of red tan 
or slate tones. They should be heavy 
cape saddle stitched. For informal 
evening functions the gloves should be 
of chevrette of a very light slate tone, 
with self stitching on the back. For 
wear at formal evening affairs the 
glove should be a light weight suede of 
a white pearl tint. Gloves should fas- 
ten with a pearl button and in no case 
with a clasp. A very heavy white 
glove is provided for fashionable out- 
door wear. In the matter of shoes 
there ig no radical change. The fash- 
lonable forms have round toes without 
boxes and an unusually heavy sole. In 
winter shoes soles will be heavier than 
ever. The correct colors will be black 
and dark tan. 
worn less for general wear than here- 
tofore. All shoes will be laced. 

The hats for the fall and winter pre- 
sent several distinctive styles. The 
correct forms will be the derby and 
silk hat. Felt hats of all designs will 
be seen less frequently than last year. 
The derby will be worn very low in the 
crown. The rim differs from recent 
st¥les in being appreciably heavier, 
though it remains very narrow. ‘The 
roll of the brim is closer and gives the 
hat a stockier, squat appearance. The 
colors will be black and 
brown and pearl. The high hat has a 
heavy narrow brim and a top of exag- 
gerated bell shape. It is in part a re- 
turn to the form of 30 years ago. 

The fashionable styles in 
also evidence a return to standard de- 
signs and very quiet colors. A certain 
set of fashionables have strongly advo- 
cated extreme styles for the winter, 
but a more conservative tone will pre- 
vail. 

The only striking novelty {s the Nor- 
folk jacket, which 
from London. This coat resembles the 
old Norfolk jacket except that the 
plaits stop a few inches below the 
shoulder, while a yoke runs beneath 
the arm.

The coat for formal day functions is 
somewhat novel in design. It is, of 
course, the familiar form of frock 
coat, but the new style has received 
universal attention. It may be made 
of black vicuna, lamb’s wool, undress- 
ed worsted or of the many Oxford mix- 
tures. The coat this year has high 
peaked lapels, which are faced to the 
buttonholes. The shoulders are cut in 
the military style, imparting a square 
shouldered effect. It may have either 
three or four buttons and should be 
worn open. The length of the coat is 
important. It should be exactly four 
inches more than half the height of the 
wearer. Fancy waistcoats are not al- 
lowable with this coat. A white dou- 
ble*breasted vest or one of the same 
material as the coat Is alone allowed. 
The trousers for this coat must fit 
snugly about the ankles and rather 
loosely about the waist. They should 
be of a quiet tone, with a modest and 
inconspicuous stripe. 

Dress clothes for the season may be 
of black broadcloth, dress worsted or 
soft faced vicuna. In the accepted cut 
the military spirit is again noticeable. 
The coat has square shoulders and fits 
closely about the waist. The skirt of 
the coat—never call it the tail—drops 
to the back of the knee. It should be 
exactly 5% inches wide, with slightly 
rounded corners. The lapels are peak- 
ed more than usual and are faced with 
silk, black, of course, to the button- 
holes. The trousers must be of the 
same material, of course, as the coat. 
They should fit snugly about the instep 
and very loosely about the waist. With 
this suit should be worn a waistcoat 
of the same material, cut single breast- 
ed. The opening should be of the 
shield form. 


NEW LOCOMOBILE PLOW. 


It Is Claimed That It Can Be Run 
For Less Than Steam, 

Consul General Guenther writes to 
the state department at Washington 
regarding an exhibition of the newly 
invented alcohol plow locomobiles by a 
motor factory of Oberursel, near 
Frankfort, in the presence of a number 
of experts. 

“The plow locomobile,” says Consul 
Guenther, “is a 20 horsepower one, and 
confidence is expressed by competent 
judges that coal can in some cases be 
substituted by alcohol, which can be 
procured everywhere and at a low cost. 
The alcohol plow is said to have per- 
formed its work fully as well as a 
steam plow operated simultaneously. 
The problem of using alcohol for pow- 
er purposes has been solved by the mo- 
tor factory in evaporating denaturaliz- 
ed alcohol of 90 degrees. The construc- 
tion and operation of the motor are, aft- 
er this gasification, the same as those of 
a gas motor. The machine uses about 
a pint of alcohol an hour for ove horse- 
power. It Is claimed that the operat- 
ing expense fs 25 per cent lower than 
that of steam plows.” 


MORE LAND TO BE OPENED. 


North Half of Colville Reservation 
Available Oct, 10 Next, 
The north half of the Colville reser 
vation is to be opened, in accordance 
with a proclamation recently issued by 
President McKinley, at 12 o'clock noon, 
| Oct. 10 next. 
| The Colville reservation, according 
to a Seattle dispatch to the Chicago 
Inter Ocean, contains about 1,500,000 
acres and is mountainous in character, 
interspersed with small valleys, rolling 
hills and table lands. <A portion of It 
is covered with timber. This land can 
} be entered at the Spokane and Water- 
| ville land offices, or the homestead pa- 
pers can be sworn to before the clerk 
of Ferry county or before the United 
States commissioner at Republic, 
Wash. The land in this reservation 
will cost $1.50 per acre, one-third of 
which must be paid within two years 
}and the balance within five years from 
the date of entry. 
The principal towns which have been 


established since the reservation was 
thrown open for mining are in its 


northern part.

FIVE THOUSAND DEAD. 


Conservative Estimate of the Number 
of Vietims of Galveston Disaster, 


Heroic Efforts Made to Bring 
Order Out of Choas. 


Horrible Stories of Acts of Vandalism Being 
Committed by Negroes and Whites. 


Houston, Tex., Sept. 12.—The Post cor- 
respondent was instructed to forward 
the following address from Walter C 
Jones. mayor of Galveston, to the people 
of the United States: 

“It is my opinion, based on personal 
information, that 5000 people have lost 
their Ives here. Approximately one- 
third of the res.denuce portion of the city 
has beensweptaway. There are several 
thousand people who are homeless and 
destitute. How many there is no way 
of tinding out. Arrang ments are now 
being made to have the women and chil- 


“Upon all hands this horrible work is 
going on. The offenders are generally 
negroes, although there are some white 
men who have demonstrated that they 
are sufficiently devoid of honasty and 
manhood to participate in these ghoulish 
deeds. 

“As soon as the storm subsided the ne- 
groes stole all the liquor they could get 
and beastly drunk, proceeded with their 
campaign of vandalism. Troops are 
needed at once. If they are not sent 
without delay, God help the survivors 
in Galveston.” 

This is confirmed by a dozen men of the 
highest standing here. 


UNCLE SAM ASKED TO SETTLE. 


Chinese and Japanese Have Claims Aggregating 
$2.300.000 For Destruction of Property. 
Washington, Sept. 12.—Claims agegre«

Chief of Police Ketcham is in charge 
of the work of burying the dead. There 
are large bodies of men engaged in this 
work, tearing up the ruins and getting 
oul the corpses. Some of those whose 
bodies are being taken oul were probably 
only injured when they were first struck 
down, but there was no getting relief to 
them and they perished miserably. 

The remnant of the force of regular 
soldiers who were stationed here—and 
it is a very small remnant—have joined 
the police in patrolling the city. Sev- 
era] persons have already been shot, it 
is reported. A soldier of Captain Raf- 
ferty’s battery, while patrolling the 
beach Tuesday morning. ordered a man 
to desist frem looting. The fellow drew 
a@ weapon and the soldier shot him dead. 
The soldier was attacked by four other 
men, and he killed allof them. He had 
five cartridges in his rifle, and each of 
them found a victim. Other men have 
also been shot, but the details are not 
known, nor can the exact number be 
ascertained, but it is probable that 25 
were killed. Some of these were shot 
for failing to halt when ordered to do 
so, and others were shot for vandalism. 

The ruins of the heavier brick buildings 
have not yet been searched for the dead, 
and there is a large number in them. 
In the mass of rubbish which marks 
the site of the Lucas Terrace boarding 


two children and 11 nuns were killed 
there It is reported that one sister 
escaped, but if she did so no trace can 
be found of her. 

Of the regular soldiers few remain. 
Twenty-three were drowned at the bar- 
racks at Camp Hawley, and seven at 
Bolivar. One man drifted about fn the 
bay until Monday morning, and was 
taken out alive. 

Some order is being brought out of 
chaos, and something like a systematié 
attempt is being made to clear the debris 
and remove the dead. Idlers are being 
pressed into service at the point of the 
bayonet and made to work, and a mili- 
tary cordon is being drawn tighter and 
tighter about the place. Every horse 
and mule that was left in the city isin 
service. Supplies are coming In from 
Houston, and the first line of communi- 
cation with the outside world was opened 
Tuesday via Texas City. 

Large forces are working on the rail- 
roads and in a few days the people of 
Galveston believe the situation will be 
greatly improved 

People from Galveston are now numer- 
ous and all tell of a terrible calamity. 
More bodies have been picked up on the 
beach at Virginia Point and Texas City, 
and searching parties are now getting 
into the country between the two points, 
One member of the life saving crews says 
he believes that not one-third of the dead 
bodies are being recovered. Many sank 
before reaching the beach, and he be- 
lieves a week will pass before the bay 
gives up all the dead. 

A man who arrived from Galveston 
Says that bodies are being cast into the 
gulf with weights attached, as the best 
method of disposing of them, while oth- 
ers are being buried in the sand where 
found. Many of these are unidentified, 
and so the death list will never be known. 
Scores of people are here trying to get 
into Galveston. Many of them claim 
relatives there, but it is not possible to 
reach that city at present. All the small 
boats and tugs in the bayou have been 
taken down to the bay to be used in 
ferriage. 


A horrible story is told by citizens who 
have returned from Galveston. They 
declare that negroes and many white 
persons are hourly committing the most 
atrocious acts of vandalism. A SUE 
Griswold, division freight agent of the 
Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe, who was 
in Galveston during the storm and hada 
narrew escape from death, says: 

“Ears and fingers bearing diamonds 
were hacked off with pocket knives, and 
the members placed in the pockets of 
the vandals. The bodies of women who 
wore fine clothes have been stripped of 
the last thread and left to fester in the 
sun. The residences left standing have 
been broken into, and jewelry and silver 
blate stolen.

New York, Sept. 12.—It is announced 
that a cablegram has been received from 
Rome making known the recall of Chev- 
alier Branchi, the Italian consul general 
of New York. He had charge of the 
surveillance of anarchists, and it is re- 
ported that his government held him re- 
sponsible for failing to report the de- 
parture of Etresci, the assassin of King 
Humbert of Italy. An Italian news- 
paper published in this city alleges that 
Chevalier Branchi knew as early as May 
16 of the conspiracy against the life of 
King Humbert, and was aware that 
Bresci had been chosen by lot to kill him. 
The paper also stated that a letter was 
addressed to Chevalier Branchi, reveal- 
ing the plot, but the consul professed not 
to have received it 


Trouble Am ng the Cranberry Pickers. 

Middleboro, Mass., Sept. 12.—In court 
here Tuesday Hartin Benson, a cran- 
berry picker, was held in $300 for an 
alleged assault on Michael Moses, an em- 
ploye of the former at North Carver. 
Moses was unable to testify, owing to his 
injuries. Moses had complained that he 
had been cheated out of a measure of 
eranberries picked by him, and a riot 
followed, in which friends of both sides 
took ahand. During the fray Moses was 
severely beaten. <A Frenchinan named 
Lettano was sentenced to 30 days in 
the house of correction for complicity in 
the affair. 


Germany Seeks an American Loan. 

New York. Sept. 12.—A representative 
of the German government has can- 
vassed the local financial field, w:th a 
view to ascertaining whether or not it 
would be feasible to attempt to floata 
loan in this country. The amount of the 
proposed loan is variously estimated at 
from $25,000,000 to $50,000,000. One of the 
Wall street financial bureaus says that 
a group of bankers in the west has ar- 
ranged to take at least $2,500,000 of the 
bonds, which, it is said, will bear 4 per- 
cent interest. 


Three Forest Fires In a Day. 

Plymouth, Mass., Sept. 12.—The fire 
wardens had three forest fires on their 
hands Tuesday. The first one was at 
Chiltonville, but it was extinguished af- 
ter burning over an acre. The sec- 
ond fire was near Warren's Wells, and 
burned over nearly a square mile. The 
third fire was not far from the second, 
and was a small one. There is little 
doubt but that the fires were of incen- 
diary origin. 


Don’t Want the a to Go Away. 

New York, Sept. 12.—All the workmen 
employed in making s temporary repairs 
on the steamer Main quit work yester- 
day. It is understood that the reason 
was that it is feared that it is intended 
by the steamship company to take the 
Main to some other port, where perma- 
nent repairs, which will cost in the neigh. 
borhood of $500,000, are to be made. 


Hopes of Floating the Endicott. 

Boston, Sept. 12.—The contract for 
floating the steamboat John Endicott 
from the beach at Scituate, where she 
was grounded Sunday afternoon to pre- 
vent her from sinking in deep water, af- 
ter a hole had been made in her bottom 
by striking a ledge, has been awarded a 
wrecking company of this city. 


Urgent Cali For Assistance. 

Toronto, Sept. 12.—A terrific fire is rag- 
ing in Paris, and there is little hope of 
saving the business portion of the town. 
A message asking for immediate as- 
sistance was sent early this morning to 
Brantford. Paris is about 40 miles west 
of Toronto.

A RUSSIAN TRIUMPH, 


Did the Honors In the Great Pageant 
Through the Forbidden City, 


Her Stay Assumes Every 
Character of Permanency. 


Further Masszcre of Christians Shown to Have 
Been Sanctioned by Imperial Troops. 


London, 12.—Shanghai corre- 
spondents confirm the assertion of Dr. 
Morrison, the Pekin correspondent of 
The Times, that the military parade 
through the imperial palace was a Rus- 
sian triumph. Dr. Morrison’s account 
comes as a timely reinforcement of the 
opinions beginning to be expressed in 
London papers to the effect that, in spite 
of all talk about the evacuation of Pekin, 
Russia has made no sign of withdrawal, 
but on the contrary is continually ship- 
ping fresh troops from Odessa to China. 
Dr. Morrison says: 

“Since the relief of the legations, one 
feature stands conspicuous—the prom- 
tnence of Russia and the overmastering 
positions she is now asserting there. 
The pageant in the forbidden city on 
Aug. 8 was a triumphant entry by Rus- 
sia, followed by the other powers. Rus- 
sia did the honors, greatly to the chagrin 
of the other ministers. 

“Russian troops are pouring into Pe- 
kin daily. Nineteen hundred came yes- 
terday, and 800 the day before. Already 
the Russians outnumber the Japanese, 
and they will soon outnumber the com- 
bined forces. Their stay is assuming 
every character of permanency. Cos- 
sacks daily raid the country and drive 
the Chinese peasants and laborers, in 
herds, through the deserted and dis- 
mantled city, setting them to build their 
military camp. 

“No one, not even Sir Claude MacDon- 
ald, is allowed to enter the summer 
palace and the splendid palace build- 
ings within the imperial domain, which 
is occupied by the Russians, wthout per- 
mssion. The expected arrival of Vice 
Admiral Alexieff, who, it is announced, 
will remain during the winter, indicates 
the importance which Russia attaches to 
future developments. 

“Russia has occupied Kin Chau and the 
branch railway to the Nan Piao collieries, 
thus securing the possible controi of the 
richest coal minesin north China, She 
will also occupy Shan Mai Kwan. 

“The British position is anomalous. 
The aimless action of detaching the bri- 
gade at Hong Kong has had a bad effect. 
The Japanese are openly expressing dis- 
satisfaction that a smaller British force 
has been sent than was promised. The 
outlook is not promising. It is unac- 
countable why Japan, to whom belonged 
the honors of the rescue, should consent 
consistently to give way to Russia, and 
apparently accept Russian predom- 
inance. 

“Fortune favors Russia, for Baron 
Nishi, formerly Japanese minister to St. 
Petersburg, is credited, perhaps unjustly, 
with being much under the influence of 
M. De Giers, and the appointment of Li 
Hung Chang to negotiate peace is grate- 
ful tidings to Russia. 

“Meanwhile a famine is inevitable. 
The government must quickly make 
preparations if the British troops are to 
winter here. 

“The effect of Emperor William's im- 
passioned speech is marred by his per- 
mitting the Chinese minister to remain 
accredited at his quarter. The kaiser 
now knows that Baron Von Ketteler was 
murdered, not by brigands, but by an 
imperial officier, acting under imperial 
orders. 

“It has been discovered that the em- 
press dowager and Prince Tuan had 
planned a massacre of all the ministers 
that fatal morning. Whatever else is 
done, the powers should insist upon the 
deposition of the empress dowager and 
theexecution of Prince Tuan and the high 
officials who led the Boxers and directed 
the massacres. 

No news has been received that the 
Pao Ting Fu expedition for the relief of 
missionaries has actually started. An 
undated dispatch from Tientsin reports 
that it was delayed by bad weather. 

“The censorship, which is under Sir 
Alfred Gaselee’s control, makes it dif- 

ficult,” says Dr. Morrison, “to convey a 
true picture of the present situation in 
Pekin. Today the foreign community 
was thrilled with horror at the news of 
the massacre of the missionaries at Pao 
Ting Fu, who were under the protection 
of the imperial troops. Children were 
butchered before the eyes of their par- 
ents. White women were ravished and 
carried into captivity. Parents were 
tortured and murdered. 

“Massacres by Red Indians never call 
In vain for vengeance. Yet the troops 
remain here inactive. Theirone thought 
and wish is to be given work or to be re- 
called from Pekin. Surely the civilized 
world will not suffer this cruel mas- 
sacre to remain unavenged, and make no 
effort to ascertain the fate of the poor 
martyred Christians and white women.

Matter Still In Abeyance. 

Washington, Sept. 12.—From the for- 
mal statement given out Tuesday it ap- 
pears that the state department is not 
yet ready to begin direct negotiations 
with Li Hung Chang. It does not ques- 
tion his credentials as a plenipotentiary, 
but simply leaves the matter in abey- 
ance. Probably this is because ail of the 
powers have not yet returned their re- 
sponses to the Russian note, andit is de- 
sired to avoid making the United States 
the first among the powers to abandon 
the hope of harmonious action and strike 
for itself toward the settlement directly 
with China. Also it may be deemed wel! 
to wait to hear from Mr. Conger, who, 
several days ago, was invited to express 
his opinion about leaving Pekin.

On the farm where there is no cider 
mill a large number of good apples are 
wasted every year, says J. G. Alls- 
house in The American Agriculturist. 
These might be converted into cider. 
The accompanying illustration is of an 
easily made press for the purpose of 
utilizing those apples. Simply procure 
a plank about four feet in length arel 
as broad as available and a stout pole, 
b, 15 to 20 feet long. Make a frame, or 


vat, to hold the apples to be pressed. It 
can be constructed of one inch boards 
about a foot square.

EARL LI’S RESPONSE. 


| Has the Power and Disposition to Pro- 
tect American Lives and Property. | 


|Tends to Greatly Facilitate 
Negotiations For Peace. 


Russians are to Remain In Pekin Until the 
| Chinese Government Enters.

| Washington, Sept. 14.—The diplo- 
| matic side of the Chniese question has 
| become again the object of attention. 
| The order to General Chaffee toe leave 
| at once, which was expected in some 
quarters, did not issue yesterday 
} The Chinese government has made 
| swift answer to the latest communica- 
tion from the state department relative 
to the recognition of Li Hung Chang as 
an envoy competent to negotiate a peace 
settiement. There never has been any 
doubt here as to the sufficiency of Li's 
credentials as a plenipotentiary, but the 
effort of the state department has been 
to cause him to use any extraordinary 
powers he might have for the protection 
| of American life and property in China, 
| pe nding a final settlement. It has suc- 
| ceeded in attaining this object, as is in- 
| dicated in the responses from Li Hung 
| Chang presented to Assistant Secretary 
Hill yesterday by Minister Wu. The de- 
partment asked Li without further de- | 
| ley “to give assurance that the life and 
property of Americans will henceforth | 
be respected throughout the Chinese em- | 
} pire The viceroy has given the assur- | 
ance asked. 
| Earnest efforts are making to arrange 
| the preliminaries for the negotiations | 
which are expected finally to settle the | 
Chinese troubles. Li Hung Chang's | 
message removed, perhaps, the last ob- 
| Stacle to the speedy beginning of these | 
and the only doubt that} 
| now exists is as to his ability to redeem | 
' his pledge to protect American interests | 
| and stop the outrages upon the mission- | 
aries and native converts. If he can 
| do this, and thus manifest the existence 
|} of a de facto government, there is no} 
reason to doubt that negotiations will be 
immediately in order. 

The Russian government has given 
notice that it adheres firmly to its pro- 
} posal to evacuate Pekin and continues 
to cherish the hope that Germany will 
end by agreeing to it and thus induce 
Great Britain to follow. It isexplained, 
however, that Russia recognizes the im- 
possibility of the allies leaving Pekin 
} unless the Chinese government immedi- 
ately enters, so that there should not be 
an interval without a government. 
Russia explains that she cannot, there- 
fore, move before the termination of the 
negotiations now begun for guarantee- 
ing order in Pekin by the installation of 
a government immediately after the 
evacuation. 

The notice that the Russian troops will 
not evacuate Pekin until some arrange- 
ments have been made for the installa- 
tion of a government to take charge of 
| affairs, is directly in line with the aim 
the state department has been pursuing 
j in the exchanges with Li Hung Chang, 
and if this Russian decision is adhered 
to, it certainly will facilitate the ulti- 
mate wthdrawal of all of the foreign 
forces, in the opinion of the officials here. 
An inference from the Russian govern- 
ment is that Li Hung Chang’s coming 
to Pekin will be forwarded by Russia in 
the hope of making the desired arrange- 
ment for the establishment of a Chinese 
government there. 

As Li cannot reach the capital from 
Shanghai, starting today, inside of a 
week, it may be that there will be no 
developments in the international sit- 
uation within that period of time. 

Our government has not been advised 
even yet that all of the answers to the 
Russian note have been returned. It is 
| said that all of the powers have been 
| heard from on the subject, but the dispo- 
| sition is to regard their communications 
not as answers, but rather as argumenta- 
tive statements, which leave the main 
issue still open for discussion. This 
point, however, becomes of diminished 
importance, in view of the announced 
purpose of the Russian government to 
modify the terms of its original propo- | 
} sition in the manner indicated. |

PREPARED FOR A LONG FIGHT. 


Miners Present Their Grievances For Con- 
sideration by the Public at Large. 
Indianapolis, Sept. 14.—There {is prac- 
tically no means of arriving at any esti- 
mate of the resources of the miners 
available for the maintenance of the 

people to be called out by the strike. 
Aside from the money in the hands of 
the national executive board local unions 
in a number of states have accumulated 
large sums of money in their treasuries 


which will probably be placed in the 
strike fund. Contributions from other 
trades unions can be counted on, and 


from these facts it can be seen the miners 
are prepared for a long fight 

President Mitchell and Secretary- 
treasurer Wilson of the United Mine 
Workers of America have issued a state- 
ment giving in detail the causes that 
have led up to the strike. 

“The average wages of the anthracite 
miners for many years,” says the state- 
ment, “has been less than $250 annually. 
During that period of time the cost of 
many of the necessaries of life has been 
increased over 20 percent. The laws of 
the state of Pennsylvania make 2400 
pounds a ton of anthracite coal, yet 
anthracite coal miners are compelled to 
mine from 2700 to 4000 pounds for a ton, 
and in addition to that are docked ex- 
orbitant amounts for any impurities 
which may be sent out with their coal. 
Where they are paid by the car they 
have gradually been compelled to in- 
crease the amount of coal in each car by 
building the same perpendicularly from 
6 to 18 inches above the edge. They are 
compelled to purchase the powder use& 
in mining from their employers, paying 
$2.75 a keg for a grade of powder that 
can be purchased elsewhere for $1.50 a 


| keg, and which wholesales for about $1 


akeg. They are required by many of the 
companies to deal in “pluck me” stores 
or leave their employment. They must 
pay to the company $1 a month for &

To Clean and Polish a Piano. 

In cleaning and polishing a piano go 
over the woodwork with a cloth wet 
with paraftin oil, being generous with 
the oil where the woodwork is very 
much soiled.

Then wash with soap and water and 4% 
soft cloth, being careful not to let any 
water tench the works inside the piano.

Li Hung Chang Will Proceed Toward Pekin 
Under the Care of the Russians. 


London, Sept. 15.—A copyrigiited As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Pekin, Sept. 
3, Via Shanghai, Sept. 13,says: Looting 
in Pekin continues, both authorized and 
unauthorized. Few houses are guarded 
except those occupied by foreigners, the 
palaces and those in the sacred city. 

Almost every house is destitute of 
furniture. General Chaffee says he 
could not have believed that any city 
would ever be given over so completely 
to looters, and he earnestly desires the 
co-operation of any nation to prevent 
this. 

On the other hand the missionaries 
complain because the sacred city has not 
been looted. They urge that the royal 
family and other high placed Chinese 
personages, who were behind all the 
trouble, should be made to suffer more 
than those who blindly followed them. 

General! Fuhushima, the Japanese com- 
mander, informed General Chaffee that 
brutal outrages were being committed 
in Tung Chow. He told the American 
commander that he had positive infor- 
mation that many women had thrown 
themselves into weils, or committed sui- 
cide in other ways, after having been

It carried a party of volunteers 
risked their inform the 
outside world of the extent of the suf- 
fering and devastation caused by the 
storm. Lieutenant J. J. Delaney of 
the Southern Pacitie railroad, Richard 
Spillane, special correspondent of the 
Galveston Tribune, and E. L. Porch, 
special correspondent of the Houston 
Post, and Lawrence V. Elder, superin- 
tendent of the Galveston Cotton mills, 
formed the party. 

Mr. Elder acted as the engineer and 
the three other men served as stokers. 
That they succeeded in reaching land 
is considered miraculous by every one 
of the four who made the trip. Squall 
after squall struck them and the waves 
seemed as high as they were when the 
storm was raging at its highest. To 
add to the danger the bay was filled 
with floating wreckage of all kinds, 
and any one of the big logs that form- 
ed part of it would have been sufficlent 
to sink the Pherabe had it collided 
with her at the proper angle. Lieuten- 
ant Delaney bad this to say about the 
trip: 

“I have been an officer in the Japa- 
nese navy and commanded one of their 
warships in the battle of the Yalu riv- 
er. Afterward I was in the United 
States navy as a lieutenant. In the 
light of all my years of experience at 
sea, if any one had told me that a boat 
of any description could stand the aw- 
ful buffeting that we went through, I 
would have laughed at him and would 
have said that he did not know what 
he was talking about. 

“One minute we were pointing the 
prow of the boat straight up to the 
skies. The next we were plunging 
straight downward, seemingly in a 
way that presaged sure death. When 
we got in sight of Texas City, Elder 
refused to try to go farther and said 
that we would have to try to make a 
landing there, as the boat could not 
live any longer under such conditions. 
We agreed with him and tried to put 
in at Texas City. We broke through an 
almost solid lot of wreckage, and then, 
when the boat could go no farther, 
we got to shore by climbing and walk- 
ing over the wreckage for 75 or 100 
feet.” 

After the party got to the shore they 
managed to hire a buggy, and they 
went over the flooded prairie to La 
Marque. Just below La Marque they 
report that they encountered a wreck-

Two cases of 
bubonic plague have been treated at 
quarantine during the last year, says 
the New York Post. The city is said 
to be totally unprepared for such an 
emergency as would be occasioned by 
the appearance of the plague in New 
York. 

Virulent in their nature, the bubonic 
germs must be cultured with the great- 
est care. The necessary bacteriologic- 
al laboratory will resemble from the 
outside a “bombproof” more than any- 
thing else.

Streams to Run Trains, 

The Great Northern railway of 
America is going to try to run some of 
its trains by means of the motive pow- 
er supplied by mountain streams, says 
the New York Herald. In other words, 
Mr. J. J. Hill intends to operate that 
portion of his road from Everett to 
Leavenworth, in Washington state, by 
electric motors, doing away with loco- 
motives. The abundant water power 
now running to waste the 
tracks is to be harnessed to furnish 
the electricity. There are numerous 
mountain streams, each one being a 
succession of falls and cataracts, and 
litle work will be necessary to utilize 
them. The district where this experi- 
ment is to be tried is in the Cascade 
mountains, and it is claimed that the 
operation in winter of the electric mo- 
tors will great advantage 
over locomotives. While there are no 
details published as to the style of con- 
struction to be adopted, it is belleved 
that overhead trolley will be the style 
used.

A Ulistoric Die, 

On the desk of the secretary of one 
of the oldest copper manufacturing 
firms in this city is a steel die which 
has served a paperweight for 35 
years, and the coins struck off by it are 
now, for the most part, in the hands of 
collectors. This die was used for strik- 
ing’ copper tokens which symbolized 
the contest between President Andrew 
Jackson and the old United States bank 
of Philadelphia in 1832. The engraving 
ou the die represents President Jack- 
son, sword in hand and apparently 
standing in a money chest. Around the 
central figure is stamped Jackson’s ex- 
pression, “I take the responsibility,” 
which arose out of his controversies 
with the bank. 

When this dle was made, the prede- 
cessors of the present company not 
only manufactured copper wire, but 
also made a special feature of copper 
coins, chiefly for South American coun- 
tries and for private business firms 
which made a practice of issuing their 
own copper coins to be redeemed by 
them afterward. During the civil war 
and just preceding it many private cor- 
porations issued tokens which cireu- 
lated as pennies, and some of them are 
now worth a great many times their 
original value to collectors—New York 
Sun.

THE PLYMOUTH FIRE. 


Rain Comes to the Relief of Those 
Who Had been Fighting Flames, 


Strip Twelve by Six Miles 
Completely Burned Over. 


Property Loss Will Be More Than $200,000. 
Great Beau'y of the Woodland Destroyed. 


Plymouth, Mass., Sept. 17.—After work- 
ing bravely day and night to check the 
onward rush of the flames that have 
raged for miles in the woods and bogs 
about here all the week, the fire fighters 
are resting, as the fire has at last ceased 
burning. 

An area of blackened timber 12 miles 
long and six miles wide, 
smoking from the heavy rain of Sunday, 
marks the ravages of the fire which 
Swept along, taking as a mouthful the 
dwellings of at least 20 families, killing 
horses and smaller animals in large 
numbers, ruining acres of valuable cran- 
berry bogs and endang ring the lives of 
half a hundred persons. 

The actual 
$200,000, while

losses will run well over 
the depreciation of value 
of wild land, which had its entire value 
from a sentimental point of view, is 
great, for the barren waste will no longer 
be attractive as a summer place, and the 
cottages which have been burned will 
not be rebuilt. 

The fire was burning with great vigor 
Saturday night, and had reached nearly 
as far south as the shores of South pond 
and Great Herring pond on the southeast, 
When rain fell. It took hours of a heavy 
rainfall before there was any perceptible 
weakening of the blaze, but finally the 
Viaines died out, and great banks of 
smoke hung heavily over the marred 
countryside. E:ven after six hours of 
drenching rain, there yet were many 
places where the fire blazed tenaciously. 

A great number of partridges and rab- 
bits were burned or suffocated, as the re- 
mains of many are seen on the edges of 
what once were covers Small animals 
had little chance of escape because of 
the fire’s progress, the whole territory 
between Sandwich road and Ship pond, 
a distance of four miles, having burned 
in 30 minutes on Wednesday, or at the 
rate of eight miles an hour. At Shi 
pond, apples were baked on the trees. 
The southeastern extent of the fire, at 
Cedarville, in the vicinity of Great Her- 
ring pond, burned no houses, although 
many Were situated almost in the woods, 
and directly in the path of the flames. 

Plymouth has gone to an expense of 
$10,000 for fire-fighting purposes alone, 
and the town of Wareham has spent a 
great deal, as have many residents who 
owned large estates in the vicinity. 
Many of the burned houses were not 
wholly protected against fire loss, and 
the suffering in many families, who have 
lost houses and probably live stock, is 
severe. 

Nearly all the timber has been burned, 
with the exception of a belt to the west 
of here. One can now ride for hours 
over roads once well wooded, with noth- 
ing to greet the view on either hand but 
burned and blackened stumps. Over 
half the township has been stripped of 
its trees. 

Judging from the big fire of 39 years 
ago, it is said that only a small part of 
the devastated district willsprout. Resi- 
dents who have witnessed both fires say 
that following the track of the first fire 
has grown up dense masses of scrub and 
ground laurel, which are sure barriers 
to the progress of a new forest. The 
real value of the timber is consider- 
able, for there was much fine pine and 
oak in the district between Agawam and 
the shore, the entire length of the fire. 


Hyznnis Has Experience With a Tornado. 

Hyannis, Mass., Sept. 17.—A small- 
sized tornado swept through this town 
Sunday morning, its path being about 
100 yards wide and two miles in length, 
The storm skipped some buildings in its 
course and destroyed others. It lasted 
for two or three minutes. <A two-story 
factory building was moved bodily from 
its foundations and the lower story 
crushed tin. Several dwelling houses 
and stables were moved from their sup- 
ports and unroofed, while many fences, 
signs, chimneys and towers were blown 
down, the latter crushing roofs of build- 
ings in their fall. 


Captain McQues on’s Tragic Death. 

Washington, Sept. 17.—The war depart- 
ment yesterday received a dispatch from 
General MacArthur, as follows: “Charles 
McQueston (captain Fourth United 
States infantry) died yesterday at Man- 
gonone, Bacoor, Cavite province, 8:30, 
evening, resulting from gunshot wound 
caused by private soldier. Captain Mc- 
Queston, in a fit of temporary insanity, 
attacked men of company. Shot one or 
more and was shot himself in self-de- 
fense. Further particulars when re- 
ceived.” 


Roscued In Nick of Time. 

New York, Sept. 17.—Schooner Winnie 
Lowry, from St. John for Philadelphia, 
laden with laths, was overtaken by the 
storm off Sandy Hook Sunday morning 
and was picked up by a tug and towed 
into Red Hook. The schooner had lost 
her mainsail and jibs and was dragging 
her anchor in an attempt to keep off the 
shore outside the Hook. The captain 
and seven seamen were uninjured.

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ThE CUAL MINERS’ STRIKE. 


An Opinion That Its Success Depends Much 
Upon the Foreign Element. 

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 17.-—-The much- 
talked-of strike of the anthracite mine 
workers in the coal regions of Pennsyl- 
Vania under the auspices of the United 
Mine Workers of America, and which 
affects about 145,000 union and non-union 
workers, has been inaugurated. Just 
how many men obeyed the strike order 
can only be conjectured as yet. The 
union officials steadfastly assert that all 
the union men have remained away from 
work and will be further strengthened 
by a large majority of the non-union 
men. The operators, on the other hand, 
are confident that the proportion of 
striking miners has been greatly ex- 
aggerated. This afternoon alone can 
tell which is correct. 

Public meetings of miners were held 
during Sunday in several mining towns. 
The largest gathering was that at Free- 
land, 12 miles north, where the union 
men are not so strong as the organizers 
would like to have them. This meeting 
was held in the open air and was ad- 
€ressed by a number of labor leaders 
wellknown In these regions. There were 
2000 persons in the crowd. When one of 
the speakers asked all those to raise their 
hands who were against a strike not an 
arm went up. All the meetings were 
held for the purpose of encouraging the 
men to Stand firm in the present conflict, 
and also to strengthen the union by re- 
cruiting new members, 

All sorts of guesses are still being made 
as to the number of men who have re- 
mained from work today. The foreign 
speaking miners are in the majority in 
the Hazleton district and most of them 
are in favor of a strike. The English- 
speaking workmen who &are in favor of 
Striking are not sonumeronvs. It seems 
to those who are in close touch with the 
situation that all depends on the foreign- 
ers. If they conclud: iway from 
their work the mines will be so crippled

that operations will have to cease, thus 
forcing idleness upon the English-speak- 


ing workmen. 
The territory south of Hazleton is well 
organized and there is some apprehension 


here that disturbances might occur 
among the foreigners in that locality. 
Some of them have made threats of 


bodily harm against any one who starts 
work. The United Mine Workers’ of- 
ficials are doing their best to prevent any 
outl ; 

Contrary to expectat ly three or 
four clergymen in the Lehigh valley 
preached on the labor troubles and only 
one, Rev. C: Houser, took a decided 
Stand against the strike.

SIX THOUSAND DEAD 


Property Less at Galveston Will Not 
Be Less Than Fifteen Millions, 


Stricken City Is Bravely 
Surmounting Obstacles. 


Putting Forth Best Efforts to Clean Up and 
Resume a Position of Prosperity. 


Galveston, Tex., Sept. 17.—Six thousand 
people out of Galveston’s papulation of 
38,000 were killed in the recent hurricane 
and tidal wave. The area of total de- 
struction was 1300 acres. There were 
6000 dwellings, hotels, churches and con- 
vents utterly destroyed. 

More than 1500 bodies have been 
burned. The property loss is not less 
than $15,000,000. 

One hundred and twenty-five men, 
most of them negroes, were shot to death 
for robbing the dead. 

Out of this disaster, unparalleled in the 
history of the nation, Galveston is rising 
to reclaim her place among the most 
prosperous of our cities. 

A week ago gloom, desolation and de- 
spair prevailed in this storm-torn city, 
Today hope and determination have 
seized the people; they realize that the 
task before them fs gigantic, yet with 
the generous aid that is flowing to them 
from all parts of the civilized world, and 
their own indomitable purpose, the sick 
and wounded will be healed, the destitute 
relieved, the recuperation of Galveston 
will be speedy, the city will be rebuilt 
und her commercial career started anew. 
Such ts the spirit displayed today by this 
grievously stricken people. 

Looting and the desecration of corpses 
have ceased since the military have as- 
sumed charge of affairs, and they are 
co-operating harmoniously with the 
civil authorities. Sheriff Thomas is in 
charge of the isolated district and is 
directing interment and the recovery of 
property there. United States Marshal 
Grant has been given full authority by 
Genera! Scurry and is directing affairs 
on the mainland, aided by a troop of 
rangers, Wh» are ordered to make short 
work of looters and arrest all suspicious 
characters. The rangers and the militia 
and civil guards, stationed at Texas City 
and Virginia Point, are under the direc- 
tion of Marshal Grant. These are the 
two points of ingress into the city. 
Marshal Grant also has control over all 
the railways running into the city and all 
craft plying between Virginia Point and 
Texas City and no one can embark or 
disembark at these places without hig 
permission unless having authority so to 
do from his superior officers. The desti- 
tute, wishing to go to friends in the 
country, are given free transportation 
and being sent out of the city as rapidly 
as the limited transportation facilities 
at the disposal of the committee on 
transportation will permit. The owner 
of any water craft or railway found 
guilty of charging more than the regu- 
lation fare will be arrested and severely 
dealt with. 

The cleaning up and disinfecting of 
streets, stores and buildings goes bravely 
on and the sanitary condition of the 
down-town portion of the city has been 
greatly improved. Mayor Jones states 
there will be no letup in the work until 
the entire city is cleansed and disin- 
fected. 

Dry goods stores and clothing houses 
resemble great laundries, and every 
available space is occupied with goods 
hung uptodry. Fortunately the weather 
is clear, hot and dry for this purpose. 
Those merchants whose stocks were but 
slightly damaged have done a rushing 
business, and so have the restaurants, 
but their stocks are very limited and 
fresh meat difficult to obtain. Extor- 
tions are rare exceptions, although the 
supply of food at hotels and restaurants 
is limited. This will be remedied ina 
few days. 

Since all the railways terminating here 
have united upon one bridge and are 
pushing the work night and day witha 
large force reconstructing it, while the 
tracks are being restored on the island 
and mainland by large forces, it is con- 
fidently asserted that Galveston will 
have communication direct two days 
hence. If this is done it will relieve the 
existing situation wonderfully, as all 
supplies are now brought in by boat. 

The following note was sent to The 
Associated Press at the request of Gov- 
ernor Sayers: 

“Governor Sayers gave out the follow- 
ing: Reports sent out from this place 
that $800,000 or $900,000 had already been 
paid in are absolutely false, and made 
without authority and calculated to do 
harm to the needy sufferers on our 
coast. No such sum of money has been 
received, or anything approaching it. It 
is believed that the stories have done 
great harm, in that they have prevented 
the contribution of money, which is 
sorely needed at Galveston.” 

Services were held yesterday in the 
few churches made fit for use since the 
storm. All day men and boys were at 
work clearing away the debris. Only 
a few dead were found during the day, 
and they were quickly burned, no at- 
tempt being made to identify them.

THE PEDAGOGUE.

HOUSEHOLD HINTS.

New York, Sept. 17.—The following is 
the letter of acceptance of the nomina- 
tion for vice Theodore 
Roosevelt, governor of New York:

“I accept the nomination as vice presi- 
dent of the United States, tendered me 
by the Republican national convention, 
of the honor con- 
ferred upon me and with an infinitely 
deeper sense of the vital importance to 
the whole country of securing the re- 
election of President McKinley. 

“The nation's welfare is at stake. We 
must continue the work which has been 
so well begun during the present admin- 
istration. We must show in fashion in- 
capable of being misunderstood that the 
American people, at the beginning of the 
2Uth century, face their duties in a calm 
and serious spirit; that they have no in- 
tention of permitting folly or lawlessness 
to mar the extraordinary material well- 
being which they have attained at home, 
hor yet of permitting their flag to be dis- 
honored abroad 

“I feel that this contest is by no means 
one merely Republicans and 
Democrats. We have a right to appeal 
to all good citizens who are far-sighted 
enough to see what the honor and the 
interest of tne nationdemand. ‘To put 
into practice the principles embodied in

healthy, destructive and anti-social ele- 
ments."’ 

Mr. refers to Jefferson as 
an exponent of expansion, and reviews 
the aquisitions of territory by the United 
States in the past, and says: ‘Weare 
making no new departure. We are 
not taking a single step which in any 
way affects our institutions or our tra- 
ditional policies From the beginning 
we have given widely varying degrees of 
self-government to the different terri 
tories, according to their needs 

“The simple truth is that there is noth- 
ing even remotely resembling ‘imperial- 
ism’ or ‘militarism’ involved in the pres- 
ent development of that policy of ex- 
pansion which has been part of the his- 
tory of America from the day when she 
became a nation. 

“The words mean absolutely nothing 
as applied to our present policy in the 
Philippines, for this policy is only im- 
perialistic in the sense that Jefferson's 
policy in Louisiana was imperialistic; 
only military in the sense that Jackson's 
policy toward the Seminoles or Custer's 
toward the Sioux embodied militarism, 

“When we expanded over New Mexico 
and California we secured free govern- 
ment to these territorfes and prevented 
their falling under the ‘militarism’ ofa 
dictatorship like that of Santa Ana, or 
the ‘imperialism’ of a real empire in the 
days of Maximilian. We put a stop to 
imperialism in Mexico as soon as the 
Civil war closed 

“We made a great anti-imperialistic 
stride when we drove the Spaniards from 
Porto Rico Philippines, and 
thereby made ready the ground in these 
islands for that gradually increasing 
measure of self-government for which 
their populations are severally fitted. 

“Cuba is being helped along the path 
of indepe ance as rapidly as her own 
citizens are content that she should go. 

“Of course the presence of troops in 
the Philippines during the Tagal insur- 
rection has no more to do with milita- 
rism or imperialism than had their pres- 
ence in the Dakotas, Minnesota and 
Wyoming during the many years which 
elapsed before the final outbreaks of the 
Sioux were definitely put down. There 
{s no more militarism or imperialism in 
garrisoning Luzon untill order is restored 
than there was imperialism in sending 
Soldiers to South Dakota in 1890, during 
the Ogallalla outbreak. 

‘The whole argument against Preside: t 
McKinley's policy in the Philippines be- 
comes absurd when it is conceded that 
we should, to quote the language of the 
Kansas City platform, ‘give to the Philip- 
pines first a stable farm of government.’ 
If they are now entitled to independence 
they are also entitled to decide for them- 
selves whether their government shall 
be stable or unstable, civilized or savage, 
or whether they shall have any govern- 
ment at all; while it is, of course, equally 
evident that under such conditions we 
have no right whatever to guarantee 
them against outside interference any 
more than we have to make such a guar- 
antee in the case of the Boxers (who are

RUSSIANS ACTIVE IN MANCHURIA. 


It Now Looks as Though There Would Be 
Further Hostilities in China. 

London, Sept. 17.—A copyrighted As- 
sociated Press dispatch from Tientsin, 
dated Sept. 13,saye: The Russians are 
rapidly pushing troops into Manchuria, 
where all indications point to extensive 
operations before the arrival of winter. 
They have suspended work on the rail- 
road to Pekin, which adds to the com- 
plications. It is believed that their 
object in this is to compel the other 
powers to consent to the destruction of 
Pekin. 

In connection with the prediction by 
Sir Robert Hart that there will be fur- 
ther hostilities in China, in November, 
The Associated Press understands that 
the British government is already con- 
sidering the transfer of troops from 
South Africa to India, in order to make it 
practicable to send more British troops 
to China. 

It is probable that the Russian lega- 
tion has already been removed from Pe- 
kin to Tientsin, but there is no definite 
news as yet as to whether Li Hung 
Chang will after all goto Pekin. Gen- 
eral Dorward is going to the capital, 
leaving the British forces at Tientsin 
under command of Brigadier General 
Campbell. Vice Admiral Alexieff has 
returned to Taku. 

The Americans have begun at Ho Si 
Wu a permanent telegraph line between 
Pekin and Tientsin. 

The Pekin correspondent of The Daily 
News says that the assassin of 
Baron Von Ketteler has been shot. 

The Morning Post representative there 
says that the question is being discussed 
of sending relief to a few British, French 
and American engineers, who are be- 
sieged in a city 200 miles south of Pe- 
kin. 

Shanghai advices say that a house has 
been engaged there for Count Von Wal- 
dersee, who is expected to arrive next 
Saturday. 

Chinese officials estimate that 20,000 
disbanded Chinese soldiers, by the simple 
expedient of turning their coats, man- 
aged to remain behind at Pekin, Other 
dispatches confirm the report that, in 
addition to Hsu Tung, guardian of the 
heir apparent, Yu Lu, viceroy of Chi Li, 
and Wang Yi Yung, president of the im- 
perial academy, with 200 members of 
otficial families, committed suicide when 
the allies entered Pekin. 

Chinese regulars are reported to have 
relieved the Roman Catholic stronghold 
at Ho Chien, in the province of Chi Li, 
which the Boxers had been besieging 
since June 


On the Way to Pekin. 

Washington, Sept. 17.—Special Com- 
missioner Rockhill, who was sent ta 
China by President McKinley to makea 
special report on matters incident to the 
existing complications in that country, 
is now on his way to Pekin, having left 
Shanghai Saturday. If he goes direct to 
Pekin he should reach there about the 
same time as Li Hung Chang, who also 
has just left Shanghai for the capitol 
city. Aside from this there is no news 
of consequence from the representatives 
of the government in China. 


A Barbarous Proceeding. 

Victoria, B. C., Sept. 17.—The finding of 
the heads of foreigners in sacks carried 
by Chinamen, which has been a frequent 
occurernce since the outbreak of the 
Boxer uprising, has an explanation in 
news brought by the steamer Brecon- 
shire, fromthe Orient. Itis related that 
in the memoranda of the viceroy of Yu 
Lu was found this gruesome entry: 
“Paid 100 taels for heads of two American 
marines killed in the advance to the re- 
lief of Tientsin.” 

Haverhill Boy Drowned. 

Haverhill, Mass., Sept. 17.—The body 
of Horace Pearson, 13 years old, was 
found in the Merrimack river Sunday. 
He left home Saturday afternoon, and at 
midnight his clothes were found on the 
bank of the river. The boy could not 
ewim, and his parents cannot under- 
stand why he should have gone into the 
river. 


Gale Caused Six Deaths. 

Eau Claire, Wis., Sept. 17.—Eiglhteen 
men were crossing the Eau Claire river 
in a batteau, when a heavy gale capsized 
the boat. Eight men attempted toswim 
ashore and six of them were drowncd. 
The other 10 men were rescued by another 
crew. 


Winter Weather In Wisconsin. 
Negaunee, Wis., Sept. 17.—With the 
thermometer at 20 above zero it coim- 
menced snowing Sunday, and continued 
all afternoon. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


Maurice Ahern of Chatham, Eng., has 
brought a suit in the United States cir- 
cuit court at Boston against the Newton 
and Boston Street Railway company, in 
which he is a stockholder, for an in- 
junction to have the defendants re- 
strained from issuing half-rate tickets 
to pupils of the public schools. 

John B. Randolph, an art critic, was 
killed by a fall down stairs in hishome at 
New York. Mr. Randolph, for years, 
had been the purwhasing art critic for 
several prominent families. 

The cornerstone of the new $90,000 
Catholic church at Leominster, Mass., 
ouilt by St. Leo's society, after which it 
is named, was laid by Bishop Beaven 
with impressive services. 

Sylvester R. Koehler of Boston, cura- 
tor of printing in the museum of fine arts 
in that city, dropped dead from heart 
failure at Littleton, N. H. 

A handsome bronze tablet has been 
placed on the wall of a corridor of the 
Federal building at Boston, to the mem- 
ory of the late General John M. Corse, 
the hero of Altoona pass, postmaster of 
Boston under the first Cleveland admin- 
istration. 

The Merchants and Planters’ Oj] mill 
at Houston, Tex., one of the largest cot- 
ton seed oil manufacturing and refining 
plants in the south, was destroyed by 
fire. The loss is between $350,000 and 
$400,000. 

William Zimmerman of Pawtucket, R. 
I., aged 65, took over three ounces of 
laudanum, and died from its effects. 

John R. Clarke, aged 63, - committed 
suicide at Wakefield, R.1. Despondency 
Was the apparent cause,

FRACTURED SKULL CAUSES DEATH. 


Boston Police In Doubt as to Whether It Was 
the Result of an Accident. 
Boston, Sept. 17.—J. T. O’Brien died at 


the Massachusetts general hospital yes- 
terday morning. Thomas E. Barnaby 
of Somerville, who was arrested with him 
on Saturday night, charged with drunk- 
enness, is held on a charge of making an 
assault which caused his death. 

Barnaby and O’Brien were arrested by 
officers of Station 15. When they reached 
the station house it was found that 
O’Brien’s skull was fractured and Dr. 
O'Toole had him removed to the hos- 
pital, where he died without being able 
to tell how he was hurt. 

The only thing that Barnaby says he 
remembers is that he and O’Brien were 
drinking together; that they left the 
saloon and some time later were arrested. 

It has been learned by the police that 
the pair were in a saloon on Charlestown 
Neck drinking. They had some sort of 
a dispute and then went out together. 
No one can be found who saw them 
after that until they were arrested. 

Whether O’Brien was hurt by an ac- 
cidental fall or whether he was knocked 
down by Barnaby in a subsequent dis- 
pute is the mystery which the police are 
trying to clear up. 


A Day Without Speeches. 

Billings, Mont., Sept. 17.—Governor 
Roosevelt spent Saturday at Bismarck, 
and resumed his trip westward at 6 
o'clock Sunday morning. There wasno 
speech-making during the day, but there 
was some handshaking and conversa- 
tions between the New York governor 
and the people along the route. Those 
accompanying the governor were United 
States Senators Hansbrough and Carter, 
ex-Senator Wilson of Washington, John 
P. Clarke of New York and Curtis Guild, 
Jr., of Boston. At Medora an hour's 
stop was made, and Governor Roosevelt 
mounted a broncho and rode out on the 
hills. The train remained here during 
last night. 


Six Hundred Excommunicated. 

Worcester. Mass., Sept. 17.—The bell of 
St. Joseph's Roman Catholic church, 
North Brookfield, was rung at mid- 
night, Sunday, by order of Bishop Bea- 
ven, excommunicating all of the peo- 
ple who attended St. Anne’s church 
Sunday, and Rev. J. E. Berger, its pastor. 
There were 600 at the masses in St. Anne's 
church, in defiance of Bishop Beaven’s 
warning’ that Father Berger was not a 
priest in good standing. Father Ber- 
ger organized the parish of St. Anne's 
for the French people of St. Josephs 
parish, after Bishop Beaven had denied 
the petition of the French people for a 
separate church. 


Drowned Under Peculiar C rcumstances. 

Kineo, Me., Sept. 17.—Henry Willer, 
aged 28, a well known Kineo guide, was 
in Kineo during Saturday night with his 
father-in-law. Upon his return Willer 
left his companion at his farm at the 
mouth of Moose river and started up 
stream toward his own home, a mile 
further on. His dead body was found 
Sunday in two feet of water. It is sup- 
posed that while poling his canoe up 
Stream he lost his balance and fell, in- 
juring himself so he was unable to lift 
his head above water. 


Arrancing For Kruger’s Departure. 

Lisbon, Sept. 17.—The Portuguese gov- 
ernment has telegraphed to the governor 
of Mozambique authorizing the depart- 
ure of Mr. Krugerfor Europe. ‘The gov- 
ernor, however, must satisfy himself 
that Mr. Kruger is really going to Eu- 
rope. Meanwhile he is instructed to take 
all precautions to safeguard the personal 
security of Mr. Kruger. 


At the Bottom of the Sea. 

Boston, Sept. 17.—The attempt to save 
the excursion steamer John Endicott, 
after her wreck on Sept. 9 off North 
Scituate, has proved futile, for Sunday, 
while she was being towed up tothe city 
after being patched up, she again filled 
off Harding's ledge and sank in 10 
fathoms of water. As the steamer is 
very old no attempt will probably be 
made to raise her. 


Taken From Guard and Lynched. 

Richmond, Sept. 17.—Near Arrington 
a negro criminally assaulted Miss Ellen 
Bosworth, a schoolteacher. The negro 
left her for dead, having choked her into 
insensibility. The negro was arrested, 
taken before a magistrate and confined, 
He was then started for the county seat 
under guard, but was taken from the 
guard by a mob and hanged to the limb 
of a tree. 


McDonald Routs Boers. 

Cape Town, Sept. 17.—The military au- 
thorities have taken over the Nether- 
lands railway. General McDonald, 
operating in the northeastern corner of 
Orange colony, compelled the Boers to 
make a hasty flight from the Vet river. 
Tae captured 21 wagons, a quantity of 
cattle and stores, and 65,000 rounds of 
rifle ammunition. 


Awarded to the Yankee. 

Newport, R. I., Sept. 17.—The Yankee, 
owned by Harry P. Whitney and Herman 
B. Duryen, Is the winner in the protest 
case brought against the Mineola, owned 
by August Belmont, growing out of one 
of the races last month in which there 
was a foul, during close work between 
the boats named, in rounding a mark.

How Foxes Get Rid of Fleas. 

By an old hunter and naturalist of lo- 
cal repute a story has been told here 
confirming as absolutely true and trust- 
worthy the published account, which 
has had few believers until now, of 
how foxes rid themselves of fleas. The 
fox, according to the book narrative, 
simply backs slowly into a stream of 
water with a portion of the pelt of a 
rabbit in his mouth after the fox has 
made a meal off the rabbit.

The ob- 
server had a puzzling mystery explain- 
ed to him. He says his admiration for 
the shrewdness of the fox grows more 
and more as he grows older and learns 
his ways.—Baltimore Sun,

THOUSANDS ARE IDLE. 


Almost Complete Tie-Up {n the An- 
thracite Regions of Pennsylvania, 


President Mitchell Says That 
112,000 Men Have Quit. 


Renders a Decision In an Important Point 
as to the Matter of Arbitration. 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 18.—The great coal 
strike in the anthracite regions of Penn- 
sylvania igs now well under way. Re- 
ports from all fields indicate that the 
tieup is at least as complete as the lead- 
ers of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica claimed at any time. Companies and 
individuals owning mines, who claimed 
that thefr workings would operate as 
usual, despite the strike order, appar- 
ently reckoned without accurate knowl- 
edge of the attitude of their men. 

Each side is confident of winning and 
neither of the contending forces shows 
any disposition to yield. With the ex- 
ception of a trivial incident at No. 3 
colliery of the Lehigh Coal company, 
Where a gang of boys compelled a mule 
driver to seek cover by throwing stones 
at him, the contest thus far has been en- 
tirely devoid of violence of any 
The exact number of men who 
cannot at this time be told. 

Reports received by the United Mine 
Workers’ officials from the entire an- 
thracite region were, to them, most sat- 
isfactory. In this territory, known as 
district No. 7, there are 16,000 men em- 
ployed in a Of this 
number it is conservatively estimated 
that about 50 percent, or 8000 miners, 
obeyed the order of President Mitchell to 
quit work. The district south of this 
place, known as the South Side, was 
tied up completely with the exception 
of three mines In this territory the 
Tinited Mine Workers are very strong. 
On the North Side the mines at Latimer 
and Pond Creek, employing 1200 men,

are working full, but every other mine 
in that big territory is working with 
badly crippled forces. Three of the 


Markle mines, over which there has been 
so much cortention, worked all day with 
about #5 percent of their men. On the 
West Side every colliery started up 
minus its union men, except at the Hazle 
mines, where the union miners went to 
work, in consequence of a misunder- 
standing.

President Mitchell decided an Import- 
ant point in the matter of arbitration. 
Last week the miners employed by G. 
B. Markle & Co, decided not to strike un- 
til the firm had passed upon a set of 
their own grievances, which differ some- 
what from those of the United Mine 
Workers. The firm has an agreement 
with its men that if any differences fail 
of adjustment then the grievances shall 
be arbitrated. John Markle of the 
firm agreed to have Archbishop Ryan 
of Philadelphia arbitrate the differences 
if the mediators already decided upon 
by the firm and the men cannot cometoa 
satisfactory agreement. Mr. Markle 
gave out an interview to newspaper re- 
porters to this effect, and suggested to 
the reporters that they go see what 
President Mitchell woukd have to say 
to the proposition, Mr. Markle not car- 
ing to be put on record as recognizing the 
union. This was done, and Mr. Mitchell 
said: 

“T regard this as a rather unusual way 
of conveying the wishes of Mr. Markle, 
but I wish to say that we intend to ask 
the men employed by Mr. Markle to 
cease work. We intend to use all law- 
ful means to induce them to join the 
strike. If the miners employed by one 
of the big companies in the anthracite 
region fail they all fail. They may 
prove successful in some companies for 
a brief time, but the rate of wages in 
the entire anthracite region will get to 
a certain level. If we succeed at one 
place and fail at another, the low wages 
must be brought up to meet the high 
or the higher must come down to meet 
the lower, so that Iam not now, and do 
not propose to, officially accept or reject 
for our organization any proposition for 
a settlement that is not made either by 
the company or by some other person to 
whom they will give authority to act 
as their representative.” 

President Mitchell last night gave out 
the following statement: ‘Information 
received up to this time indicates that 
112,000 mine workers are on strike in the 
anthracite region. Of this number, 72,- 
000 are in district No. 1; 30,000 in district 
No. 9, and 10,000 In district No. 7. Re- 
ports received are to the effect that large 
numbers of those who went to the mines 
today will join the suspension tomorrow. 
We feel confident that the entire num- 
ber of men employed in and about the 
coal mines of the anthracite region will 
be {dle in the next few days. The men 
appear determined to continue on strike 
uv.til their demands for justice ha ve Leen 
acceded to. The number of men now 
out on strike exceeds that of any other 
in@ustrial contest in the history of our 
country.”

Opinion of a Native of Galveston, 
Who Tells of the Storm of 1875. 
J. J. Labodie of Orange, N. J., is a 

native of Galveston. 

storm of 1875 and the other day told 
the following story to a reporter of the 

New York Tribune: 

Galveston is situated on the easterly 
end of a long, sandy island, the highest 
point being about ten feet above the 
sea. Galveston bay, about 30 miles 
long, is on the north side, and the gulf 
of Mexico on the south. The coast 


country fronting on the bay and along} 


the gulf is only from two to ten feet 
above the water except at La Porte, 
where the bluffs are 30 feet high. 

An ordinary storm does no damage 
there because all the surplus waters 
are blown up into the bayous, creeks 
and rivers of the bay and do not flood 
the town. It is only when two storms 
meet flowing from opposite directions 
that any damage is done except to the 
exposed part along the gulf, where 
buildings are of the most temporary 
sort. 

I was quite a small boy in the storm 
of 1875, which was considered the 
greatest we bad a record of. The 
storm entirely wiped the town of Ma- 
nolia out of existence; also West Gal- 
veston, at the far western end. In 
Galveston every other house was un- 
roofed or collapsed, the water under- 
mining the foundations. We lived at 
Tremont and Avenue B, where there 
was a slight elevation, and were cut 
off from the business portion of the 
town by a lagoon, now filled up, but 
then a raging torrent. At the height of 
the storm the water was probably 
three feet deep in our yard. The storm 
lasted three days and nights, the wind 
blowing from the southeast, piling the 
bay full of water, then veering sud- 
denly to the northwest and blowing 
just as hard from that quarter. We 
had no gauges to find how hard it blew, 
but it must have been at a 75 mile an 
hour clip. 

I have a mother, three brothers and 
two sisters in Galveston. Our home is 
in Avenue G, 
and the Tremont hotel. It is of brick, 
and if all my relatives were home—and 
they usually are on Sunday—I know 
they are safe, as the first or main floor

EFFORTS TO INTRODUCE THE 
TILE IN THE EASTERN 
MARKET. 


The fish merchants are just now in- 
terested in the introduction of the tile- 


fish, says the Boston Globe. 

Recently the United States fish com- 

missioners’ schooner Grampus while 
fishing on the edge of the gulf stream 
| caught a large number of these fish 
and carried them to Wood's Holl. Pro- 
fessor Bumpus, in charge of the gov- 
ernment aquarium there, shipped two 
barrels of the fish to F. F. Dimick, sec- 
retary of the Boston fish bureau, for 
distribution among the local dealers. 

A. F. Rich, chairman of the fish deal- 
ers’ committee and one of the most 
prominent dealers, became especially 
interested. He had several of the fish 
prepared in different styles and invited 
the other dealers and experts to pass 
upon them. They all pronounced them 
very palatable and were surprised at

the similarity between them and bass. 
The fish weigh from 2 to 20 pounds, 
and their meat is hard and firm. 

One of the dealers in speaking of the 
tilefish and the possibility of its being 
placed on the market said that exten- 
sive as our list of edible fish is at pres- 
ent the public will gladly welcome any- 
thing new. He belfeved that the tile- 
fish if it could be introduced would be 
classed as fancy fish and would sell 
for 15 cents per pound. The great dif- 
ficulty Is the distance the fishermen 
would have to go to catch them. 

Captain J. W. Collins, who has writ- 
ten an interesting history of the tile- 
fish, says that it has many peculiarities 
of its own and even to the casual ob- 
server presents features which differ 
essentially from those possessed by 
any other species. It has a general re- 
semblance to the dolphin, the body be- 
ing well formed, quite stout at the tail, 
like the salmon, and the general make 
up of the fish indicates that it is a rap- 
id and active swimmer, well fitted to 
pursue and capture its food or to es- 
cape from its enemies. 

Its distinguishing characteristics, 
however, are the nuchal crest or adi- 
| pose dorsal fin just in front of the spl- 
nous dorsal and the peculiarcolor which 
it exhibits, being so profusely spotted 
with patches of greenish yellow that it 
| received the name of “leopard fish” 
from the fishermen who were the first 
to capture it. 


The tilefish when caught on hand 
| lines are fully as active as cod in their 
} movements. When caught on trawl 


lines, they are said to exhibit less ac- 
tivity than the cod. 

The tilefish were first discovered 
about 1SS0, but were supposed to have 
become extinct in 1882. 

The action of the fish commission in 
sending the fish here is warmly com- 
| mended by the dealers. Boston Is con- 
| sidered the most important fish market 
| in the country, and !t was probably on 
; this account that the fish were sent 
here for examination and trial. 

_ Scientific Mind Care.

blood. Sunstroke, instead of being

by chemical rays from intense sunlight 
falling on the cranium. It can occur 
only in the tropics, and the immunity 
of blacks is explained by the fact that 
a dark skin or other dark substance 
almost completely stops the passage of 
chemical :ys.—Invention.

HIS TOUR COMPLETED. 


Bryan Talks to Missourians and Leaves For 
His Home in Nebraska. 

St Joseph, Mo., Sept. 20.—An immense 
crowd greeted Mr. Bryan here yesterday. 
Mr. Bryan referred to the possibilities 
of the aproaching election, charged the 
Republicans with breaking their prom- 
fses made in 1896 and arraigned the finan- 
cial policy of the administration. In 
speaking of the trusts, Mr. Bryan said: 
“Even the newspaper editors are com- 
pelled to write their editorials defending 
the trusts on paper the price of which 
has been raised by the trust. Itisa 
pitiful thing to see an editor writing 
such an editorial, and at the same time 
being plundered by the trust.’ 

Mr. Bryan declared that the Republi- 
cans were disposed to make a great deal 
over a rise in farm products, and to 
give very little attention to the increase 
of prices in what the farmer has to buy. 

“But,” he said, “while every man has 
been compelled to pay a tax on his tele- 
grams and his bank checks, the Republi- 
can party has reduced the tax on na- 
tional banx circulation one half. 
has been done while the taxes of the 
masses have increased instead of 
decreased.” 

He asserted that the Bible did not 
justify our taking the Filipinos. Con- 
cluding, Mr. Bryan made an appeal fora 
large popular majority, saying that a 
majority in the electoral college alone 
would not make the administration 
strong with the peopl?. 

Mr. Bryan concluded his present tour 
with his speech here, departing for his 
home in Lincoln, from which he has been 
absent since Aug. 29. Before leaving he 
was tendered a public dinner.

CLASH NOT UNLIKELY, 


Uneasy Feeling Among the Inhab- 
itants of the Anthracite Region, 


Sheriffs Keeping a Watchful 
Eye on the Situation. 


No Indications of Overtures For Settlement 
Being Advanced by Either Side. 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 21.—Somewhat 
Vague reports are coming in of prepara- 
tions on the part of the sheriffs and 
coal companies for a possible clash with 
the reckless element among the strikers. 
Nearly everybody believes that the 
trouble must come, yet there has been no 
sign of an outbreak, and the men ap- 
pear to be well handled by their leaders 

There is no denying the fact that the 
inhabitants of this region fear trouble. 
There are very few persons who do not 
believe that there wil be an outbreak 
somewhere in the region. Most, if not 
all, of the coal mines, are being protected 
by extra watchmen. Rumors are afloat 
that the sheriffs of Luzerne and Schuy!- 
kill and Carbon counties, which counties 
join one another at a point two miles 
south of here, are swearing in deputies 
by the score. None of these rumors can 
be confirmed. When the sheriffs are 
approached on the subject they say there 
is no trouble, and that they are not look- 
ing for any. Certain it is, however, 
that those officers are keeping a watch- 
ful eye on the situation, and they can be 
quickly found if their presence is needed 
anywhere. 

Number 40 shaft of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal company, east of this city, was the 
centre of numerous petty acts of vio- 
lence during yesterday. Before6o'clock 
in the morning, a few Hungarian women 
wanted to whip three coal and iron po- 
licemen for persuading breaker boys to 
go to work. The police, however, man- 
aged to get out of their difficulty without 
afight. Shortly after that a mine work- 
er says he was shot at by an unknown 
person, but not hit, while on his wa 
the shaft. Later in the day an Italian 
was badly clubbed. Last night two of 
the mine workers, on their way home 
from the shaft, were also attacked and 
badly beaten. Aside from these inci- 
dents, quiet prevailed throughout the re- 
gion. The striking mine workers say 
they are doing their best to pre 
turbances.

AGED COUPLE KILLED. 


Throats Were Cut With a Ratchet 
Wielded by 


Their Insane Son, 


Crime Evidently Committed 
While They Were Asleep. 


Perpetrator Then Deliberately Planned to Make 
Way With Himself, and Succeeded. 


Foxboro, Mass., 22.—David L. 
Shepard and his wife, an aged and re- 
spected couple who have lived in this 
town for many years, Were found mur- 
dered in their beds Friday morning, their 
throats having been cut with some sharp 
instrument, evidently a hatchet. Theis 
son, William F. Shepard, 42 years of age, 
who has shown evidences of insanity for 
some time, undoubtedly committed the 
double crime while in a fit of mental de- 
rangement. Mr. Shepard and his wife 
were §1 and 78 years old, respectively. 
Lewis P. Shepard, another and young- 
er son of the couple, was the person to 
discover the terrible effect of his broth- 
er's insanity. He is a milkman by oc- 
cupation. He called as usual Friday 
morning at the homestead for the pur- 
pose of delivering milk. Shepard 
knocked vigorously on the door, and, as 
no one responded to his summons, he 
tried the door and found that it was not

locked. Suspecting something wrong, 
he entered the house and passed imme- 
diately to his father’s bedroom. Mr. 


Shepard was lying dead on the bed in 
such a position that the son could easily 
gee the nature of the wound which had 
caused his death. It was rough and 
bloody, and extended almost from one 
ear to the other. 

Horrified and made weak by the dread- 
ful discovery, Mr. Shepard could at first 
do nothing but gaze in terror at the 
scene, but finally he rushed from the 
place to procure assistance. Constabla 
Cady and Medical Examiner Bragg re- 
turned with him, and together they 
searched the house. 

If the first sight the son saw when he 
reached the house was horrible, the 
scene in the bedrcom up stairs was all 
the more so. His mother, too, was 
dead, murdered in the same manner as 
her husband. 

A hunt was made for William F. Shep- 
ard, the son, 45 years old, who made his 
home with the aged couple, but he could 
not be located. His absence attached 
suspicion to him. A general alarm was 
sounded, and the fire department was 
called out. At last, the body of the sus- 
pected man was found in Factory pond. 

It was evident that his suicide was 
of the most deliberate kind. He hung 
his hat and coat on a tree, walked into 
the water and then lay down on the 
muddy bottom. The garments he wore 
were spotted with blood. 

It is believed that Shepard killed hia 
parents while they slept. His father, 
however, must have struggled a little 
before death came, for one of his fingers 
was cut off. Mrs. Shepard evidently 
died instantly. 

Mr. Shepard, the deceased, was a de- 
ecendant of one of the original settlers 
of the town, and had attended Harvard 
university. At the breaking out of the 
Civil war he was one of the first to en- 
list, and he was promoted during the 
service to captain of a company of Mas- 
sachusetts volunteers. He always took 
an active part in the public affairs of the 
town. 

For the past few days William Shep- 
ard had been brooding over a fancied 
poverty, and it is supposed that this 
feeling led him to the conviction that 
he ought to kill his parents and then him- 
self, in order to escare the suffering from 
poverty. The weapon with which the 
murders were committed has not yet 
been found. 


Natives Were For Annexation. 
Melbourne, Sept. 22—The Kurutu and 
Tabuai islands were formally annexed 
to France by the governor of Tahiti Aug. 
21, at the request of the natives. 
Wellington, N. Z., Sept. 22.—Premier 
Seddon of New Zealand announced yes- 
terday the annexation of Cook islands, 
southwest of the Society islands, with the 
consent of the Baratonga chiefs. This 
step isa counter move to meet the French 
annexation of the Tubuay and Rurutu 
islands. 


Brought Thousands ds of Tons. of Coal. 

Boston, Sept. 22.—A large fleet of 
coasting vessels came into port yester- 
day, 27 schooners and 17 barges, having 
coal as cargoes. This fleet was tied 
up nearly a week in Vineyard sound, 
owing to the easterly weather. The ag- 
gregate amount of coal brought was 
nearly 40,000 tons.

Port Huron, Mich., Sept. 22—Barge 
Martin, in tow of steamer Maurice T. 
Grover, was sunk in the rapids at the en- 
trance to the St. Clair river last night by 
steamer Yuma.

g | Caffery’s beens Forces the National Party 


anit hayt New Plans. 

Boston, Sept. 22.—At a conference heid 
here yesterday by the National party 
leaders the idea of keeping a presidentia) 
ticket in the field was abandoned, anc 
Archibald M. Howe, who Was nominated 
for vice president, followed Senator Caf- 
fery, the presidential nominee, in for- 
mally withdrawing his candidacy, 

This was virtually made necessary 
by Senator Caffery’s declination, and the 
failure to find anyone willing to standin 
his stead, and by the impracticability of 
perfecting an organization at this late 
period inthe campaign. Many, however 
will endeavor to save it from complete 
collapse by nominating one presidential 
elector in states where the election laws 
will permit this to be done, and where it 
is believed that a sentiment in favor ot 
such a pian exists in sufficient degree to 
make it worth the while. 

The meeting was unanimous In th ex- 
pression of a conviction that some means 
should be adopted for furnishing the vot- 
ers who cannot bring themselves to sup- 
port the candidates of either of the great 
parties an opportunity to make a protest 
to this effect at the polls. The plan of 
nominating one candidate for presiden- 
tial elector was adopted as the only 
feasible solution of the problem, but two 
voices in opposition being heard when the 
question was put toa vote, 

Resolutions were adopted embodying 
the ideas of those present on the futility 
of nominating a new ticket. 

Jutge Bronson For Governor. 

Hartford, Sept. 22.—fn less than twa 
hours the Democratic state convention 
yesterday nominated a full state ticket; 
chose the six state electors: elected a new 
state central committee and adopted a 
platform. Every nomination was made 
unanimously and by acclamation, and 
With great rapidity. The state ticket is 
as follows: Governor, Samuel L. Bron- 
son, New Haven; lieutenant governor, 
Cc. G. Beckwith, New London; secretary 
of state, J. P. Woodruff, Litchfield; 
treasurer, E, C. Pinney, Stafford; comp- 
troller, W. L. Huntting, East Hartford. 
The platform condemns the representa- 
tion in the general assembly, together 
with the method of electing state officers 
by majority vote. The nomination of 
Bryan and Stevenson is indorsed and the 
Platform adopted at the Democratic na- 
tional convention in Kansas City rati- 
fied, recognizing the declaration of that 
convention that imperialism is the para- 
mount issue of the national campaign. 
The resolutions also condemn the Repub- 
lican party for “its pernicious system of 
legislation whereby trusts have been fos- 
tered, monopolies created and the rights 
of the people subverted.” 


President Won’t Take the Stump. 

Washington, Sept. 22.—President Me- 
Kinley feft Washington last evening for 
Canton, O. The president has not made 
up his mind how long he will remain in 
Canton. It can be stated positively 
that he will not take any active part in 
the campaign und will not make cam- 
paign speeches, and he will not make 
any campaign tour of any sort. There 
likewise will be no receptions of visiting 
delegations. 


Bryan Canvassing In Nebraska. 

Weeping Water, Neb., Sept. 22.—W. J. 
Bryan yesterday conducted a canvass of 
his old congressional district. His 
speeches were addressed mainly to Re- 
publicans, and he appealed to them to 
consider the new questions presented in 
the campaign without regard to past 
party affiliations and prejudices. He 
paid especial attention to the increase of 
the army and the Philippine question.

FIRED ON THE MOB 


fiims Used by Sheriff's Posse on a 
Crowd That Threatened Workmen, 


Two Persons Were Instantly 
Killed and Ten Injured. 


Troops Called Out to Preserve Peace In Dis- 
trict Where Disturbance Occurred. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 22.—Two dead, a 
Hungarian miner and a little girl, and 1é 
people wounded by bullets or injured 
with stones thrown by the mob is the 
record of the first clash between a 
sheriff's posse and the striking miners 
at Shenandoah last evening. 

A posse hurriedly gathered together 
by Sheriff Toole of Schuylkill county to 
meet an emergency was forced to fire on 
a mob that was threatening workmenon 
their way home under escort. Sheriff 
Toole lost no time in calling on the com- 
mander of the national guard of Penn- 
sylvania to ow troops to aid himin 
keeping the peace. After consultation 
the state athens at Harrisburg de- 
cided at midnight to send troops to the 
turbulent region. 

Shenandoah’'s trouble was precipitated 
by the closing of six collieries there yes- 
terday morning through the efforts of 
the strike leaders. Mere will close to- 
day as a voluntary act, it is said, on 
the part of the Reading company. ‘This 
is done at the request of Sheriff Toole, 
who hopes in this manner to avoid fur- 
ther trouble. The outlook, however, is 
dubious, as the foreigners affected by 
yesterday's happenings are in an ugly 
mood. 

Three regiments of infantry, a battery 
and a troop of cavalry were ordered out 
at midnight by Governor Stone to assist 
Sheriff Toole in maintaining order in the 
Schuylkill mining region. This action 
was taken after a conference between 
the governor, Adjutant General Stewart 
and General Gobin on the urgent solici- 
tation of the sheriff, borough council of 
Shenandoah and many prominent resi- 
dents of that locality. General G@obin 
has been placed in command of the pro- 
visional brigade and started from here 
with a staff on a special train for Shenan- 
doah. He will establish headquarters 
there with 2500 troops. 

The organizations whicn have been se- 
lected for this service are the Fourth, 
Eighth and Twelfth regiments, battery 
C of Phoenixville; governor's troop of 
Harrisburg and the Third brigade head- 
quarters. Major General Miller, com- 
mander of the division, has been sum- 
moned to Harrisburg and is now on his 
way from Franklin. Attorney General 
Elkin has also been called here from In- 
diana to advise with the governor. Bat- 
tery C is equipped with Gatling guns. 

General Gobin is the senior brigadier 
of the division and commanded the pro- 
visional brigade which was ordered to 
Hazleton region after the Lattimer 
shooting in 1897. 

Governor Stone received a_ telegram 
early from Sheriff Toole advising him 
that three persons had been killed and 
15 injured at Shenandoah by the strikers 
firing upon a posse of citizens who were 
protecting a party of non-union miners 
on their return home from work. The 
sheriff said he was unable to cope with 
the mob, and that the presence of troops 
Was necessary to the protection of life 
and property in the community. 

Elsewhere in the strike region every- 
thing is quiet, although preparations are 
making for an outbreak in the Hazle- 
ton district and armed sheriffs’ deputies 
are much in evidence there.

5) First Train Since Sept. 8 Entered Galvestor 


Yesterday—Generous Act of Mexico. 

Galveston, Tex., Sept. 22.—At 6:15 a.m 
yesterday the first train since the storm 
of Sept. § arrived in the city over the 
temporary bridge. Trains are now run- 
ning regularly. The building ef the 
temporary ybridge, 2 1-8 miles long. was 
a remarkable achievement of engineer- 
ing. 

With the resumption of railroad service 
business along the wharves began in 
earnest. Several ships are taking on 
cargoes, 

Senor Lorento, Mexican consul, has re- 
ceived official advice that the congress of 
his government has appropriated $30,000 
for the relief of Galveston. This act of 
the sister republic, of which Texas wag 
formerly a part, has made a deep im- 
pression on the people of Galveston. 

The usual work of sanitation, caring 
for the sick and the disposal of dead 
bodies continues. Large amounts of 
garbage are being hauled from the city 
and burned and disinfectants are dis- 
tributed. The situation of the city con- 
tinues to improve, and Dr. Wilkinson 
city health officer, says that all danger 
from an outbreak of any disease is now 
past.

@ered in their beds Friday morning, their 
throats having been cut with some sharp 
instrument, evidently a hatchet. Theiz 
son, William F. Shepard, 42 years of age, 
who has shown evidences of insanity for 
some time, undoubtedly committed the 
double crime while in a fit of mental de- 
rangement. Mr. Shepard and his wife 
were 81 and 78 years old, respectively. 

Lewis P. Shepard, another and young- 
er son of the couple, was the person to 
discover the terrible effect of his broth- 
er's insanity. He is a milkman by oc- 
cupation. He called as usual Friday 
morning at the homestead for the pur- 
pose delivering milk. Shepard 
knocked vigorously on the door, and, as 
no one responded to his summons, he 
tried the door and found that it was not 
locked. Suspecting something wrong, 
he entered the house and passed imme- 
diately to his father’s bedroom. Mr. 
Shepard was lying dead on the bed in 
such a position that the son could easily 
gee the nature of the wound which had 
caused his death. It was rough and 
bloody, and extended almost from one 
ear to the other. 

Horrified and made weak by the dread- 
ful discovery, Mr. Shepard could at first 
do nothing but gaze in terror at the 
scene, but finally he rushed from the 
place to procure assistance. Constable 
Cady and Medical Examiner Bragg re- 
turned with him, and together they 
searched the house. 

If the first sight the son saw when he 
reached the house was horrible, the 
scene in the bedrcom up stairs was all 
the more so. His mother, too, was 
dead, murdered in the same manner as 
her husband. 

A hunt was made for William F. Shep- 
ard, the son, 45 years old, who made his 
home with the aged couple, but he could 
not be located. His absence attached 
suspicion tohim. A general alarm was 
sounded, and the fire department was 
called out. At last, the body of the sus- 
pected man was found In Factory pond. 

It was evident that his suicide was 
of the most deliberate kind. He hung 
his hat and coat on a tree, walked into 
the water and then lay down on the 
muddy bottom. The garments he wore 
were spotted with blood. 

It is believed that Shepard killed hia 
parents while they slept. His father, 
however, must have struggled a little 
before death came, for one of his fingers 
was cut off. Mrs. Shepard evidently 
died instantly. 

Mr. Shepard, the deceased, was a de- 
scendant of one of the original settlers 
of the town, and had attended Harvard 
university At the breaking out of the 
Civil war he was one of the first to en- 
list, and he was promoted during the 
service to captain of a company of Mas- 
sachusetts volunteers. He always took 
an active part in the public affairs of the 
town. 

For the past few days William Shep- 
ard had been brooding over a fancied 
poverty, and it is supposed that this 
feeling led him to the conviction that 
he ought to kill his parents and then him- 
self, in order to escare the suffering from 
poverty. The weapon with which the 
murders committed has not yet 
been found.

WILL HAVE NO PRESIDENTIAL TICKET. 


g_| Caffery’s Declination Forces the National Party 


to Adopt New Plans. 

Boston, Sept. 22.—At a conference heid 
here yesterday by the National party 
leaders the idea of keeping a presidentia] 
ticket in the field was abandoned, ané 
Archibald M. Howe, who was nominated 
for vice president, followed Senator Caf- 
fery, the presidential nominee, in for- 
mally withdrawing his candidacy, 

This was virtually made necessary 
by Senator Caffery’s declination, and the 
failure to find anyone willing to stand in 
his stead, and by the impracticability of 
perfecting an organization at this late 
period inthe campaign. Many, however 
will endeavor to save it from complete 
collapse by nominating one presidential 
elector in states where the election laws 
will permit this to be done, and where it 
is believed that a sentiment in favor ot 
such a pian exists in sufficient degree to 
make it worth the while. 

The meeting was unanimous in tht ex- 
pression of a conviction that some means 
should be adopted for furnishing the vot- 
ers who cannot bring themselves to sup- 
port the candidates of either of the great 
parties an opportunity to make a protest 
to this effect at the polls. The plan of 
nominating one candidate for presiden- 
tial elector was adopted as the only 
feasible solution of the problem, but two 
voices in opposition being heard when the 
question was put toa vote. 

Resolutions were adopted embodying 
the ideas of those present on the futility 
of nominating a new ticket.

FIRED ON THE MOB, 


fiuns Used by Sheriffs Posse on a 
Crowd That Threatened Workmen, 


Two Persons Were Instantly 
Killed and Ten Injured. 


Troops Called Out to Preserve Peace In Dis- 
trict Where Disturbance Occurred. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 22—Two dead, a 
Hungarian miner and a little girl, and 1¢ 
people wounded by bullets or injured 
with stones thrown by the mob is the 
record of the first clash between a 
sheriff's posse and the striking miners 
at Shenandoah last evening. 

A posse hurriedly gathered together 
by Sheriff Toole of Schuylkill county te 
meet an emergency was forced to fire on 
a mob that was threatening workmenon 
their way home under escort. Sheriff 
Toole lost no time in calling on the com- 
mander of the national guard of Penn- 
sylvania to send troops to aid him in 
keeping the peace. After consultation 
the state authorities at Harrisburg de- 
cided at midnight to send troops to the 
turbulent region. 

Shenandoah’'s trouble was precipitated 
by the closing of six collieries there yes- 
terday morning through the efforts of 
the strike leaders. More will close to- 
day as a voluntary axt, it is said, on 
the part of the Reading company. This 
is done at the request of Sheriff Toole, 
who hopes in this manner to avoid fur- 
ther trouble. The outlook, however, is 
dubious, as the foreigners affected by 
yesterday's happenings are in an ugly 
mood. 

Three regiments of infantry, a battery 
and a troop of cavalry were ordered out 
at midnight by Governor Stone to assist 
Sheriff Toole in maintaining order in the 
Schuylkill mining region. This action 
was taken after a conference between 
the governor, Adjutant General Stewart 
and General Gobin on the urgent solici- 
tation of the sheriff, borough council of 
Shenandoah and many prominent resi- 
dents of that locality. General Gobin 
has been placed in command of the pro- 
visional brigade and started from here 
with a staff on a special train for Shenan- 
doah. He will establish headquarters 
there with 2500 troops. 

The organizations whicn have been se- 
lected for this service are the Fourth, 
Eighth and Twelfth regiments, battery 
C of Phoenixville; governor's troop of 
Harrisburg and the Third brigade head- 
quarters. Major General Miller, com- 
mander of the division, has been sum- 
moned to Harrisburg and is now on his 
way from Franklin. Attorney General] 
Elkin has also been called here from In- 
diana to advise with the governor. Bat- 
tery C is €quipped with Gatling guns. 

General Gobin is the senior brigadier 
of the division and commanded the pro- 
visional brigade which was ordered to 
Hazleton region after the Lattimer 
shooting in 1897, 

Governor Stone received a telegram 
early from Sheriff Toole advising him 
that three persons had been killed and 
15 injured at Shenandoah by the strikers 
firing upon a posse of citizens who were 
protecting a party of non-union miners 
on their return home from work. The 
sheriff said he was unable to cope with 
the mob, and that the presence of troops 
Was necessary to the protection of life 
and property in the community. 

Elsewhere in the strike region every- 
thing is quiet, although preparations are 
making for an outbreak In the Hazle- 
ton district and armed sheriffs’ deputies 
are much in evidence there.

With all this it is known that the Ger- 
man proposal that negotiations with 
China be deferred until the Chinese re- 
sponsible for the Pekin outrages have 
been surrendered to the allies has failed 
of approval by our government. The 
declination has been conveyed in a man- 
ner that cannot give offense, butit is be- 
lieved that the United States govern- 
ment cannot recognize the principle that 
a country may be called upon to sur- 
render its own citizens to a foreign 
power or powers for punishment. The 
government does not relinquish the idea 
of the ultimate punishment of the of- 
fenders when they are properly identi- 
fied, but it does not believe the pursuit 
of this object should put a stop to all 
negotiations, 
The idea of a commission to adjust the 
difficulties with China is again brought 
forward, and it is suggested that sucha 
commission on the part of the United 
States may either form part of the joint 
international commission, which, {ft is 
hoped, will be appointed for this pur- 
pose, or, in the event of the failure of the 
effort to secure joint action, then the 
members can go on and deal directly with 
China for a settlement.

Bank clearings reflect the expansion of 
fall trade in a further gain in volume, 
but the stagnant condition of specula- 
tion, particularly in stocks, precludes any 
important gain over recent years. 

Iron and steel are rather quieter asa 
whole, and some weakness is noted in 
southern pig and steel billlets at Pitts- 
burg.

Texas’ Latest Visitation.

details of the gallant sortie made by 
Captain Meyer of the U. S. S. Balti- 
more and a litéle band of American 
marines. The American legation was 
surrounded by thousands of Chinese, 
when, under cover of darkness, Cap- 
tain Meyer and his little force charged 
out and drove back the mob which was 
firing from the adjacent walls. The 
Chinese were held at bay until barri- 
cades surrounding the legation were 
built. These were held until the relief 
arrived. The North China Daily News 
says that the Chinese ministers Hsu, 
Yung Yi and Yuen Chang and two 
others, who at the risk of their lives 
warned the American minister of the 
impending siege, also warned the Ger- 
man minister not to go to the tsung-li- 
yamen, as be proposed. He persisted 
and was tourdered by the Kansu 
troops. 

Refugees say that as the empress 
was about to give her consent in writ- 
ing to the decree calling upon her gen- 
erals to proceed to the attack of the le- 
gations and to war with the foreigners 
the emperor prostrated himself before 
her and besought her to pause before 
plunging the empire into war and put- 
ting matters beyond recall. The refu- 
gees in an article translated for The 
North China Daily News describe the 
interview as follows: 

“If I alone,” cried the emperor, “were 
to suffer and die as a consequence of 
what you have done and intend to do, 
gladly would I die in atonement for the 
catastrophe you would bring on China, 


pause before you destroy my poor, un- 


ty, done to merit the calamity that will 
be in store for them by the false step 
your counselors intend to take? A 
myriad times do I pray you to reconsid- 
er your decision before launching on a 
policy which will end in destroying the 
very foundations of the empire which 


nourish and to protect from harm. I 
would rather die ten thousand deaths 
than see all the sufferings that are in 
store for my unfortunate subjects.” 
The empress dowager merely cast a 


back her hood and looked away, utter- 
ly ignoring the protests of the emperor, 
who when saying his last word had 
moved forward and clutched his aunt’s 
robe. Prince Tuan, who stood near 
the throne with his Mantchoos, said 
with a contemptuous shrug of the 
shoulder: 

“What does his majesty the emperor 
Know about such things anyway?” 

The emperor arose and left the coun- 
cil chamber.

FORESTS OF CANADA 


APPARENTLY INEXHAUSTIBLE 
SUPPLY OF SPRUCE 
FOR PULP. 


. 


The award of the grand prize to Can- 
ada for her forestry exhibit at the Par- 
is exposition wa. not unexpected, says 
an Ottawa correspondent of the New 
York Sun. The exhibit is a collective 
one from the whole Dominion, and it 
occupies little more than 1,000 square 
feet of space. It is made up of a very 
complete representation of the Cana- 
dian woods, with the principal articles 
exported from Canada in a semimanu- 
factured form. Of the 121 species of 
trees indigenous to Canada 26 are in- 
cluded in the exhibit, the remainder 
being of small economic value or of 
rare occurrence. No other country Is 
so rich in forests, and it is not sur- 
prising that the Canadian authorities 
bent all their energies in making this 
exhibit complete in order to demon- 
strate to the world this principal 
source of Canada’s wealth. 

Much attention was given in the en- 
deavor to impress the European paper 
manufacturer with the importance of 
the pulp forests and pulp industries of 
the Dominion. This line of enterprise 
is so new as not only to be of special 
interest to such visitors at the French 
capital, but its vast possibilities for 
this country are as yet just beginning 
to be appreciated by Canadians. Care- 
fully prepared statistics and informa- 


{tion upon this subject have been col- 


lated and printed by the government 
distribution from the Canadian 
section atéhe exposition. 

The Dominion census of 1881 first 
mentivns pulp mills, but it was merely 
the veginning of the Canadian pulp and 
fiber industry. There are now 35 im- 
portant pulp and fiber mills, some of 
the latest established being on a gigan- 
tic scale, the largest having a capacity 
of 250 tons of pulp a day. The total 
output of these mills is now about 1,100 
tons per day, and the capital invested 
in the industry is between $15,000,000 
and $20,000,000, a considerable propor- 
tion of which is from the United States. 
This development has been due to a 
specially favorable combination of cir- 
cumstances. Not only is Canadian pulp 
spruce of exceptionally good quality 
for paper manufacture, but the forests 
are the largest in the world, compara- 
tively easy of access and possess abun- 
dant water power. The supply in Can- 
ada is virtually unlimited, and the 
area of growth may be regarded as al- 
most conterminus with the geographic- 
al boundaries of the Dominion. From 
the Labrador peninsula on the east and 
along the northern shores of the St. 
Lawrence the spruce grows abundant- 
ly and extends over that great triangle 
between Hudson bay and the Atlantic. 
Ontario has an abundance of pulp 
spruce, and it stretches northward al- 
most to where the Mackenzie river 
flows into the Arctic ocean. On the 
Pacific coast, along the mountainous 
bays of British Columbia, the spruce is 
found more abundantly as exploration 
is pushed forward. The Douglas fir, 
although partaking more of the nature 
of balsam than spruce, is a good pulp 
wood, and the trees, towering 250 feet 
in the air and measuring from 30 to 50 
feet in circumference at the ground, 
have made the timber of the coast fa- 
mous. 


Adjustable to Any Weather. 

The immense cost to street car com- 
panies of providing separate cars for 
summer and winter use has led a cou- 
ple of Indiana men to design an ad- 
justable car, says the Pittsburg Dis- 
patch. The car is egg shape, and the 
ribs at the sides and ends are slotted 
on either side to provide runways for

the curved sections of wood or metal 


which close the car. The roof of the 
car is of double thickness, with pockets 
in line with the ribs forming exten- 
sions of the curved sides. In the center 
of the roof is arranged a series of pul- 
leys with cables attached to the upper 
edges af the sliding sections, the oppo- 
site ends of the ropes being wound on a 
shaft, thus enabling the conductor to 
open and close the car by turning a 
crank on the shaft. When the cables 
are unwound, the sides will slide down- 
ward of their own accord until connec- 
tion is made with the floor, the curva- 
ture of the sides allowing the passen- 
gers to sit close to the ends of the seats 
without interfering with the work of 
altering the car. 


Gases of Distilled Water.

Are we serving the Son of God or are 
we fulfilling the purposes of satan, the 
adversary?

When it serves the purpose of a 
screen, breaking up the formal arrange- 
ment of the chairs and sofas and cre- 
ating a pleasant little alcove or fire- 
side corner, no method is more satis- 
factory than to it, screenwise, 
with an effective panel of embroidery. 
Such a scheme is suggested in the 
sketch, the idea of the designer being 
that the needlework should harmonize 
in character with the pretty flowered 
and hberibboned chintzes which now 
lend their charm to many a drawing 
room or boudoir. 

For the background is advised a Ro- 
man satin, moire velours or poplin, 
ivory white or warm cream in tone. 
The ribbon streamers and festoons 
could be literally rendered and quickly 
worked in the soft tinted French 
galons used for broad ribbon embrold- 
ery, laid de«7m with an outline of fine 
Japanese gold thread. A charming ef- 
fect would be given by twining togeth- 
er two ribbons of different colors—say 
rose and pink or pale green and white. 
Embroider the flowers in their natural 
coloring in filo floss silk, with touches 
of chenille in the stems, foliage and 
centers. In working the scroll border 
take care that it is well subordinated 
in color to the main design. It may 
be a soft yellow, almost buff, accen- 
tuated with gold thread, a soft gray 
green or a guiet brown, also blended 
with gold. When finished, the panel 
might be mounted on velvet or. cloth 
of a rather dark color, repeating some 
shade used in the work and harmoniz- 
ing with the prevailing tones of the 
surroundings. Linen worked with flax 
thread or fine tapestry wool might be 
substituted with excellent effect for 
the materials above described. 

When a piano fs constantly left open, 
it is a capital plan to protect the keys 
by covering them with a narrow strip 
of silk. This gives an opportunity for 
charming needlework decoratién. Sup- 
pose the keyboard cover to be of white 
or pale tinted satin, the design—for In- 
stance, branches of almond blossom— 
should be in fine ribbon work and a 
scroll with its motto, “Music, When 
Soft Voices Die, Vibrates In the Mem- 
ory,”’ outlined in gold or silver thread. 
There should be a lining of thinly 
quilted silk, pink or green, which could 
be delicately perfumed with violet, 
lemon verbena or any other favorite 
sachet powder. 

Nowhere is good needlework seen to 
better advantage than adapted as a 
rug or couvrette to throw over the end 
A refined and simple 
but at the same time exceedingly ef- 
fective design is that which completes 
my suggestions in the second sketch. 
The coloring must, of course, suited 
to the room for which it is intended, 
but an agreeable scheme would be to

Persistence of Mine Owners’ Refusal to Treat 
With Union Is Having Its Effect. 


———_ 


Philadelphia, Sept. 24.—Today opens 
the second week of the anthracite coal 
miners’ strike, and developments hav- 
ing an important bearing on the outcome 
of the struggle are looked for. There are 
not wanting signs of a desire on the 
part of some of the strikers to return 
to their work. This sentiment is gen- 
erally confined, so far as reported, to the 
English-speaking element among the 
mine workers. Experience has shown 
that these men are the most conserva- 
tive, the foreigners being impulsive and 
hot tempered in strike times. 

An effort will be made to start work in 
collieries located in Schuylkill county, 
with the protection of three regiments 
of the state national guard, in all num- 
bering about 2000 men. Some of sheet 
mines were voluntarily closed Saturday 
by the operators at the request of the 
county sheriff, with the object to check- 
ing disorder in and about Shenandoah, 
where the riot occurred Friday, which 
resulted in the killing of one of the 
rioters by the sheriff's posse. 

The operators and mine owners claim 
that a suffictent number of hands to 
run many of the collieries are desirous 
of returning to work, if they can be 
protected from assaults from the dis- 
orderly element. The sheriff found him- 
self unabie to control this element, and 
hence his request for troops was complied 
with by the governor. 

There is a feeling that efforts will be 
made in many districts to start up mines 
that are now idle. The persistence of 
corporations and individual mine owners 
in asserting that they will consider 
the grievances of their employes in- 
dividually, but will never, under any 
circumstances, treat with the union 
workers, has undoubtedly had its effect, 
and it would not be surprising if many 
mines that have been tied up since the 
strike began will resume operations, at 
least partially, some time this week. 

No estimates of the number of mine 
workers likely to return to work today 
have been made by either side. 

Quietness prevailed Sunday through- 
out the entire region. Some mass meet- 
ings were held, which were addressed by 
the strike leaders, but all the meetings 
were conducted in an orderly manner. 


Railroaders May Take a Hand. 

Scranton, Pa., Sept. 24.—It now begins 
to look as if the strike would extend to 
the railroaders, at least in this section. 
The switchmen had another conference 
yesterday with their national officers to 
discuss the request of the striking miners 
that they refuse to handle non-union 
coal. Nothing could be learned of what 
was done further than that a committee 
would go to New York today, and thaton 
their return something definite would be 
done. 

Cuba’s Ex-Ruler Dead. 

Madrid, Sept. 24.—Marshal Arsenio 
Martinez de Campos died yesterday at 
Zarauz. Arsenio Martinez Campos 
was born in 1834. He had a varied mili- 
tary career, and was once confined ina 
fortress as a conspirator. In 1895 he 
successfully met the Cuban rebels In sev- 
eral engagements. He was in favor of 
meeting the rebels half way in their de- 
mands, but was not supported in this 
program, and was recalled in January, 
1896. Afterwards he was governor of 
Madrid, and during the threatened dy- 
nastic troubles was chief counsellor of 
the queen regent. 


Modest Request Will Be Refused. 

Havana, Sept. 24.—Porto Rico's de- 
mand on Cuba for the repayment of more 
than $2,500,000 advanced to Spain to 
conduct military operations against 
Cuba has been the source of considerable 
amusement. Cubans are asking why 
they should repay funds lent to the 
enemy for the expressed purpose of sub- 
duing them. General Wood points out 
that he is unable to take any action in 
the matter. 


Cotton Shortage Continues. 

Fall River, Mass., Sept. 24.—Although 
but two mills will curtail production this 
week, the Stafford and Stevens, a larger 
number will announce further curtail- 
ment, beginning Oct. 1, as a result ofa 
shortage in the local supply of cotton. 


Yellow Fever !s Spreading. 
Havana, Sept. 24—Thirty-one new 
cases of yellow fever have been officially 
reported since Friday, making nearly 
100 now under treatment. 


The Waters Falling. 

Calcutta, Sept. 24.—The floods that fol- 
lowed the recent tremendous rains, in- 
undating the country for miles, are now 
slowly subsiding. 


Americans Not Conspiring. 

Mexico City, Sept. 24.—An article ina 
Los Angeles paper, advocating the an- 
nexation of Mexico to the United States, 
causes the Mexican Herald to deny that 
Americans in this country are conspiring 
against the political integrity of Mexico.

After remarking that “all the recent 

troubles in South Africa have been due 
to a shift of parliamentary opinion ata 
critical moment,” the prime minister 
oes on to Say:

Manila, Sept. 24—The insurgent de- 
monstrations prove to have been more 
extended than was first reported. From 
Cagayun and Isabella provinces ond the 
northwestein districts of Laz come 
accounts of insurgent operations and 
American precautionary measures. The 
American casualties in killed, wounded 
or missing during the last ten days ap- 
proach 100, including those at Siniloan. 
An insurgent proclamation, signed last 
month by Aguinaldo, directing that 
American prisoners be set at liberty, 
that good treatment be accorded to cap- 
tives, and that $40 be paid to each Amer- 
ican surrendering, has reached Manila.

New York, Sept. 24.—Frederick 
Schmidt, 56 years old, became a cripple 
about three years ago, and since that 
time has grown so peéevish and fretful 
that no one of the farnily could manage 
him but his daughter Kate, aged 14.

When 
taken before a magistrate he said he 
had no recollection of his assaulting his 
daughter.

Never Accepted the Nomination. 

Boston, Sept. 24.—In an interview with 
a Globe representative, Roger Wolcott, 
Jr., who recently left his father at 
Lucerne, stated that his father would 
not accept the post of ambassador to 
Rome, and that he had never said that 
he would do so. It was not until Sept. 
5 that he heard officially of the appoint- 
ment. Governor Wolcott decided that 
his personal and private interests would 
prevent his accepting it. The Wolcotts 
travelled extensively, so that cablegrams 
from Washington followed them overa 
greater part of Europe. 

Socialists Failed to Agree. 

Paris, Sept. 24.—The international So- 
cialist congress opened yesterday in this 
city. The proceedings were from far 
harmonious, owing to a bitter disagree- 
ment between the Socialist supporters 
of the French government, headed by 
M. Jauros, and other French factions. 
As the Jauros party were in the majority 
at the outset, they elected M. Jauros 
president, but'on the arrival of a strong 
contingent of their adversaries, the elec- 
tion was annulled and the session closed 
without having accomplished anything. 


His Mind Out of Order. 

New York, Spt. 24.—Charles R. John- 
gon, 33 years old, of Bangor, Me., was 
removed to Bellevue hospital yesterday 
from a hotel on Seventh avenue, suffer- 
ing from dementia. Johnson went to 
the hotel on Sept. 9. He did not leave 
his room once since that date, and acted 
so queerly that the proprietor of the 
hotel had him sent to the hospital.

Hartford, Sept. 24.—Thomas A. Bro- 
phy, a bartender, 22 years old, is at the 
point of death, as a result of the ter- 
rible beating at the hands of four men. 
Brophy absclutely refuses to give the 
names of his assailants or the circum- 
stances which led up to the assault. 


Washington, Sept. 24—By order of the 
president the state department has 
made public the Chinese correspondence 
between this government and the gov- 
ernments of Germany and Russia and 
Prince Ching of China, 

The forecasts of these notes made in 
the press appear to have been accurate, 
for, although nowhere in the text is ref- 
erence made to the withdrawal of the 
United States troops from China the offi- 
cial statement, issued by the navy de- 
partment in advance of the publication 
of the notes, bears out the prediction 
that the government finally has decided 
upon such a material reduction of its 
military forces as will amount toa with- 
drawal of the army as an offensive in- 
strument. This statement from the 
navy department, moreover, is full of 
significance of a purpose on the part 
of the government to see to it that, if 
there is any subsequent attempt at ter- 
ritorial aggression on the part of the 
powers, who already have declared them- 
Selves as willing to abide by the ex- 
pressed determination of the United 
States to refrain from seizing upon 
Chinese territory, then the United States 
is to lose no right or privilege which it 
now enjoys by such action. 

The notes themselves are brief, con- 
Sidering the importance of the topics 
treated The Russian and Chinese an- 
swers, being in the form of diplomatic 
memoranda, are short to a degree rarely 
seen in diplomatic exchange. But in 
both cases, being completely responsive 
and favorable to the tnquirer, they will 
escape criticism on that score. 

The answer to the German note is 
carefully phrased so as to soften the 
unqualified refusal of the United States 
government to make the punishment 
of the Chinese ringleaders a condition 
precedent to negotiations. Also it Is 
noted that, in the expression of a purpose 
to Insist upon the ultimate and proper 
punishment of these offenders, the state 
department goes far beyond the German 
declaration on the subject. The an- 
nouncement that the department intends 
{inmediately to begin, through Mr. Con- 
ger, conferences with Ching and Li 
Hung Chang, although distinctly mark- 
ing the fact that these are only prelim- 
inary to final negotiations, will have the 
effect to force the other powers to an {m- 
mediate determination of their policles 
in this matter. 

Russia is informed that our minister 
is to remain for the present at Pekin 

All the puwers are informed that the 
United States recognizes the sufficiency 
of the credentials of Li Hung Chang and 
Prince Ching, and that it fs the purpose 
of this government to open “preliminary 
negotiations” with the Chinese envoys. 

This word “preliminary” and the 
phraseology of the remainder of the 
notes concerning the negotiations, make 
it plain that the United States has not 
withdrawn from the concert of the 
powers, and has not as yet proposed to 
go ahead and negotiate on its own ac- 
count. 

Instead, the United States is careful 
to so announge its intention of opening 
such negotiations in the future as to ex- 
tend an invitation to other powers to 
join therein. 

For the present, it should be noted, 
all negotiations are of a “preliminary” 
nature, “looking toward the return of the 
imperial Chinese government, and tothe 
resumption of its authority at Pekin, 
and toward the negotiation of a com- 
plete settlement by the duly-appointed 
plenipotentiaries of the powers and of 
China.” 

Mr. Conger is authorized to “enter into 
relations’ with Earl Li and Prince 
Ching, but the real negotiations for a 

complete settlement’ by the powers 
are deferred to give the other nations

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BIG PLANTS TO REOPEN. 


Sixty Thousand Stee! and Iron Workers Ben- 
efit by Signing of Wage Scale. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 24.—At 12:30 Sunday 
morning both sides of the great wage 
conference between the Amalgamated 
Workers and the steel works gave out 
that they had reached an agreement. 

It is known as the yearly scale, which 
takes effect usually in July. Owing to 
the unusual fluctuations of the market, 
the new scale had not been signed when 
the mills shut down June 30, and the 
conditions have been unfavorable ever 
since June, so that the mills have been 
idle for almost three months. As soon 
as the scale was signed messages were 
sent in every direction. Some mills will 
start today, and all others as soon as 
possible. 

This decision means employment to- 
day to over 60,000 workingmen, who 
have been idle since June. 

In endeavoring to arrive at this agree- 
ment, the wage conference committee 
of the Amalgamated Association of Iron 
and Stes] Workers has had five different 
conferences with the manufacturers, 
meeting at New York, Detroit, Indian- 
apolis and Youngstown, as well as here. 
They have been in conference here since 
Wednesday and determined Saturday 
night to sit until they got together, or 
agreed to disagree. While neither side 
got what it wanted, yet both sides felt 
relieved when the scale was signed, af- 
ter an all-night sessicn. 

The reasons for the delay in adjust- 
ing the wage scale, as well as for the 


frequent prolonged conferences, are 
found in the slump in the market and 
the fluctuations during the past year 


from the highest to the lowest prices. 
The workers wanted $5 per ton, based on 
a 1.4 card rate. The manufacturers 
offered $4.50 per ton on a 1 cent card

Mansfield, O., Sept. 24.—A mob formed 
here yesterday, and the Dowie elders, 
Ephraim Bassinger and Silas Moot, were 
its victims. The two elders were recog- 
nized by a crowd at the depot, and were 
taken to the Richland Buggy woeks, 
where Bassinger disrobed, but the crowd 
tore Moot’s clothing from his body, as 
he refused to disrobe himself. A paint 
bucket and a brush were then secured 
and smokestack varnish was daubed 
over them from head to foot. It was 
matted in their hair and no part of their 
bodies escaped but their faces. Later 
they were marched to the city prison: 
By applications of lard and benzine the 
black varnish was cut, and, after new 
outfits of clothing were furnished, they 
were deported on a train.

Edmnnds on Trusts. 

Ex-Senator Edmunds is in favor of 
McKinley for re-election and states his 
reasons in his usual able and convincing 
manner. . 

“In regard to trusts,” he says, ‘“‘the 
country will be as well off under one 
party as another. Combinations of men 
cannot be broken. We may harass them 
and in a measure control them, but men 
will continue to combine for mutual in- 
terests, and you cannot stop them. The 
tendency is toward combinations. Men 
are engaged in bigger enterprises than 
ever before, and many of these can be 
effected only by combination. Every- 
thing is bigger. Even our locomotives 
are larger and more powerful,” said Mr.

Dr. Gunsaulus as pastor 
of Plymouth Congregational church of 
Chicago, has resigned because of ill 
health. 

Prince Maximilian of Saxony has ac- 
cepted the professorship of canonical law 
at the University of Freyburg, Switzer- 
land. Ile was born in 1870 and in 1896 
was ordained a priest. At present he is 
pastor of a church in Nuremberg. 

An wsthetic English vicar at Wombley 
will not allow the word “died” to be put 
on the tombstones of the people buried 
in the cemetery.

NEW TORPEDO BOAT LAUNCHED. 


Named Alter Sturdy Revolutionary Here Who 
Captured British Sloop of War.

READ THE RIOT ACT. 


ShertT and Deputies Dispersed Mid- 
night March of Striking Miners, 


Calls Upon the Governor For 
Troops to Preserve Order. 


Many of Markie Employes Do Not Consider 
Answer to Their Demands Satisfactory. 


Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 26.—Governor 
Stone has been asked to send more troops 
into the strike region. A formal re- 
quest has been made by Sheriff Harvey 
of Luzerne county. The night marches 
of the strikers is given as the reason for 
asking for Sheriff Har- 
vey says he fears he cannot cope with 
them. 

lt was learned that the sheriff's re- 
quest was backed up by several tele- 
grams from private citizens of Hazleton, 
who, it is said, are mine operators. It 
is believed that the sheriff 1s of the 
opinion that the presence of troops will 
prevent any further marching, thus less- 
ening the possibility of serious trouble. 

The strikers met after midnight at 
Cranberry, and when they reached Tom- 
hicken they were stopped by Sheriff 
Harvey and 30 armed deputies. It was 
yet dark and the sheriff read the riot 
act to them by the light of a lantern. 
The atrikers then scattered in dif- 
ferent directions and began missionary 
work in preventing mine workers from 
gcing to the Potts mines.

outside of the request for sol- 
diers, Was the answer of G. B. Markle 
& Co, to the demands presented by the 
firm's employes 10 days ago. The answer 
is not considered satisfactory by many 
of the Markle employes, and what action 
they will take at their meeting today is 
not certain. There is much talk among 
them in favor of a strike. 

The company gives specific answers to 
various demands made by the men. Re- 
garcing the request for semi-monthly 
payments of wages the company says 
that in 1893 the announcement was made 
that all who desired wages semi-monthly 
could have them upon giving notice, but, 
the company adds, the men did not take 
advantage of the notice, and monthly 
payment was resumed. Up until 1897, 
the company says, no request for semi- 
tinonthly paymer its have been made. 
This grievance is then disposed of by 
the company stating that if after mature 
deliberation the men want to return to 
the semi-monthly plan it will be re- 
sumed. 

In denying the request that the drivers 
be paid for every hour that they work, 
the company says the wages are based 
upon service from 7 a. m. to 6 p. m., 
but that in most cases the men are 
through by 5 p. m., and are always paid 
for a full day. 

On one of the principal grievances, the 
price of powder, the company asks for 
arbitration. The price now charged is 

2.70 a keg. The men want it madeas 
low as possible. 

Another principal grievance, that em- 
ployes getting $1.50 per day be advanced 
6 percent and under that figure 10 per- 
cent, the company declines to accede 
to. “Thesliding scale,” the reply states, 
“which is embodied in our agreement, 
has governed wages since its adoption, 
and, notwithstanding the increased cost 
in the production and preparation of 
coal, has remained the same. Since De- 
cember, 1899, there has been an advance 
of 6 percent on the basis and since Feb- 
ruary, 1900, the rates of wages paid our 
men have been higher than at any time 
since Jan. 1, 1895. We cannot grant the 
request.” 

The company declines to pay engineers 
by the hour, preferring to coutinue pay- 
ing them a monthly rate. It is agreed 
to provide a powder car, if for black 
powder and not dynamite. A tool car, 
to bring tools to and from the mine, will 
also be provided when the men fix upon 
a feasible plan that will end complaints 
as to losing tools. It is also agreed to 
erect a powder house. 

In conclusion, the company asks for 
an early reply to the result of the men’s 
deliberations on the answer, in order 
that there will be no delay in arbitration 
and a final decision. 

The labor leaders would make no com- 
ment on the Markie answer, but it is 
known they are much pleased. If the 
firm had conceded the wage demand, 
which is only about half of what the 
United Mine Workers are asking 
throughout the region, it was feared 
there would be a big break among the 
men who struck at the Markle mines.

Two Districts In Massachuselts May Have to 
Settle the Matter in Convention. 

Boston, Sept. 26.—Republican caucuses 
were held last night in all the Boston 
wards, and several cities and towns 
throughout the state, and two or more 
doubtful congressional nominations 
were decided. Charlies GC. Washburn 
Wins in the Third district, comprising 
Worcester and adjacent towns, while 
In the Eleventh Samuel L. Powers of 
Newton has a majority of the delegates. 
The results of the Fourth and the Tenth 
Bre not definitely known yet. 

With these two districts practically 
settled, considerable of the interest turns 
to the Fourth and Tenth. The former 
district comprises no less than 49 towns 
and three cities, and of those making 
returns, 24 towns elected delegates 
pledged to Tirrell, while 10 towns and 
two cities elected delegates pledged to 
Clarke. The close fight surprised the 
Clarke managers, who confidently ex- 
pected that the former secretary of the 
Home Market club would sweep the dis- 
trict.

Next week, following his Ohio 
tour, he will deliver a number of speeches 
in the New England states. 


Decidedly Encouraging. 

Galveston, Tex., Sept. 26—There are 
17 foreign steamers now here ready for 
cargoes. The official receipts of cot- 
ton yesterday were 13,201 bales. More 
than 2000 contracts have been let for re- 
pairs and rebuilding, and general busi- 
ness has been partially resumed. The 
clearing of the immense mass of wreck- 
age created by the storm is progressing 
as fast as the limited labor supply per- 
mits. 


Opinion That Boer War Is Enged. 

London, Sept. 26—The war is com- 
pletely ended, says the Lourenzo Mar- 
quez correspondent of The Daily Tele- 
graph. Many guns have been destroyed 
and hundreds of wagons and thousands 
of tons of stores have been burned. 
Burning wreckage lies in every direction 
in the Hector Spruit district. Any good 
police force of 20,000 men can effect the 
complete pacification of the country. 


Evidence of Numerous Wrecks. 

St. John’s, Sept. 26.—British barque 
Imogene, 32 days from Cadiz for this 
port, has arrived here badly damaged. 
The Imogene reports having passed 
through great quantities of wreckage.

TO REDUCE FORCES. [py ceaerereareere: Metts 


Chaffee Will Send Thirty-Five Hun- 
dred Soldiers From Pekin to Manila, 


Fourteen Hundred Will Pro- 
tect American Legation. 


England Takes the Same Altitude as America 
Regarding Germany's Proposition. 


Washington, Sept. 26.—Orders were 
put upon the cable yesterday directing 
General Chaffee to retain under his per- 
sonal command at Pekin a legation guard 
of one regiment of infantry, a squadron 
of cavalry and a light battery, and forth- 
with to dispatch all other officers, troops, 
stores and war material to Manila. 

Nearly a month ago the Russian gov- 
ernment was told that if the Russian 
forces and ministry were withdrawn 
from Pekin “‘we shall give instructions 
to the commander of the American forces 
in China to withdraw our forces from 
Pekin, after due conference with other 
commanders as to time and manner of 
withdrawal.” 

That time has come, and yesterday's 
action marks the beginning of the dis- 
appearance of the American army irom 
China, for, although some military force 
is to remain, it will not be of the char- 
acter of an army, but, under the condi- 
tion laid down in the order to General 
Chaffee, and especially under its official 
designation as a “legation guard,” wil) 
be rather of the nature of a civil guard 
This small force will not be included in 
any military operations which may be 
conducted by the allied armies, and so 
will not fall subject to the directions of 
Field Marshal Waldersee, the com- 
mander-in-chief. 

Much thought has been given to the 
proper number of troops to be allotted 
for this purpose, and {t is believed that 
the 1400 men selected will be quite suffi- 
cient to protect the American legation 
against any force that could be brought 
against it. It is noteworthy, too, that 
the most complete arrangements have 
been ordered for the maintenance of the 
men, while care has been taken that there 
shall not be a shortage of ammunition 
as there was in the British legation dur- 
ing the siege. Itis estimated that about 
a week will be required to bring the 3500 
soldiers away from Pekin, after the start 
ismade. General Chaffee is authorized 
to take from the ships now at Taku such 
stores as will be necessary to last him 
through the winter. 

A Lord Salisbury has dispatched to Ber- 
lin a reply_to the German note, which, 
the dispatch asserts, is “identical in 
terms” with the American reply. Lord 
Salisbury’s adoption of the substance of 
the American reply to Germany is un- 
expected, in view of the attitude of the 
British public prints, while if he has 
also adopted the wording of the Wash- 
ington reply it will be regarded in diplo- 
matie circles, jealous of even the small- 
est points, as of tremendous significance. 

Chaffee’s marching orders mean that 
the United States, having rescued its 
minister, and such of its citizens as re- 
main alive in China, purpose a military 
evacuation of the posts it was necessary 
to occupy, and does not intend to share 
any further in military operations in 
China. England's decision to join the 
United States in what is believed on this 
side of the water to be the common-sense 
view of the German suggestion leaves 
Germany in an embarrassing position. 

The reports that Prince Tuan has been 
signally honored by the Chinese govern- 
ment have not yet been officially con- 
firmed, although the authorities have re- 
ceived word of Chinese rumors that some 
such action had been taken. The state 
department is not disposed to attach se- 
rious importance to the reports, but if 
it should prove true that Prince Tuan has 
been advanced to high station, it doubt- 
less will be taken cognizance of by the 
state department, and may lead to se- 
rious consequences. This government 
has laid down the principle that no one 
in any way connected with the outrages 
shall have anything to do with the forth- 
coming negotiations, and this applies to 
Prince Tuan or any others notably con- 
nected with the disturbance. 

Censul General Goodnow has advised 
the state department that the taotai at 
Shanghai has been degraded, and that 
this is believed to be due to the favorable 
attitude of that official towards for 
eigners. 


to Await Further Developments. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 26.—The governor 
has concluded that the situation at pres- 
ent in Luzerne county does not justify 
the sending of state troops there, and he 
will not call out more troops until, in his 
judgment, there is sufficient cause there- 
for. He will confer further with Sheriff 
Harvey on the subpject.

How Germany Regards the Attitude 
of the United States Toward China. 


Situation Said to Be More 
Dangerous Than Ever. 


Appointment of Prince Tuan as Grand Secre- 
tary Causes General Indignation. 


Berlin, Sept. 26.—The German press 
continues to comment upon America's 
answer to the German note, taking the 
ground that the situation has been made 
more dangerous, and saddiing the blame 
for this upon President McKinley. Sev- 
eral semi-official papers severely con- 
demn the attitude of the United States. 
Others “explain” it by a reference to the 
Gifficulties in the Philippines. 

Alarming news from China has reached 
the German government, but it will not 
be published now, as Germany intends 
to use it during the conference in Pe- 
kin. Field Marshal Von Waldersee has 
cabled to Emperor William direct that he 
has found the general situation much 
more dangerous than he had expected, 
as it has grown worse during the last 
fortnight, and the consuls in central and 
southern China are expecting a general 
uprising. 

Admiral Von Bendemann has repeated- 
ly cabled that the situation along the 
Yang-Tse-Kiang is very critical, and 
also expres fears concerning the 
safety of Kiao-Chou. 

The German foreign office has received 
efficial information of the appointment 
of Prince Tuan us grand secretary. In 
reply to an inquiry as to whether this 
indicated a serious turn in affairs, a high 
official of the foreign office said: “Un- 
doubtedly it does for the powers that 
want to begin peace negotiations. The 
appointment means that Tuan is now at 
the helm and shows to what lengths the 
Chinese go wili go in defying 
the powers.” 

The Cologne Gazette publishes a state- 
ment, evidently inspired, to the effect 
that, with the exception of Great Brit- 
ain, all the powers have replied to the 
German note, and that all, with the ex- 
eeption of the United States, agree to 
Germany's propesal in essentials. 

“The appointment of Prince Tuan a9 
the head of the Chinese government may 
be regarded,’ says the Cologne Gazette, 
“as the first fruits of America’s policy.” 
The American -note has evidently re- 
vived the courage of the Chinese and 
their cherished speculations regarding 
discord among the powers. 

“The act of the empress dowager, in 
appointing Prince Tuan, is a slap in the 
face for the whole world, but China will 
deceive herself in this matter, as she 
has doneinothers. Evenassuming that 
active work against China should be left 
to only a part of the powers, that part 
will be strong enough to impose its will 
in China, and any state standing aside 
would never think of opposing the work 
of justice undertaken by the others. 

“There is no denying that Prince Tu- 
an’s appointment has brought about 4 
change in the situation. Many powers 
will ask themselves whether it is pos- 
sible to enter upon diplomatic negotia- 
tions with a state headed by a man 
strongly suspected of being guilty of the 
gravest breaches of international law.” 

The officia! added that Germany feels 
absolutely no bitterness over the answer 
of the United States, although she re- 
gards it as embodying a mistaken policy 
toward China. There has been no fur- 
ther exchange of views on the subject 
between Berlin and Washington since the 
reception of the American reply. 

Germany's Possible Intentions. 

London, Sept. 26.—The latest news 
from China indicates that events are 
rapidly drifting in the direction of war 
between China and Germany. There {fs 
the best reason for believing, says the 
Shanghai correspondent of The Morning 
Post, that Count Von Waldersee, on ar- 
riving at Taku, will present an ulti- 
matum, demanding the surrender of five 
leaders of the anti-foreign rising. Af- 
ter a few hours’ grace he will formally 
declare war, and, taking advantage of 
Germany's position as a belligerent, he 
will proceed to seize everything available 
with the German forces and fleet.

How Austria Feels About It. 
Vienna, Sept. 25.—The Austrian press 
bitterly condemns the attitude of the 
United States toward China, attributing 
to the course of the Washington gov- 
ernment the “arrogant defiance with 
which China is treating theallies.” The 
opinion is that the upshot will be a war 
with China. The Fremdenbilatt docs 
not think that the defection of the United 
States will cause a lasting disturbance 
among the powers. 
Thinks Germany's Proposal Is Just. 
London, Sept. 26.—The Times, in an edi- 
torial says: The country would be both 
astonished and shocked if our govern- 
ment did not warmly support the Ger- 
man proposal. It is simply inconceiy- 
able that the British, of ail governments, 
should refuse to accede toa proposal at 
once 89 reasonable and just. 


Russians Take Another City. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 26—The war 
office announces that General Sacharoff, 
the chief of the Russian general staff, 
captured Chu-Lan-Chen, near the Sun- 
gari river, Sept. 12, putting +o flight 500 
Chinamen. It is added that the Rus 
Sians sustdined no casualties. 


War at Wha'ever Cost. 

London, Sept. 26.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Standard says: Chi- 
nese officials report that Prince Tuan haz 
issued a secret edict to the effect thai 
the imperial court has decided to con- 
tinue the war against the powers a’ 
whatever cost. 


Music For German Soldiers. 
Berlin, Sept. 26.—The firm of Hohne 
& Co. has sent 6000 French harps to the 
German troops in China. The instru- 
ments bear Prince Bismarck’s motto: 


“We Germans fear God and nothing els¢ 
in the world.”

VICTORY FOR TORPEOO FLEET. 


Apparent'y Covered itself With G'ory In Second 
Night of Naval Maneuvers. 
Newport, R. L, Sept. 26.—The second 
night of the naval maneuvers resulted, 
apparently, in an overwhelming victory 
for the torpedo fleet, whichclaimstohave 


torpedoed every ship which it en- 
countered. 
The blockading fleet included the 


Kearsarge, Indiana, Texas, Scorpion and 
Eagle. It proceeded several miles out 
to sea, and drew up the line of blockade 
with long distances between the boats. 
The plan of the maneuvers for the night 
was an attack of the torpedo boats upon 
the blockading squadron, and an at- 
tempt by the inside fleet to run out. The 
Leyden was the only boat to make the 
attempt to run the blockade, and was 
held up by the Scorpion and put out of 
action. The blockaders evidently tried 
to avoid the attack, fearing the sub- 
marine boat Holland. They burned no 
lights, except as a torpedo boat was sup- 
posed to be approaching within attack- 
ing distance, when a searchlight was 
flashed out and then immediately turned 
off again. The torpedq boats had to 
look for their prey, and spent hours in the 
search. The Texas was far down to 
the westward, and the torpedo boats 
gave little attention to her, concentrat- 
ing their attack on the other boats. 

The Seorpion, which had fought the 
Leyden in the latter's attempt to runthe 
blockade, was herself the first to be tor- 
pedoed by the littl Gwynn, and was 
technically sunk after being chased for 
about 40 minutes. The Gwynn also suc- 
cessfully torpedoed the Eagle. Then 
she joined the Morris and Rodgers in an 
attack on the Kearsarge. The Rodgers 
was caught in the big battleship’s search- 
light and put out of action, but the 
Morris and Gwynn were up within tor- 
pedoing distance, and claimed a point 


against the Kearsarge. The Morris 
made an especially good mark. The 
Dahigren had to go far out to sea in

The torpedo fleet apparently covered 
itself with glory Commander Masoh, 
commanding the torpedo station and the 
fleet of torpedo boats, claims that the 
torpedo boats gained a decided advan- 
tage, successful in torpedoing 
all the ships they met.

When the governor left the hall with 
his party to go toward the train, he was 
surrounded by a company of rough 
riders, commanded by Sherman Bell, one 
of his own soldiers in the Spanish war. 
He was mpanied by Curtis 
Guild, Jr., of Boston, Senator Wolcott 
and several others 

Governor Roosevelt and his party were 
on foot. A crowd of boys began throw- 
ing stones and shouting for Bryan 
The rough riders, mounted and un- 
mounted, closed in around the governor 
to protect h!m from assault by the mob. 
One man made a personal attack upon 
Governor Roosevelt, and succeeded in 
striking him a blow on the breast with 
astick, The assailant was immediately 
knocked down by Daniel M. Sullivan, 
postmaster of Cripple Creek. 

A rush was then made to drag the 
mounted men in khahki uniforms from 
their horses. The men on foot, also in 
khahki, closed around the governor, 
making a wedge mich pushed through 
the crowd, and they finally succeeded in 
gaining the train, Ww hich was surrounded 
by the mob. 

Py this time there were probably 1500 
excited people in the vicinity and fisti- 
cuffs were exchanged on all sides. 

Many of the mob were armed with 
sticks and clubs, some with rotten po- 
s, Stale eggs and lemons The en- 
tire party regained the train, however, 
without serious injury, and it pulled out 
of the place with the rough riders on the 
rear platform. 

Governor Roosevelt, while regretting 
the incident, was not disturbed by the 
incident, and was ready to ag eed with 
his spe at Cripple Cree 
toosevelt maak. at three 
meetings in this city last night, all of 
which were indoor meetings and large, 
orderly and appreciative.

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THE NAVAL MANEUVERS. 


Board Renders Decisions as to the Claims 
Made by the Participating Vessels. 

Newport, R. L., Sept. 27.—The decisions 
of the naval board on the maneuvers 
of Monday night and Tuesday night, and 
the different claims of the torpedo boats 
were made public last night, and the 
feature is the allowing of that of the 
Stellitto having torpedoed the Massa- 
chusetts. The board decided that the 
little torpedo boat had had time to suc- 
cessfully launch a torpedo, having been 
under fire only a minute. The claim of 
the Leyden’s ramming the Kearsarge is 
disallowed on the ground that the Ley- 
den was beyond the field of action. Both 
of these movements took place Monday 
night. 

The claim that the Dahlgren torpedoed 
the Indiana during the maneuvers Tues- 
day night is also disallowed. It was 
shown that the Dahlgren had already 
torpedoed the Kearsarge, and in so do- 
ing had been sunk. Owing toa mistake 
of her umpire, however, she was allowed 
to continue on and during that time met 
the Indiana. The Leyden, during the 
action Tuesday night, was sent out to 
draw the fire of the blockading fleet, dur- 
ing which time she was captured by the 
Scorpion and Eagle, but these two boats 
were almost immediately torpedoed by 
the smallest boat of the fleet, the Gwyn. 
The Scorpion and Eagle were sunk, 
while the Gwyn escaped. 

The Holland's claim of having sunk 
the Kearsarge is also disallowed. The 
board decided that the battleship had al- 
ready been sunk when the Holland met 
her coming in, only tive miles south of 
thelightship. The commander-in-chief, 
however, warmly commended the brav- 
ery of the officers and crew of the Hol- 
land, and the boat was in constsant dan- 
ger of being sunk by the other boats. 


Boers Realize That End Has Come. 

Lourenzo Marquez, Sept. 27.—Evi- 
dences of utter rout marked the re- 
tirement of the Boers along the line of the 
railroad toward Portuguese territory. 
Their whole line of retreat Was strewn 
with broken guns, damaged ammunition 
and the debris of loot, which they de- 
stroyed rather than allow it to fall into 
the hands of the British. Ruined bridges 
and burned farmhouses showed the tem- 
per of the burghers. Hundreds of 
thousands of dollars’ worth of property 
din the last few days of the 
Boer retreat This wholesale destruc-

SETTLEMENT IN SIGHT, 


Operators Said to Be Willing to Grant 
an Increase In Miners’ Wages, 


But Won’t Arbitrate Differ- 
ences Through Mitchell. 


Refusal of Recognition of Union Will Not Be 
Difficult Obstacle to Overcome. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 28.—-A railroad of- 
ficer ofthis city, word can be 
taken as authoritative, but who would 
not consent to have his name used in 
connection with the statement, says that 
the coal miners’ strike has been virtually 
setUed. The terms, he added, would be 
made known, in all likelihood, within 
the next 24 hours. 

“The miners may be said to have won 
their demands,” he said, ‘“‘with the ex- 
ception of that which refers to the recog- 
nition of their union. This point the 
operators will not concede, but the strike 
leaders will agree to a compromise along 
the lines I have indicated.” 

While the identity of the person or 
persons who are said to be at work en- 
deavoring to bring about the imemdiate 
and peaceful adjustment of the dif- 
ferences between the employers and em- 
ployes has not been disclosed, it is openly 
admitted in authoratitive sources that 
such endeavor is in progress. 

President Truesdale of the Lacka- 
wanna company is quoted as making 
such admission, but in what manner or 
by whom they were being conducted. he 
declined to state. 

President Mitchell, the head of the 
striking miners’ organization, expresses 
the belief that the operators have decided 
to offer the miners an increase of wages, 
but he, too, declines to admit whether he 
possesses any further information on the 
subject. 

From Scranton comes the statement 
that at a conference of coal operators of 
that section the opinion is prevalent that 
the influences at work are of a strong po- 
iltical nature, and that the operators 
will be obliged to offer the men at least 
the concession of an increase in wages. 

The information upon which the opera- 
tors base their conclusion that the work- 
ing influences were political could not be 
learned. 

Coupled with nearly all the reports of 
a probable settlement of the trouble, 
comes the announcement that the men 
will be offered an increase of pay, but 
that the mine owners will positively de- 
cline to arbitrate the differences through 
President Mitchell, or to, in any manner, 
give recognition to the United Mine 
Workers’ organization. 

This refusal of recognition, however, 
will not prove a difficult obstacle to 
overcome, President Mitchell having ex- 
pressed his willingness to accept a set- 
tlement through seperate conferences 
of committees of the employes and their 
direct employers. If the railroad presi- 
dents and others who control the mines 
accept this proposition, he said, he would 
waive all claim to the recognition of the 
union. One condition he exacted, how- 
ever, and that was that these various 
conferences should be held the same day 
and in the same city. 

Matters were quiet throughout the 
strike region yesterday, and the strikers 
forces were increased by the closing of 
a few mines.

Since justice has not been done 
me, the aim I pursue remains the same 
until attained, viz: The legal revision of 
my trial.”

Washington, Sept. 28.—The state de- 
partment has not yet been acquainted

The document itself is in course 
of final approval, acting Secretary Hill 
having completed the draft some days 
ago, and forwarded it to the president. 

It is the belief of the state department 
that the actual transmission of the in- 
structions will be carried out very soon, 
probably in the next 12 hours. Itissaid 
that the text of the instructions will not 
be made public at present, for diplomatic 
reasons, but there is ne concealment of 
the general scope of the document, which 
is on the lines laid down in the three

notes In this connection, it is sald at 
the state department that Mr. Conger 
will put these negotiations in motion, 


without any purpose of acting for any 
government other than the United 
States, although the government steadily 
keeps in mind that the United States Is 
but one of several nations mutually in- 
terested in obtaining a common end, and 
it is hoped that the effect of Mr. Conger’s 
making a beginning toward negotiations 
may be to induce other powers to fol- 
low. At the same time the government 
has never assumed to lay down any 
mandate as to the course to be followed 
by all or any of the other powers. 

It is believed that the state depart- 
ment already has taken steps through 
Minister Wu to impress upon the Chi- 
nese goverment the undesirability of 
the appointment of Prince Tuan as grand 
secretary and the painful impression 
this appointment has created throughout 
this country. The effect of his appoint- 
ment, if persisted in, it is said, might be 
to retard seriously the final negotiations, 
or, in fact, any negotiationsat all. 

The government feels that it is much 
reinforced in its present position by 
the note from Li Hung Chang, In which 
he gave positive assurances to the United 
States that he had sufficient authority 
to protect all American interests, and 


would see that this authority was ex- 
ercised. The government now looks 
upon this assurance as a guarantee 


which must be faithfully performed aa 
a condition ecedent to even the estab- 
lishment of relations with Li Hung 
Chang and Prince Ching. If the ap- 
pointment of Tuan promises in any man- 
ner to obstruct the performance of this 
pledge, then it would be clearly violative 
of the guarantee laid down, and would 
warrant the immediate withdrawal ot 
Mr. Conger from further relations with 
the Chinese envoys. So lt appears that 
much more depends upon what Tuan 
does than upon what he has done. 


Emperor’s Return Suggested.

Pekin, Sept. 21, via Taku, Sept. 25.— 
All the foreign ministers have addressed 
notes to Prince Ching, suggesting the re- 
turn to Pekin of the emperor and the 
court. The notes were informal, and 
not written in a diplomatic capacity. 
The writers Jo not consider them binding 
upon their r spective governments, The 
diplomats acted jointly in the matter, 
but the letters were sent individually. 
These did not contain any assurances, 
but merely suggested the return of the 
emperor. Prince Ching undertook to 
deliver the notes. The outcome is & 
matter of speculation, the doubtful ele- 
ment being the influence of Prince Tuan 
and Genera! Tung Fuh Siang, W ho may 
restrain the court. 


Intentions of Russia. 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 23.—The Russian 
naval staff announces that it is proposed 
to blockade all Chinese navai ports In 
consequence of the hostile attitude of the 
Chinese fleet at Shanghai, and to send 
fast cruisers from the allied squadrons 
‘to protect transports. ‘The general staff 
announces that Russian troops are mass- 
ing around Kirin, in Manchuria, where 
there are 5000 Chinese. —

Boom of the Past Few Years Liab’e to Col- 
lapse at Any Time Without Warning. 

Washington, Sept. 28.—The wave of in- 
dustrial prosperity in Europe, which has 
steadily risen since 1895, says Acting 
Consul Gencral Hanauer, at Frankfort, 
in a report to the state department, has 
taken a turn, and has begun to recede.

In the year 1860 an English scientific 
society fitted out what was known as 
the Cherry island expedition. It was 
purely in the interest of natural his- 
tory. Certain fish and birds which had 
become extinct in the south were still 
to be found up there, according to the 
reports of whalers, and that was the 
object in fitting out the brig Albatross 
for a voyage from London. Aside from 

g handed crew, three professors 
and four or five students accompanied 
the expedition, and after a voyage al- 
nost without event we reached Cherry 
sland soon after the beginning of its 
brief summer. The last 200 miles of 
our run was made through field ice, 
with giant icebergs to be seen on every 
hand, and we found a great length of 
piled high with blocks of 
from 5 to 25 feet thick. It was a three 
days’ job to warp the brig into a safe 
inchorage on the south side of the 
sland, and when we had her secure 
nost of the people went ashore to live 
for a time In tents. Notwithstanding 

he sunshine and verdure, there was a 
loneliness about the place to make one 
ifraid. We had expected to find polar 
bears and rabbits in plenty, but there 
was not a bit of animal life, excepting 
1 few stray to be encountered. 
Birds there were in plenty, however, 
and of the species desired, while fish 
of all sorts were to be had for the cast- 
ing of a hook. Each professor had 
his work cut out for him, and I was 
attached to Saunders 
of the Royal museum as a helper. He 
birds and their eggs, and 
when we had been on the island a week 
I helped him to capture a specimen of 
the great auk, which species was sup- 
posed to have been extinct for a quar- 
ter of a century past. But three of 
these birds were seen during our stay 
of 40 days, and we took one away with 
us into a captivity which lasted for 
ten years. It was said that the cap- 
ture of this bird alone was worth more 
to natural history than the cost of the 
expedition. 

The island, which is of volcanic ori- 
gin, is a mere jumble of rocks. It is 
11 miles long by 5 in breadth and at 
the time of our visit had no tree higher 
than ten feet. These grew between 
bowlders and on the slopes, with 
patches of coarse grass all about, but 
there was not a level spot half an acre 
in extent on the whole island. It was 
intersected in direction by ra- 
vines, some shallow and some of awful 
depth, and during a storm, when the 
surf was bringing in great blocks of 
ice and heaving them upon the rocks, 
there were rumblings and echoes in 
those dark ravines to make a man pale 
with fear. We had been on the island 
about 30 days and bad pretty thorough- 
ly explored it when Professor Saun- 
ders and my humble self met with an 
accident one day which led to a most 
We had set off to- 
gether on a hunt after birds’ eggs, and 
in walking along a slope we struck a 
spot overgrown with a short green 
weed. As we walked over this bed we 
guddenly found ourselves slipping. 
There was water under It, and the 
svhole mass gave way and sent us slid- 
ing into a ravine. We went slipping, 
sliding, clutching and bumping a full 
5@ feet before we brought up, but nei- 
ther of us was hurt beyond a few 
bruises. Owing to the vet grass we 
could not clamber out at that spot and 
so continued on down the ravine. Hav- 
ing presently come upon a few bones, 
which the professor pronounced as be- 
longing to a polar bear, we decided to 
follow the ravine to its mouth. It led 
almost north and south. It was dry 
now, but there were times when it 
must have been filled with water from 
bank to bank. 

It was a toilsome journey we made, 
but it ended at las: at a wall of ice 
within half a mile of the surf. At that 
point the depth of the ravine was 
ebout 100 feet, and, though the sun 
was shining above, it was like evening 
down there. A few yards before we 
were brought to a standstill we found 
the body of a man lying against the 
wall of rock on the right hand side 
and ten feet above our heads. It was 
eaught and held fast on a point of rock.

We had nothing to make a torch of, 
and, retracing our steps to a point 
where we could climb out of the ra- 
vine, we left the mystery to be solved 
another day. There was much discus- 
sion around the campfires that even- 
| ing, and early next morning we set out 
to see if the ravine had once upon a 
time opened to the We soon 
found that it had. Its mouth had been 
in a small bay, but a storm had filled 
{t with bowlders and dammed back the 
waters flowing down. Between the 
sea and the spot where we found the 
body the ice was from 50 to 70 feet 
| thick. If the sun melted it for a few 
feet in the summer, the rains and 
snows of winter speedily replaced 
what had been lost. We found this 
ice as clear as glass and as hard as 
fron, but powder was brought from 
the brig, and holes were drilled, and in 
a couple of days we had blasted out 
a great rift to half its depth. 

Everybody had a suspicion of what 
was frozen in down there, but yet the 
discovery gave us a shock. When but 
30 feet of ice lay between us and the 
bottom of the ravine we could see 
through it well enough to make out 
the hull of a ship standing on an even 
keel. It was the hull of a brig, with 
masts gone, but otherwise intact. We 
could even make out the ropes which 
had been frozen stiff as iron while 
they streamed along her decks, but 
there were no bodies of dead men in 
sight. To blast out the remaining 
depths of ice and clear the ravine was 
a task requiring more aid than we 
could spare and more powder than we 
had aboard. We had to be content 
with what we could see. 

Years before—perhaps half a century 
—a merchant had made that 
little bay in distress. Wave and tide 
had carried her up to the creek, and 
wave and tide had blocked her exit. 
Then she began to freeze in. 
can say how long it took for the ice to 
bury her until it was a solid mass 60 
feet above her decks, but decades must 
have passed. If one of her crew got 
away up to the ravine why not all of 
them? And yet no other body or re- 
mains were to be found on the island.

There 
came a day when food and fuel were 
exhausted, when avalanches of snow 
covered the decks and the cold of win- 
ter froze the marrow of their bones, 
and they hid away in forecastle and 
cabin and died with open eyes staring 
into the darkness. Upon our return 
to London the case was reported and 
made much of in the papers, but no 
government or individual has ever 
gone farther than we did. A hulk lies 
there full of dead men—a hulk which 
| sailed the waters of the frozen seas 
half a century ago, and there it will 
| lie until time is no more and chaos 
reigns again.

The Proper Way to Eat. 

At a recent meeting of medical men 
Dr. F. A. Burrall spoke of the amount 
of mischief done by the very common 
| habit of eating the meals rapidly, ac- 
cording to the farmer’s motto of 
“Quick to eat and quick to work.” 
Thorough mastication was of the ut- 
most importance, and of course this 
presupposed a proper condition of the 
teeth. Gastric digestion was often 
weakened and much distress was 
caused by the ingestion of too much 
fluid with the food, particularly at the 
beginning of a meal. Another factor 
in causing dyspepsia was the habit 
of eating food in silence or without 
that mirth and good fellowship so 
necessary to insure a nervous condi- 
tion to the normal action of the di- 
gestive organs. These little details 
might seem trite and unimportant, but 
it was the duty of the careful physi- 
cian to instruct his patients in regard 
to them. The long continued and free 
use of digestive agents served to make 
the digestive organs lazy and inactive. 
—Medical Record.

New York, Sept. 29.—The crowd at 
Cooper Union last night was a noisy one, 
and before the meeting of the Anti-Im- 
perialist league of New York it cheered 
for McKinley and Bryan, for the “full 
dinner pail” and for Debs. 

Carl Schurz was received with a tu- 
mult of cheers. He said in part: 

“Let me say at the start that I con- 
sider the manner in which the imperial- 
Ist policy is being commended by some 
persosns to popular approval the hugest 
confidence game ever practiced upon a 
free people. In my whole, long life 
I have never known of such systematic 
use of distortion of history, hypocritical 
cant, garbling of documents and false 
pretence 

“The partisans of the administration 
object to the word ‘imperialism,’ calling 
it a mere bugbear, having no real ex- 
istence. They pretend that in the extend- 
ing of our sway over Porto Rico and the 
Philippines we merely continue that sort 
of territorial expansion which has been 
practiced by this republic from its begin- 
ning. This is a mere juggle with words 
amounting to a downright faeification of 
history. 

‘* ‘Expansion,’ then, in the historical 
and truly American sense, means the ex- 
tension of our constitutional system to- 
gether with the extension of our ter- 
ritorial area. In this sense we are all 
expansionists, provided the expansion 
be honorably effected. 

“And when such countries are annexed 
and such populations are subjected by 
force of arms what President Me- 
Kinley has very properly called ‘criminal 
it is imperialism in its 
worst form.

THE APPLICATION. 

This parable teaches us most forci- 
bly that our excuses are foolish and 
will not stand. The excuses offered by 
the invited guests in this parable are 
the strongest that man can offer. They 
were not light and trivial worldly af- 
fairs, but the press of business, the ob- 
ligations of home ties, the most sacred 
human obligations. Yet Christ bere 
declares that these excuses will not 
justify us in refusing to accept God's 
offer of salvation in Him, and if these 
excuses much more trivial in character 
what can be said in favor of our many 
excuses much now trivial in character 
than these? The parable teaches that 
no excuse will justify failure to accept 
Christ and to consecrate our lives to 
Him. Human claims are not superior 
to divine claims. No amount of faith- 
fulness to human obligations will ex- 
cuse neglect of duty to God. If we re 
fuse to accept God's invitations 
through Christ, in the day of judg- 
ment we shall stand without excuse; 
others will occupy the places that could 
have been ours, and we will be cast 
out. Will it pay us for anything in 
this world to meet such a fate? Christ 
Himself has declared that it will not, 
though we should win the whole world, 
, for He says, “What is a man profited 
if he shall gain the whole world and 
lose his own soul?” If it will not pay 
us to sacrifice the soul's eternal life for 
| the whole world, how much less will it 
do so for the infinitely small part of 
the world which any of us may gain?

WORK OF EARLLI’S RIVAL 


Remarkable Book Written by 
Prince Chang Chih-Tung. 


ENTITLED “CHINA'S ONLY HOPE.” 


The Viceroy Thinks His Country 
Should Study the New Order cf 
Things—Has No Sympathy For Box- 
ers—Book to Be Published In the 
United States, 


Prince Chang Chih-Tung of China, 
Li Hung Chang’s greatest rival and by 
many considered the autocrat of in- 
terior China, has written a remarkable 
book, which is to appear from the 
press of an American publisher, with 
the indorsement of his imperial maj- 
esty Kwang-Su himself. 

Prince Chang has sent his mann- 
script to the United States with the re 
quest that it be printed, says the New 
York Journal. It was printed in China 
and has been distributed by royal de- 


cree. The volume is entitled “China’s 
Out Hope.” This, in the viceroy'’s 
opinion, is that his country should 


study the new order of things. The 
book will be the first of its kind ever 
to have emanated from a prince of the 
Chinese empire and indorsed with the 
seal of his imperial majesty. The 
ideas the viceroy expresses are re 
markable. 

The translation of the book into Eng- 
lish has just been completed. A few 
extracts will show its general charac- 
ter. The viceroy’s opinion of interna- 
tional law in the abstract shows what 
may be expected of him in negotiat- 
ing with foreign countries. He says: 

“There are many who place the most 
implicit confidence in international 
law, but these are as stupid as the in- 
dividuals who depend on the Disarma- 
ment society for peace. If countries 
are equally matched, then internation- 
al law is enforced; otherwise, the law 
is inoperative. For what has interna- 
tional law to do with fighting issues 
when one country is strong and an- 
other weak? We have never heard of 
international law controlling the issues 
of war between unequal states, Dis- 
armament an international joke 
and international law a deception.” 

On the other hand, Prince Chang 
does not express much sympathy with 
such uprisings as that of the Boxers 
He says pithily that “the Chinese whe 
create disturbances are lunatics.” Yet 
the prince believes that the history of 
his country, as a whole, is such as to 
justify admization. He exclaims: 

“Many of our Chinese no doubt extol 
foreign learning to the skies and even 
go so far as to assert that our govern- 
ment and customs do not possess one 
redeeming feature. we 
cannot count as human beings, * * * 
The holy emperors have for more than

Such scoffers 


250 years preserved intact the laws 
which relate to the family and the 
heart and have handed them down to 


us. The ministers and people daily 
bask in the smiles of imperial favor 
and to the present day rece their 
never failing supplies from our sov- 
ereign’s bounty. Examine the history 
of China for 2,000 years back and then 
compare it with the western history of 
50 years! Does the government of 
these foreign countries present such a 
record of generosity, benevolence, loy- 
alty and honesty as ours?” 

In Prince Chang’s opinion, China's 
salvation lies in adherence to the prin- 
ciples of Confucius. He says: 

“The foundations of our state are 
deep and durable. Protected by heav- 
en, the superstructure will certainly 
stand secure! But supposing this ab- 
surd gossip about the partition cf Chi- 
na by Europeans were true and the 
country were cut up, be it ever so ex- 
alted and excellent—would foreigners 
respect the holy doctrines of Confu- 
cius? Far froin it. The classics of the 
four philosophers would be thrown out 
as refuse, and the Confucian cap and 
gown would never more cherish the 
hope of an official career. Our clever 
scholars would figure as pastors, com- 
pradores and clerks, while the common 
people would be required to pay a poll 
tax and be used as soldiers, artisans, 
underlings and servants. Our holy re- 
lis would meet the same fate that 
Brahmanism in India did. Its adher- 
ents would be found skulking away or 
croucl among the cavernous hills, 
ing fast the while to some tat- 
tered remnants of the truth! 

“Buddhism last and 
Taoism is discouraged because its dey- 
ils have become irresponsive and inef- 
If there be a renaissance of 
Confucianism, China will be brought 
to ord and Buddhism and Taoism 
will receive secure protection from the 
sect of the learned.” 

The vice roy expresses the bitterness 
China feels over the treatment of her 
subjects in the United States as fol- 
lows: “When America was first opened 
up, much dependence was placed on 
Chinese labor. Now, when that coun- 
try has become rich and prosperous, 
Chinese labor is restricted, while that 
of other foreigners is allowed.” 

Among other striking passages In 
this strange volume are the following: 

“The customs returns for the past 
few years give the value of our im- 
ports at 80,000,000 taels and the ex- 
ports at 50,000,000 taels. The balarice 
of 30,000,000 taels represents what has 
been consumed in smoking the perni- 
cious opium pipe. Assuredly it is not 
foreign intercourse that is ruining €hi- 
pa, but this dreadful] poison.

Foreigners will still trade 
with us as before, but China will play 
a losing game and get only chaff while 
her competitors garner the wheat, and 
we shall really, if not openly, become 
the slaves of westerners. Not only this, 
the foreigners will suck our blood and, 
worse than this, pare the flesh from 
our bones. To end the tragedy they will 
swallow us down, body and soul, at 
one great mouthful and gloat over the 
deal!” 


HARVARD MEN HYPNOTIZED. 


Young Mack’s Weird Powers More 
Than a Match For Footballers, 
Harvard has met something harder 
to tackle than Yale—nothing less than 
the person of young William H. Mack. 
The other day he stood on Soldiers’ 
field, at Cambridge, and successfully 
defied any one to lift him off his feet. 
The entire football squad and some 
100 students who had come out to see 
the practice responded with alacrity. 
Little attention would have been paid 
to the young man had not Jack Mc- 
Masters, the football trainer, brought 
him out to the field as his protege. 
“See how easy it is to lift him!” cried 
Jack, and a dozen fine examples of 
Harvard's brawn and sinew strained 


hard, but not one of them could 
budge young Mack, says the New York 
World. Struggle as they might, he 


coolly kept his feet under onslaughts 
that would have sent the entire Yale 
eleven to the infirmary had they re- 
mained as passive as the young man 
did.

The con- 
Sel wishes to impress upon the minds 
of te manufacturers the necessity of 
personaly studying the wants of for- 
eign marats; of meeting the usual 
terms of cred}. time and place of de 
livery; standard .¢ weight and meas- 
ure; of knowing th. Janguage of cus- 
tomers, of combinatons in foreig 

trade, etc. 

Another mode which ptymises splen- 
did returns for those who omploy it, 
and which will stimulate Gi export 
trade, is the establishing of + merican 
department stores in the larie pyro- 
pean cities. In Germany atq other 
continental countries there at, jarge 
retail warehouses and stores whieh 
sell different lines of dry good: anq 
clothing for female apparel. Suc. og. 
tablishments as our department sto. 
which sell everything for human neer, 
are hardly known there. In the Euro 
pean cities there are any number of re- 
stores carrying small stock and 
charging high prices. 

“I think,” says the consul, “depart- 
ment stores would find conditions more 
favorable here than at home, in 
amount of sales and return on the cap- 
ital invested, but the importance of the 
plan consists in the immense impetus 
they would give to the sale of Amer- 
ican specialties, household articles of 
all kinds, clothing, kitchen and iron 
ware, small machines, tools and instru- 


ments, toys, carriages and vehicles, 
office and dwelling furniture, fruits 


and meal, etc. I am confident that 
such a concern established in Frank- 
fort could within a few years sell 
American specialties alone to an 
amount of $3,000,000 to $4,000,000 an- 
nually, and distribute further quanti- 
ties by giving agencies to leading deal- 
ers of interior towns and cities. In 
shoes alone it could transact a large 
trade. Our manufacturers need then 
but offer their products to the home 
purchasing office in order to do a for- 
eign trade.”

A CHICAGO WOMAN’S TRIUMPH IN A) 


NEW FIELD OF ART. 


Women With Youthful Husbands, 
When Summer Is Over—The Dress 
Suit Case—Custis and Evelyn Byrd. 
She Preferred Breaking Rocks. 


Women as a sex are often accused 
of “dabbling in little things” rather 
than attacking any of the larger prob- 
lems of life and labor. Especially in 
the realm of art are they said to busy 
themselves with details to the exclu- 


sion of larger features very often. That 
the average woman artist Is deeply 
enamored of small and “pretty” pic- 
tures is a statement which, truthful or 
otherwise, has been very often made. 
However this may be, it is not often 
that a woman artist attempts a piece 
of work so large and planned upon 
such generous outlines as that which 
a certain Chicago woman—and artist-- 
has just completed. 

“Margaret West-Kinney” is the name 
with which this woman signs her pic- 
tures, and she, in company with her 
husband, Troy S. Kinney, and Ernest 
St. John, both local artists, painted the 
curtain and looked after the decora- 
tions for the rehabilitated Grand Op- 
era House of Chicago. The curtain 
represents a sylvan scene, with plenty 
of fresh and delicate “green things 
growing” on every hand and with a 
waterfall in the foreground to give 
character. The picture is framed in 
gold and cream upon a rose pink back- 
ground, and a mythological scene, rep- 
resenting the nine muses, runs across 
the top, with allegorical figures on 

each side. The conception, in which 
all three artists shared, is both fine

and pleasing. Nota single trace of the 
mere “prettiness” so often considered 
inevitable in the artistic work of wom- 
anly brain and fingers is noticeable ei- 
ther in basic idea or subsequent han- 
dling. The coloring is uniformly good. 

Mrs. Kinney, who is the first woman, 
so far as known, to attempt work of 
this order, is better known for her por- 
traits and landscapes than for the lar- 
ger work toward which she has been 
quietly working for some time. Origt 
nally a Peoria girl, she has been a res- 
ident of Chicago for five or six years 
and prior to her residence in this city 
had done noticeable work in connec- 
tion with the Art Students’ league of 
New York and during her four years’ 
residence in Paris. In the latter city 
she studied under Le Favre, Fleury 
and Meissonnier. She is enthusiastic 
over every branch of her chosen life 
work, as befits an artist born and bred, 
and particularly so in regard to work 
of the character indicated by the cur- 
tain.—Chicago Times-Herald. 

Women With Youthful Husbands. 

Lady Randolph Churchill, or, as she 
now prefers to call herself, Mrs. George 
Cornwallis-West, is by no means the 
first lady of prominence to marry a 
man less than half her own age, says 
London Tit-Bits. 

As is well known, this clever hand- 
some and enterprising American wom- 
an is the mother of a son who Is sev- 
eral months older than her present 
youthful spouse. It is 26 years since 
she became the wife of the late Lord 
Randolph Churchill, who died in 1895. 
Nobody who witnessed her wedding 
could have imagined that she would 
take unto herself as a second husband 
a young man at that time unborn.

It was in her twenty-second year 
that she was married to her first hus- 
band, Major Langtry, who died two or 
three years ago. Her present husband, 
Mr. Hugo de Bathe, son and heir of 
Sir Henry de Bathe, is now in his 
twenty-ninth year. For some time 
past he has been absent in South Af- 
rica fighting with his regiment. 

When Mme. Patti was married to 
the Swedish Baron Cedarstrom, she 
not only secured a third husband, but 
one a great many years younger than 
herself.

Mrs. Frances Hodgson 
fauions authoress of “Little Lord 
Iauntleroy’ and many other notable 
works, is a recent addition to the lst} 
of elderly ladies who have young hus- 
bands. She was born in Manchester in 
1840 and is consequently now in her 
fifty-first year. When only 16, she mi- 
grated with her parents to the United 
States, marrying eight years later Dr. 
Surnett of Washington. 

From him she obtained a divorce a 
couple of years ago. Last February 
she was married to a gentleman who 
had for some time acted as her private 
secretary, Stephen Townsend, F. R. A. 
S., a handsome young Englishman of 
some 30 summers. 

Of ladies who, as spinsters, married 
men much younger than themselves 
there are one or two notable examples. 
Perhaps the most remarkable is that 


of the “angel of goodness,” Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts. Her ladyship was 


born in the year 1814 and Is conse- 
quently now of the age of 86. She did 
not marry until she had reached her 
sixty-seventh year, when she accepted 
the hand and heart of William Ash- 
mead-Bartlett, now M. P. for West- 
minster. 

This gentleman was at that time only 
30 years of age, and instead of giving 
his wife his name, as nearly every 
man does when he marries, he assum- 
ed that of his wife. The baroness is 
one of the few women in England 
who are peeresses in their own right.

CLUB OF CAST OFFS. 


“Concatenated Order of Has Beens 
and Will Bes” In Cleveland, 

Steps have been taken to form a club 
in Cleveland, the membership of which 
is to be limited to men who have been 
divoreed or who have divorce suits 
pending. It is called the “Concatenat- 
ed Order of Has Beens and Will Bes.” 
The first meeting, held in Dr. H. B. 
Wideman’'s office, was attended by 
several prominent west siders. 

Dr. Wideman said the other day toa 
reporter of the New York World that 
the officers will not be elected until the 
charter list is closed. The initiation 
fee probally will be $2 and the dues $1 
a month. This money, after the ex- 
pense of fitting up a clubroom has 
been met, will go into a fund to be 
used in paying the attorneys’ fees and 
court costs of those who desire di- 
vorces. 

It is proposed to offer a prize to the 
Judge who makes a record with the 
largest number of divorces granted in 
a single year. One feature of the club- 
room will be a scrapbook in which re- 
ports of divorce trials will be kept, and 
once a month there will be a lecture 
by a well known attorney versed in di- 
vorce proceedings. 

The club has already attracted atten- 
tion, and it is expected that its mem- 
bership will grow rapidly. 


Essays on the Pan-American Fair. 
A movement to interest the public 
school teachers in the Pan-American 
exposition to be held at Buffalo next 
summer has been started. It originated 
in some of the public schools of Penn- 
sylvania and is being taken up else- 
where as the wisdom of the plan be- 
comes appreciated. This idea is to 
have the teachers in the public schools 
write essays for various occasions of 
an educational character on the objects 
and aims of the exposition and the 
bearing that such a display will have 
on the commerce of the world. A 
similar plan regarding the Paris ex- 
position was found quite successful 
and resulted in the attendance of a 
large corps of teachers at that fair this 
summer. It is believed that in this 
Way much information could be 
spread regarding the benefits to be de- 
cived from cultivating closer relations 
betveen the different countries of this 
hemisphere and that it would result 
in greater intelligence among the pub- 
lic school teachers and pupils on this 
subject as well as a larger attendance 
among this class of the population at 
the exposition.
